A deaconess shall be a 
single woman or a widow not less than twenty-three years of 
age, nor more than fifty, when accepted for service. She 
must be a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 
She must be in good standing, and must have shown a fitness 
for this work by active service in some line of Christian work. 
She must have good health, and must have had a high school 
education and two years of college work or its equivalent. 


_ No person shall be consecrated to the office of a deaconess 


until she has successfully completed the prescribed course of 
study in an accredited Bible Training School. She shall be 
recommended for consecration by the Quarterly Conference. 
She shall wear the uniform prescribed by the Council. 

--The duties of the deaconess shall be to engage in Christian 


social service, and, relinquishing all other pursuits, she shall —

- Your committee has had under consideration that part of 
the Episcopal Address referring to the relations of the Method- 
ist Episcopal Church, South, with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church; the reports of the majority and the minority of the 
Commission on Unification; the statement of Bishop Warren 
A. Candler on the same subject; and certain memorials, some 


urging and some opposing the continuance of negotiation 


with the Methodist Episcopal Church in the matter of unifica- 
tion. These papers have had the most careful conmierstion, 


and we beg leave to report: 


1. We express our warm appreciation of the faithful eff orts 


of the members of our Commission on Unification to bring to 
pass upon a proper basis the unification of the Methodist 


Episcopal Church and the Methodist Episcopal Church, — 


South. Knowing that there may be differences of opinion as 
to the details, we approve in principle the plan of unification 
by reorganization wrought out by the Joint Commission on 
Unification and submitted by our Commission to this General 


Conference. 
2. Although the plan of the Joint Commission did not ask 


with the approval of the General Conference of the Methodist - 


Episcopal Church which met in Des Moines, Iowa, May, 1920, 


we note that this General Conference of the Methodist Episco-

INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS. 


Throughout the world the economic problem is bekecina 
ing ever-increasing attention. The industrial order is funda- 
mental in the life of the world. From it humanity must se- 
cure its daily bread. To keep our world going, some such 
order must exist. Much is being heard of wages and hours, 
property and profits. With these, life and character are tied 
up inextricably. ‘The Church cannot advocate any particular 
It is not here to frame industrial pro- 
grams or to set up the machinery of industrial organiza- 
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tion. Its business is to see that industry becomes a fellowship 
instead of a conflict. It is to spiritualize industrial relations 
by putting into them the Christian principle, motive, and 
aim. To this end we should endeavor to know more con- 
cerning the fundamental factors in economics. We should 
have a better understanding of the industrial problems. If 
something is wrong with the industrial order, we should know 
what it is that is wrong. It is necessary to know what em- 


and why they feel as they do. Ignorance, hate, and inactivity 


must be displaced by knowledge, good will, and purposeful 
effort. In Jesus and his gospel the world has its only adequate 


_ force for the achievement of these ends. 


We therefore call upon our people everywhere to recognize 
the great importance of our industrial situation and to dedi- 


cate themselves to an earnest Christian effort to understand 
and to deal helpfully with the problems arising therein. 
We suggest that, wherever practicable, groups of ministers 

and other Christian leaders shall organize themselves for 
special study of industrial problems under the rag ene of a 
competent teacher. 

We urge that the application of Christian principles in in- 
dustrial relations be emphasized in our literature for religious 
education, our Church press, our pulpits, and in all our special 
gatherings for training in religious leadership. , 


INTERRACIAL RELATIONS. 


_ We recognize the seriousness of the question of the relations 


between the white and colored races, especially in our own 
land. It is our conviction that the Church should openly de- 


... @lare its responsibility and its duty seriously to set itself to

INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. | 
As a part of its efforts to establish the kingdom of God 
and to have his will done on earth as it is done in heaven, 
the Church should do all that there is in its power to promote 
the realization of Christian relations among the nations of the 
earth. While we heartily approve of a League, or an Associa- 


tion, of Nations to confer and to codperate to bring peace and 


prosperity to all the nations of the earth, yet without Chris- 
tian good will in the hearts of the people Leagues and As- 
sociations will prove inadequate. But if by the grace of God 
and the work of the Church the hearts of the people can be 
reached effectively, it will be-found to be practicable to bring 
about effective arrangements for disarmament, for the pre- 
vention of war, and for the settlement of disputes by peaceful / 
processes. ._ The angels who announced the birth of Jesus 
proclaimed: “‘On earth peace, good will toward men.” But, 
notwithstanding the coming of the Prince of Peace, this pro- 
phetic promise is yet unfulfilled. The failure is due to the 
refusal of the world to accept him and to follow his teachings. 
The attitude of the Christian man to his neighbor is char- 


pete acterized by tolerance, good will, and brotherly love. These 
wi 1 same qualities should be found in the relations of a Christian 


nation to all its neighbors. The Church should constantly 

pray and work for the increase of this spirit of international 

justice and good will as the only sure prevention of all war. 
Your Commission commends most heartily the work which > 


has been done by the Commission on International Justice 


and Good Will of the Federal Council of the Churches of) 


Christ in America and requests that the statement of ‘ie

THE SITUATION IN THE NEAR EAst. : 


We heartily commend the work of the Near East Relief 
for the heroic efforts it has put forth in behalf of our perse- 


cuted fellow Christians in Bible lands, and we note with great 
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and Sunday schools have made to its appeal for help i in the 
gigantic task it has undertaken. 
Through the efforts of the Near East Relief, chartered br 


act of the United States Congress to represent officially 


American philanthropy, more than a million lives have been 
saved and approximately one hundred and fifty thousand 
orphan children are now being maintained and educated. 
The Near East Relief has developed and inaugurated plans 
for the reéstablishment of these people in the homes of 
which they have been deprived by their persecutors and for 
rehabilitating their national life. 

‘This humane work is greatly hindered, however, by the 

fact that these stricken Christians are still at the mercy of the 
Turks and are still being robbed and either murdered out- 
right or driven into exile. In fact, because of the continuance 
of war in the Near East and the withdrawal from many 
sections of the protection formerly given by the great powers 
of Europe, the condition of these unfortunate people i is even 
worse than it was three years ago. 
.-- ]t is evident, therefore, that the work of the Near Rast 
Relief must be continued until the civilized nations of the 
earth shall take some action that will put a stop to the in- 
human persecutions which have continued with but temporary 
cessation during seven tragic years. 

In view of these facts, we recommend to the General 
Conference as follows: 

1. That the General Conference urge our people to con- 
tinue to support with their contributions the work of the 
Near East Relief. 

2. That the General Conference anasink an Advisory 
Committee to take counsel with the National Committee of 
the Near East Relief as to plans of codperation, this committee

‘FEDERAL PROHIBITION. 


Since the meeting of the last General Conference. the 
Federal Prohibition Amendment has been adopted, forbidding 
the manufacture, the sale, the importation, the exportation, 
the transportation, of intoxicating liquors for beverage pur- 
poses in the United States and insular possessions. This 
amendment became the law of the land on January 16, 1920. 
By the adoption of this amendment the partnership of the 


- United States with the traffic in intoxicants was forever dis- 


solved and the traffic became an outlaw. ‘Earthly, sensual, 
devilish,” it still-lives, but it lives as the outlaw lives, desper- 


ate and defiant. Branded by the law of Christian love as 
criminal, it is now branded by the law of our country also. 


We rejoice in the overthrow of this, the giant evil of our 
modern times, and we especially rejoice that Methodism has 
from the beginning of the conflict led the vanguard of the con- 
quering army. It is an acceptable tribute to our efficient 
activity that the liquor interests throughout the world 
denounce Methodism as one of the most potent factors in 
securing American prohibition. We remember that the be- 
loved disciple said, ‘‘ Marvel not, my brethren, if the world 
hate you,” and we are pleased to be hated by the enemies of 


righteousness. The abolition of the legalized traffic has always 


been beneficial in local and State areas, and Federal prohibi- 
tion has produced similar results. Despite the ridicule, the 
sneers, the rage, the open lawlessness of the friends of the 
traffic, the wonderful results of closing the saloon are so evi- 
dent that even the avowed enemies of the Federal amendment 
and of the Volstead Act loudly declare that the saloon itself 


_ is gone never toreturn. The testimony is conclusive that the 


physical, economic, social, political, and religious life of our 


nation has been relieved of a poison which was attacking 


that life at its very source—the youth of our country. This 
testimony is not based on the gossip on the train, in clubs, 
hotels, or gatherings of people controlled by appetite or covet- 


ousness or both. It is based on the testimony of governors 
_ of States, presidents of colleges, labor leaders, social workers, 


manufacturers, bankers, merchants, physicians,- . pastors, 
fathers and mothers, wives and children. The selfish clamor 

of those who are willing to destroy with their meat or drink — 
those for whom Christ died is echoed and reéchoed in the 
newspapers as though it represented the sentiment of the 
nation, when in reality it simply brands publicly those who 
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place individual appetite and its indulgence above the welfare © 
of the nation as a whole. The fact is daily becoming more. 
evident that the adoption of prohibition by -the United 
States was the most important, far-reaching moral enactment 
ever put upon tna statute books of any nation, — 


WarcHFUt ACTIVITY ESSENTIAL. 


But while the results of prohibition have been good, the 
adoption, and even the retention of the prohibition amend- 
ment will not of itself insure the maintenance of effective 


prohibition. The same enemies of society which so bitterly 
fought the adoption of prohibition for selfish reasons are angry, 


insolent, and openly advocate lawlessness. Various associa- 


tions against the prohibition améndment have been organ- 


ized, formed of those persons who drank, if they did not sell 


intoxicants, and who declare their purpose to continue to do 


so. These people ‘know that they cannot secure the repeal! of — 


the prohibition amendment, but they seek to shift the issue, © 


to deceive the people, and to accomplish by indirection what 
they: cannot do by direct assault. The written declaration 
of the association is: First, to repeal the Volstead Act. 

Second, to leave to every State the enforcement of prohibition 
- through State law alone. Third, to legalize the sale of beer 
and wine. If this effort should succeed, there would be no 
Federal law and no Federal officers to enforce the Eighteenth 
Amendment. Wet States would pass no enforcement laws, 
and would become once more the centers for the manufacture 
and of the distribution of intoxicants throughout the nation. 


Simply to repeal the Volstead Act is sufficient to nullify the 


good effects of the Eighteenth Amendment. 
The immediate objective of the opponents of Federal 


prohibition, openly declared, is to legalize light wines and .

‘While the Eighteenth Amendment is a part of the Consti- 
tution, it should be honestly and uniformly enforced: In 
spite of the- desperate efforts of certain “wet’’ members, 
Congress has by overwhelming majorities done its sworn 


duty in supporting the Constitution by enacting the Prohi- — 


bition Enforcement Code, commonly called the Volstead 


Act. 
The vital issue before the people to-d ay is whether they 


will stand by those members of Congress who have voted to 


maintain the prohibition amendment, or whether the people - 
will vote to defeat candidates for Congress who will attempt 
to repeal or to weaken the Volstead Act. The only certain 


place to determine that issue is in the primary and 


in the general elections. This crisis should be promptly 
and persistently met by the Christian citizenship of the nation. | 
Keep friends of Federal prohibition on guard in Congress. 
Indifference means defeat; united activity means victory. 


As indicated in the beginning of this report, your Commis- 
sion has codperated in every possible way with the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union and with the Anti-Saloon 
League of America in their educative and legislative activity. 
We recognize with gratitude the great service which both of 
these organizations have rendered to humanity by their work 
to destroy the legalized liquor traffic. pag 

We especially commend the Anti-Saloon League of America 
as the approved agency for codperation with the members of — 
~ other Churches and temperance organizations for the com- 
he destruction of the liquor traffic. The idea which has 


_ prevailed in some quarters that the work of the Anti-Saloon 
League was finished when the Federal amendment was 


adopted is not only incorrect, but it is hurtful to the largest 


usefulness of that League in its efforts to secure law enforce- 


ment throughout the nation. The same nation-wide organ-

_ the open, violent assaults of its enemies. The jubilation of |

LEAGUE AGAINST ALOONOUIEW: | 


We are gratified to learn that the World League against 
Alcoholism, in the organization of which our Commission | 
took part, is now well established, including in its membership 
the W. C. T. 'U. and the Anti-Saloon League of America in — 
our own land and similar leading temperance organizations 
in most of the leading countries of the world. The traffic 
in intoxicants is not a local problem. The advocates of the | 
_traffie decline to consider it a local problem, even should we 
so desire, and are endeavoring to smuggle into our country — 
as much liquor as possible. While we cannot participate as’ 
citizens in the affairs of any other country, yet we can properly, 
especially when invited, carry the prohibition message to the 
people of other nations. We send our missionaries to pro- — 
claim the gospel of Christ to all people, whether they desire 
to hear it or not. That gospel, if accepted, revolutionizes 
a man’s entire life. The gospel of temperance and sobriety 
and the duty to deny self-indulgence is a part of our great, 
all-embracing message. It is of vital concern to us that 
Mexico, Canada, and Cuba, which-are at our doors, can 
greatly neutralize the benefits of the prohibition law by per-— 
mitting the manufacture, the transportation, and the sale of 
intoxicants within their borders. The best methods-to over- 
come such smuggling are by “peaceful penetration” and 
through coéperation with the temperance workers of all lands 
to give our own temperance message. We therefore most’ 
heartily indorse the World League against Alcoholism as a 
great international organization for the spread of the gospel 
_ of sobriety, and.we commend to that organization the omni- 
partisan and interdenominational methods -which have so: 
successfully been adopted by the Anti-Saloon League in the: —

(g) It is intended to issue only one general publication, 
which will-be.a book-pamphlet arranged to tell an appealing 
story of the needs of our Conference claimants, and one other 
pamphlet for the direction and use of the pastors. In addition 
the Church press .will be used extensively, and. such other 
legitimate means of aw as are consistent with a losis 
of rigideconomy. 


AGENCIES. 


mhere are several organizations of the Church which, as 


such, should be encouraged to have a specifie part in the effort 
proposed to provide adequate Superannuate Endowment: 
- (a) Sunday Schools. These organizations, powerful and 


‘Useful as they have come to be, owe a great debt to the 


preachers who were active in other days, but who are now 
superannuated and in distress. They should be given the 
opportunity to contribute systematically to the cause of 
Superannuate Endowment. However, the amount contrib- 
uted by them shall be paid through the charge organization, 
and the charge shall be allowed to take credit on its aeite for 
the amounts paid. by its Sunday schools. 
(b) Epworth Leagues. It is most desirable that the organ- 
ized young people of the Church should not only assist the 
effort for Superannuate Endowment as individuals, but also 
‘as organized bodies. It is intended that they shall be given 


the opportunity to contribute as Epworth Leagues and under “?

(c) Women’s Auxiliary Societies. As. we have among the 
Cotiledetios claimants more than thirteen hundred widows of 


‘preachers, many of whom lack the bare necessities of life, it 


appears that any movement to provide for their needs would 
‘not be complete without giving the women’s auxiliary wecieties 


of the Church, as such, an opportunity to assist.

and recommendations: 


Four years ago the General Conference inaugurated the 
great Centenary Movement, which was pushed forward with 
such unanimity of purpose that it will forever be considered 
one of the most glorious achievements of our Church.

We are now in the midst of such a period. In such a time Border 


the man of God does not lose faith. On the contrary, he girds 
on the armor of salvation, redoubles his efforts, and goes 
forth to reéstablish faith in the hearts of men. To him the 
greater the need, the greater will be his efforts for proclaiming 

- Christ to despairing men. The cure for the discontent and 
wickedness that pervade our land is the grace of God. The 

cure is more preachers and more Churches. — 
We have reached a time when we must pour out our money 
for Christianizing our homeland. We must either go forward 
or recede. 

As illustrative of the situation, need we point to the fact 
that in the five cities surrounding San Francisco Bay there 
are 1,250,000 persons, and the entire membership of all Prot- 
estant Churches in these five cities is only about 14,000? 
Only about one per cent of the entire population are members 
of any Protestant Church. We point to the fact that in the 
Ozark regions of Missouri there are at least seventy-five 
Southern Methodist Churches which have been abandoned 
for lack of preachers and means to support them, and that 
with the abandonment of these churches these twenty coun- 
ties are slowly being abandoned by all Protestant Churches. 
_ We point to the fact that in Southern Illinois there are twen- 
ty-six towns having a population ranging from two hundred 


. to two thousand in which there is no Protestant Church of — 


any kind. We point to the fact that there are whole parishes 
in Louisiana in which there is no Protestant Church and no 
_ Protestant preacher. We point to the fact that in Southern 

Colorado, New Mexico, Idaho, Washington, and Arizona 
there are large tracts of territory, rich in soil and minerals, 
rapidly becoming inhabited and mostly by Southern people, 
where there are few or no Protestant Churches or preachers. 
‘There are many other fields, wide open to us, where the 
needs are pressing. The most of them will not be Christian- 
ized at all unless it is done by our Church. Your committee,

Its nine home and twelve foreign agencies cover the entire 
home and much of the foreign field occupied by our Church. 
The blind, the prisoner, the poor'and sick in our hospitals are’ 
all special objects of care on the part of the Society. Immi- 
grants are provided with Scripture in their own languages, 
Bibles being distributed to them last year in more than eighty | 
languages. We reaffirm, with added emphasis, our full in- 
dorsement of the American Bible Society in all of its purposes, 
plans, and objectives. 3 


We regret to learn that funds for serbitnis forward the 


Society's work have been lacking and that in some quarter 


retrenchment has been necessary. This is not due, however, — 
to a decrease in gifts to the Society, so much as the tremen- 
dously increased call of the world for Bibles. The American 
Bible Society cannot adequately cobperate in the enlarged 
missionary program of the day without increased gifts from 
Churches and individuals, Its Bibles are not sold for profit, 


- and many must be donated. Your Committee feels that the 


Society should have a more generous support from our Church, 
and we therefore recommend the assessment of $51,000 per 
annum in the general budget for the American Bible Society. 
We commend Universal Bible Sunday as a valuable means 
toward exalting the Word of God before-our people, as well as 
throughout the nation. As far as practicable, therefore, we

CONCERNING THE FUTURE or THE 
MOVEMENT. 
“The already taken should be collected as nearly 


as possible when they are due.

EMORY UNIVERSITY. 


It is pleasing to note that the attendance has increased 
rapidly, although the standards of entrance and graduation 
have been raised. The increase has been from 462 1 in 1918 to 
1,157 in 1922. 


A brief survey of the seven aepattiiiede of the University 


will show, first, the School of Liberal Arts brought over from 
old Emory, and as a strong Reoder to it the Aaanens retained 
at the Oxford site. 

In the School of Theology . are eight Srof essors of high 
scholarship and evangelistic spirit. An excellent building is 
occupied by this department. The total number of ministerial 
students enrolled in the entire institution is 177. One thou- 
sand and twenty-four young men have taken courses in the 
Correspondence School in the last four years. 

The School of Law has an able faculty sadintebithe high 
standards. The Case system of study is used. The endow- 
ment of this department is $100,000. 

~The School of Medicine has had iniaaeetial of the Atlanta 
Medical College since 1915, and occupies two modern, well- 


equipped buildings, but is not able to accommodate all who 


connection with it, will be worth $3,000,000 when completed. 
The School of Business Administration seeks to lay the 
foundation of a successful commercial career. It has enrolled 
84 students. — 
The Graduate School has been in cities since 1919, 
Offering the degress of Master of Arts and Master of Science. 
For the last three years the University has maintained a 
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Summer School, fc or students to 
their work during the summer and for teachers to take special 


9 work in their vacation periods. 


Emory is characterized by a = of faith and evangelistic 


zeal, 
The needs off ths der tithe are seven new buildings and an 


increase in the general endowment. We recommend an appro- 
priation of $40,000 annually during the next quadrennium to 


SOUTHERN METHODIST UNIversIry. 


‘The progress of this great institution has been most notable 
during the quadrennium just closed. In the matter of attend- 
ance, it has grown from 864 in 1918 to 1,714 in 1922. With 
all of its fine equipment, it has not been able to take care of _ 
rapid increase in the student body. 

The growth in the faculty has also been remarkable. Dur 7 
ing the period which this report covers the number of full pro- 
fessors has increased from 24 to 33, The growth of the asso- 
ciate and assistant professors has beer: ia much the same ratio. 
During this period the salaries have increased twenty-five per 
eent. The auditor’s report shows that the deficit has de- 
creased from $93,508 in 1918 to $10,515 at the present date. 

The General Education Board of New York City offered 


one-third of a million dollars to the University on the condi- 


tion that its friends raise the other two-thirds of the million. — 
These conditions had been met before the close of the year 
1920. The financial condition of the institution is steadily 
improving. Permanent relief is looked for from the ene 


ig on the Christian Education Movement. 


- The religious life in the University has shines seatiteing. 
Revivals of religion have gone through the student body in 
the last two years, and all of the Christian organizations of the 


Church have been actively at work. Dr. Sherwood Eddy paid 


this tribute to the student body: “‘I have visited all of the 


- great institutions in the Orient and those from the Atlantic to | 


the Pacific in this country, but have never found anywhere a 


- cleaner or more wholesome group of students so anxious for 
the truth. If all the college faculties in America were ‘such as 
i I find here, we could soon make America Christian.”

work, adding to our ministry increasing numbers of well- 
equipped and brilliant young men. We hope toseein the near

Methodism ‘was from the start diligent in seeing after the iberal ed- 
-ucation of its youth. Even the Asburyan period of our history ‘was

LAY ACTIVITIES. 


It is plainly true that no quadrennium in our abies has witnessed 
such deep and intelligent devotion to the interests of the Church on the 
part of our laymen as has marked the last four years. 

This has been revealed not only in the extraordinary movements in 
behalf of the Centenary and Educational work, but also in the common 


-_ task of the Church upon which its welfare chiefly depends at last. It is 


true that our laymen did valiant work in the Centenary and Education 
Movements, without which both would have fallen far short of the great 
results achieved. Their prayers, their addresses, their gifts are the forces 
which gave success to these mighty movements. But their constant 
work and devotion within the quieter realms of religious work such as

Church of their choice. Church loyalty is but the patriotism of the king-

fore flourished as it does now. 


During the quadrennium our laymen have held a ies number of seat 
ings through which a genuine inspiration to larger and better work has 
been imparted to the masses of our membership. It is largely through 

these influences that a better support has come to all the institutions of — 


the Church. 


It is a noteworthy fact that when the Cui: Campaign came on 
it was at this point that we exceeded other denominations. It was found > 
that we already had a system of lay organization through which it be- 
came possible to carry the great message to the “last man in Method- 
Ism.”’ How well this organization worked is seen in the fact that through 


it we actually reached well-nigh every member of our scattered com- 


munion with messages of intercession and stewardship which led them to 
lay so vast a sum on the altar of missions. When the Education Move- 
ment came on the same organization was used with results which, all 
conditions considered, were as sublime and encouraging as those of 


‘ _ the Centenary Campaign itself. In all our history there has been no better 


illustration of the value of our connectionalism than our laymen have 


given in these movements. Our connectionalism is not only our genius 
‘but our glory as a Church, and the right estimate of it and the right use 


of it by our laymen brings to us the deepest gratification. | 
But commendable as have been the activities and efficiency of — 


our laymen in the past we cannot but consider,them a mere earnest, not 


even a tithe, of the resources which reside in our membership. The lay- 
men have discovered that to pay the bills is not the only or even the 
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largest part salilats a laymen can take in the ongoing of the kingdom. 
The spiritual resources which belong to our membership are incalcula- 


ble, and the release of these forces is coming to pass in a way which is 


full of hope for the future of the Church. 


Anything which the General Conference can do to still further mobil- 


ize the laymen of our communion for doing fully the work which has 


been so fairly begun is worthy of your most sincere and prayerful 


thought. 
A Home Mission BoarD. 


The last General Conf erence, upon the recommendation of the Com- 


mittees on Church Extension and Missions, provided for the appoint- 
ment of a Commission. to consider the advisability of uniting the work of 
the Home Missions with that of Church Extension and thereby creating 
a great board to handle all home missionary interests, including. Church 


Extension; and creating a Board of Foreign Missions, to give its entire 


attention to the foreign field. ©The report of that Commission will 
be before this General Conference. We may be permitted to say, how- 
ever, that in our opinion the time has come when the interests of our 
enlarged and enlarging foreign fields and activities really require all the at- 


tention of a great board. The sessions of the Board of Missions demand for 

the transaction of the large business of foreign missions all the time which 

~~ its members can usually give without interference with other personal, 
private, or public duties. The board has not been able, therefore, to — 


give to the consideration of Home Missions, at any session for some 


_~years, the attention which its importance really demands. The conditions 
in this country, and in every part where our Church is operating, war- 


rant the formation and execution of a far-reaching, comprehensive, and 


effective home mission policy, such as we have not been hitherto able. 


to create and carry out, largely because our Board of Missions has been 
compelled by the extensiveness and urgency of its foreign interests to 
give less attention to Home Missions than the execution of a great policy 


actually required. In view of these facts, we believe that the time has > 


come when our Board of Missions should be divided and a Board of 
Home Missions established, separate from a Board of Foreign Missions. 
Whether Home Missions should now be joined with Church Extension 
and thus follow out a natural affinity, or this union be delayed until the 


policies of the Home Missions are clearly defined and established by 
_ the experience of one or more quadrenniums, we leave entirely to the 
judgment of the General Conference, without any suggestions from us. 


But we are convinced that the interests of both Foreign Missions and 
Home Missions would be greatly advanced by the provision of separate 


boards for their promotion and administration. Of course it is con- | 


_ templated that the organization of the missionary work of the women of

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INTERRACIAL RELATIONS. | 


It has come aban by a providential order that we have no very lefty 
number of foreign-born people within our territory, such as is the case 


in other sections of the United States. Among those who have come to | 


our shores we have work in several centers which is meeting with good 


encouragement and is full of hope. But our chief concern is with the home- 
born African race. These live among us by many millions and have the 


strongest of claims upon our consideration. It is but common knowledgeto 


say the progress made by the negro since he emerged from slavery has been 
truly wonderful. Less than two generations ago he was thrust into citizen- 
ship, not only an unlettered but an absolutely illiterate man. He did not 
start with the aspirations or solid ambitions of a man in whose veins the blpod_ 


of free men had flowed for centuries; but he had, instead, the traditions 
and spirit of theslave. He was thus easily made the victim of false notions 


by one section and of false dealings by another. Since he was freed the 


South has spent large sums through the States and through other channels 
for the education of the negro; and, be it said to his credit, he has shown 
commendable zeal in the use of his opportunities. In spite of the numer- 


ous drawbacks which have encumbered his progress, he has come to a point: 


of development where he promises to become a. very influential and, 


if rightly directed and helped, a very valuable citizen. Not only so but, 
- on the other hand, such are the necessary relations between’the two races’ 
in the South that one cannot suffer without causing the other to suffer 
_ likewise, We therefore urge our people everywhere to do all they can — 
for the uplifting ‘of the negroes into preparation for a safe and helpful 
citizenship. This implies that they shall have complete justice where ~ 


their lawful rights are concerned. We especially urge that everything 


possible be done to prevent lynchings, which are no less a disgrace to those 

who engage in them than they are an outrage upon the helpless victim. 
This crime of crimes, which is not only a complete subversion of law but | 
a stroke at the very life of the law itself, has discredited our nation _ 


in the eyes of other civilized nations and brought undying obloquy upon 
many of the States of the Union. It is hoped that the States will continue 
to legislate against this shameful crime and that the public conscience will 
be speedily so aroused that it will be utterly abolished. 


THE COLORED METHODIST CHURCH. 
We desire to call attention to the character and claims of the Colored

Tue C AND THE INDUSTRIAL QUESTION. © 


The relation of the ‘Church to the industrial order of our day is by 
common consent one of the greatest problems which Christianity has 
to face. Furthermore, there is no doubt that it is preéminently a prob- 
lem of Christianity. If it could be worked out on the purely. Christian 
doctrine of relationship, as it must be ultimately, it would be comparatively 
easy. Christianity requires that the money and other powers of the cap- 
italist on the one hand, and the brains and muscle of the laborer on the 


other, shall be used unselfishly and even _ Lanier says in his 


Symphony”: 


Plainly the heart of a child could solve it.” 


So simple as that is the theory of the Christian. life ia all its sdlaiion. 
ships. But when we come to the application of this law we have wit- 


nessed great awkwardness of both parties to the problem in their efforts at 
approach to each other. Members of the Churches, by an unchristian 


use and display of wealth, have given occasion for hostile criticism on 


the part of the laboring classes. These classes, on the other hand, have 
felt that because the Church did not use its pulpit and other agencies 
for the propagation of certain communistic and class interests. it was 
essentially hostile to all the interests of that class. It is wholesome to 
admit error in both directions. Many in the Churches have often failed 


to reveal through the forms of their lives that the spirit of brotherhood 
lies at the heart of the Christian character. Many of the other class have 


declined to know the doctrine of Christianity and to give due credit for 
the real which most of the Church’ activi- 


We may. ately say in to our own that, the 
days of Mr. Wesley and the Kingswood colliers to the present, Method-. 
ism has been the friend of the laboring man. Indeed, our constituency 


has been to a considerable extent composed of this element. It is true 


we have never espoused the cause of that class, even in our own mem- 


bership, as against the cause of any other class. This would, indeed, be 
to commit a breach of the truly Christian doctrine. Jesus himself, whose 
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is sometimes cheered in where the name of the Church is 


hissed, declined always to become the champion of any class of men. He 


_ was the Friend of men as men. This is the ideal which he has given to his | 
Church, and in default of which we have suffered no little limitation in 


our work. 
We are glad to record that there is a growing disposition on the part 


of individuals and companies to make such provisions for the comfort, 


health, and financial well-being of their employees as bodies forth the 
truly Christian spirit in these relations. And we are equally glad to 
record that there has been a generous response to this brotherly treat- 


ment on the part of employees, whereby strikes, riots, and other unseemly 


manifestations have been avoided. If this state of things could become 


universal, the problem.would be mainly solved. But a comparative few 


of these instances of the benevolent use of power and opportunity are not 
enough. What the industrial classes are asking is not charity, not toler- 
ation, but the recognition of their right to a righteous compensation as 


the basis of a safe and intelligent family life and of themselves and their en- 


_ gagements as a necessary and honorable part of the great business life of 
our nation. We believe this claim to be qust and — of — on 
the part of all Christian Churches. _ | 
This subject is so complex and of such tekcegibine tudayaiet that it i is 


commended to the General Conference for the most ¢areful study aa 


for such an utterance on the part of this body, representing, as it does, all 
Southern Methodism, as will leave no doubt oe our sympathy with all 
the legimate aspirations of laboring men.

SUPERANNUATE ENDOWMENT. 


The Board of Finance created by the General Conference of 1918 for 
the purpose of taking over from the Board of Trustees and elsewhere all 


_ the interests of the Conference claimants and, together with its’ aux-— 
ilary Boards of the Annual Conferences, charged with the responsibility 


of this sacred cause, has been incorporated under the statutes of the State 
of Missouri, with its headquarters in the city of St. Louis. This Board 
will present to you a full report of its work during the quadrennium, 
which shows a total endowment fund at the close of the fiscal year, March 


31, 1922, of $817,686.74, an increase of $371,606.49 for the three and

“UNIFORMITY IN OuR RECORDS. 


‘There is a lack. of uniformity in our records, and we believe that you | 
will agree with us that this should be corrected. From the beginning 
_ of Methodist Conferences, questions referring to Conference relations 
have been asked and answered. For example, in 1773, Question 1.was: 

““Who.are admitted this year?”’. Question 2: are admitted on 

. trial?” From that time through 1858 (Journal 1858, page 658,.6), there 
was a development into our present four questions: “Who are admit- 
ted on trial? Who remain on trial? Who are admitted into full con- 
nection? Who are the deacons of one year?” In 1816 (Journal, pages 
151-161) the first law requiring courses.of study was passed, this law 
being limited to “candidates for the ministry.” In 1844 this legis- 
_lation. was extended to cover the four years’ course (Journal 1844, pages 


whoshallsolemnize the rite of matrimony whereeither person hasbeen di- 
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~The lack of uniformity i in our records has 
grown out of the effort to combine two facts referring to things that differ. 
For instance, under which question in our Annual Conference business — 
shall the several classes be entered? It is possible and: it has occurred 
that three sets of preachers should have their names entered under our 
present question, “‘Who remain on trial?”—viz., preachers who have 
passed the course of study for the first year, those who have failed to 
pass that course, and those who have failed to pass the course for 


the second year. Complications arise also under the question, ““Who 


are admitted into full connection?” and, “Who are the deacons of one 
year?” Some of the Conferences, particularly the older, and some | 


secretaries, particularly those who have served longest in that office, enter 
all the preachers in the class of the first year under the question, ‘Who 


are admitted on trial?” the class of the second year under the question, 
‘““Who remain on trial?” the class of the third year under the question, 
‘“Who are admitted into full connection?” and the class .of the fourth 
year under the question, “‘Who are the deacons of one year?” Now 
that we are accustomed to receive into membership traveling preach- 
ers from other Churches and to recognize their orders, it does seem to 
be incongruous to enter their names under these questions, though they 


_ are responsible for the courses of study. Uniformity, accuracy, and the | 
ready dispatch of business can be attained if the General Conference ~ 


will direct that as a subhead to the question, “‘Who are admitted on 
trial?” it shall be asked, “‘Who else is in the class of the first year?” 
under the question, ‘‘Who remain on trial?” the subhead, “Who else 
is in the class of the second year?” under the question, “‘Who are ad- 
mitted into full connection?” the subhead, ‘‘Who else is in the class of 
the third year?” and under the question, ““Who are the deacons of one 
year?” the subhead, “‘ Who else is in the class of the fourth year?” We 
recommend that this, or such other method as may meet your appro- 
bation, be enacted. 


RELATIONS WITH THE Mrrnopist CHURCH. 


As is generally known, during the past two quadrenniums negotia- 
tions have been pending looking toward unification of Episcopal Meth- 
odism by reorganization. Our Commissioners appointed by the Gen- 


eral Conference have conscientiously labored through many months | 


to develop a plan in harmony with the instructions given them. Final- 
ly a plan was agreed upon by a majority of each Commission to be 


_ submitted to the General Conferences of the two Churches. The plan 


proposed did not meet with the approval of the General Conference - 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church which met in Des Moines in May, 


1920. A full reporétouching this whole matter will be submitted to you by 


the Commission itself. It will appear from this report that the General 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church desires that these nego- 
tiations not be broken off, but that provision be made for their contin- 
uance..-: ‘The Methodist Episcopal Church, South, has always been desirous 
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of the most fraternal relations with all ivineeliadd Churches, and es- 
pecially with the Methodist Episcopal Church, to which we are bound 
by the close ties of doctrine and history. We express the fervent wish 
that in the years to come these ties may be strengthened and these rela- 
tions may become more and more fraternal. 

We therefore respectfully recommend that, in harmony with our 
entire history, this General Conference accede to the request of the 


fication in harmony with the basic principles already agreed upon by both 
Churches as feasible and desirable, or upon some other basis acceptable 
to the membership of both Churches. 

The last General Conference instructed your bishops to appoint a 
Commission to negotiate with “a like Commission from the Methodist 
Episcopal Church with reference to “‘the exchange of territory and such 
other adjustments as may be possible and practicable in order that all 
needless waste and competition may be eliminated and that American 
Methodism may under the most favorable conditions and to the best 
advantage occupy and cultivate the whole field.” We report to you 
that in 1919 we appointed the Commission as requested. To our com- 
munication to the proper officials of the Methodist Episcopal Church 


response was received by us till March 17, 1922, due to an inadver- =. | 


tence which has been explained. — 
_ We recommend that the Commission be continued fo the purposes 


indicated. 


CHURCH EXTENSION. 


The Board of Church Extension, which is wielding so large ond gra- 
cious an influence upon the welfare and extension of our Church through-

REVIVALS AND EVANGELISM. 
The revival power of Protestant Christianity is one of its greatest 


_ resources. It is due to this strangely divine power that. the prophecy 


is being fulfilled that a nation shall be born to God in a day. Every 
true revival of religion in its relation to the normal order is very. much 
as that which an electric storm in nature sustains to the world of atmos- 


- pheres and electricity. It is, indeed, the storm phasis of the moral world. 
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The sain functions, and: reoul are very similar to those of the 
natural storm. The real origins are hidden; the times cannot be foreseen; 
the noises and the silences are so related as'to be alike impressive. The 
invisible energies are working toward healthy conditions by breaking 
up stagnancy and changing the atmospheres and by the concentrated 
shafts of fire which burn out the mephitic conditions and leave in their 
path a ‘life-giving tonic which’ reaches the blood through the breath. 
Such occasions press all classes of men into a sort of oneness by the pres- 
ence of a power superior to all, and movements become easy and appear 
- natural which ‘otherwise would appear as out of order or impossible. 
There are many men who become so morally indurated that they can 
be made to realize their true relations and real conditions only by the 
roar of the thunders and the tingle of the electric currents along their 
nerves. But it is also true that-in such seasons others, not only the less | 
hardened among transgressors, but even the truly Cutatian;\t are cor- 
respondingly touched and aroused. 

_ Such results are not surprising when we regard the fact that the power 
which moves in every true revival is the power of the Holy Spirit, im- 
manent, pervasive, and dynamic; that the instrument is the word of 
God made alive and imperative by the Spirit’s touch; and that the. 
channel or agency of this power is the Church of Christ, illuminated ° 
and surcharged for the performance of one of its most important minis- 


tries. We do not wonder, therefore, at the many great and graciousree = = = | 


sults which spring from revivals of religion. Characters which have 
been wrecked by sin are renewed and recast; homes that have been des- 
olated become houses of prayer and praise; enmities that have eaten 
into the life of the community are cured; institutions of temptation © 
and crime are abolished; the moral aspect of life and its purposes are 
changed; the various elements of the social order are welded into a 
closer unity for the achievement of all good ends; the Church itself gains 
a higher and wider view of the ends for which it exists; its life is deep- 
ened, its sympathies broadened, and its faith rendered stronger by this 
visible triumph of its divine Head over the power of the adversary. 
By this agency millions who had missed the better way have been 
swept as by force into the kingdom of God, many of whom have been 
faithful and. some of them great in the kingdom, who by the establish- 
ment of Christian households have done much to multiply the holy 
The evangelistic note in Methodism has been clear and strong from _ 
the. very ‘start. . Wesley and Whitefield were the greatest evangelists — 
of the eighteenth century, if not of all the centuries. With the doctrines 
of sin and redemption, of repentance, of faith, of regeneration, holiness, 
and the witness of the Spirit, the themes of all truly great preaching 
to this day, they stirred the religious consciousness of the world as it 
had not been stirred, perhaps, since the days of the apostles. They 
brought Jesus.in his renewing power to the masses; they brought St. 
Paul and his work afresh to modern men; they rescued the work of Luther 
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from inevitable decay, not in his own land to be sure, but in many other 
and greater lands; and they awoke English Christianity from the slum- 
bers of spiritual death. It is the common conclusion of the historians 
of that. period that the Wesleyan revival saved the British civilization 
from vortexes into which it was ready to plunge. | 

When Methodism had crossed the Atlantic the same dominant note 
called the. people of the great wilderness to the altars of a new faith and 
a larger hope. The very existence of Methodism in America meant an 
organized evangelism such as would abide through the ages. From 
that time our mimistry and membership have been faithful to these 
traditions, and our Church by the double plan of education and evangel- 
ism has enjoyed the greatest growth within a similar period known in 
the history of the Christian Church. We deem ourselves fortunate 
in the present arrangement for the continuance and enlargement of this 
great work. In addition to more than six thousand settled or pastoral 
evangelists, we now havein the field about two score of general evangel- 
ists who are devoting themselves exclusively to evangelistic meetings. 
These men are under the supervision of a committee of the General 
Conference which passes upon the suitability of men for this. work and 


gives full attention to the doctrines, methods, and results of these meet- 


ings. 


PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 


“The of the Publishing H ouse has been cted during 
the quadrennium under grave difficulties, growing out of the war and 
its aftermath. It has been a period of perplexity in which it was diffi- 
cult to calculate upon the future. Conditions are still far from normal, 
and yet the quadrennium has been-on-the whole the best in the history 
of the House.

Our Work IN THE WEST. 


By every token of the history and prophecy of its connectional life, 
our Methodism has come to the parting of the ways as regards its field 
of operations. Under what has appeared to be the clear leadings of Provi- 
dence, we have chosen, since the days of Andrew and Soule, to confine 
our labors chiefly to a geographically restricted section of the American 
republic. Our policy has been modified by various considerations of — 


sentiment, expediency, and, during much of the past, lack of material 


resourees. But the years have brought to the front issues of change, 


necessity, and providential opportunity which clamor for an amended 


policy and an enlargement of our sphere of operations. As to the newer 
fields which are inviting us with their providential opportunities, we 
consider our right to enter them to be limited only by considerations 
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of expediency and the general rule of Christian reciprocity in such mat- 


ters. History and prophecy have therefore brought us to the point 


of decision regarding our call to a larger continental. activity. Shall 
we now definitely accept the doctrine of providence and necessity im- 
plied in a situation whose aspects are impinging and crucial? Shall we 
confidently adopt the ideal of an enlarged territorial sphere, matched 
with the purpose to deliver our gospel with renewed power of spiritual 


eall and testimony upon every part of the land over which our banner 


passes? This indeed we must do or else accept a program of pro- 
vincial assessment and reaction. We therefore recommend that the 


General Conference give earnest and sustained study to the needs and 


possibilities of these fields, and that comprehensive plans, especially 
for the expansion and more successful prosecution of our work in the 


intermountain region, the Pacific West, and in the Northwest, be 


worked out, and that the organization and resources of the Church be 


put behind these plans to'an extent and in a measure calculated to 


accomplish results worthy our mission and claims. _

Dear Fathers and Brethren: Your Commission on the Unification of Dx 
American Methodism, created by the action of the General Conference 


_meeting in Oklahoma City in May, 1914, and continued by the action of 


the General Conference meeting in Atlanta, Ga. 
to submit the following report: og

The General Conference, meeting in Atlanta, Ga., took action as follows: 
Be it resolved: 1. That we express our high appreciation of the faithful 


_ and earnest efforts of our Commission, authorized by the last General Con- 
ference, to secure unification in accordance with the basic principles of the 


suggestions for unification framed and proposed by the.joint action of the 
Federal Council of Methodism at its meeting in Chattanooga, May, 1911, 


and approved‘in the main by our General Conference in 1914.

To transmit without recom- 
nendation the action of the last General Conference of the Methodist 
oiscopal Church, an action to which your Commission has had no op- 
portunity to give discussion or even consideration, and to leave to your

REPORT OF THE CENTENARY COMMISSION. 


Dear Fathers and Brethren: Although the task committed to your Cen- 
tenary Commission is scarcely half completed, we come to report to you in © 
quadrennial session the achievements of the spiritual and financial aims 
that are unsurpassed in the history of Christian missions. We come, first 
of all, with thanksgiving to God for his guidance in this Church-wide en- 
terprise for world evangelization. Such a titanic task as is embraced in the

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program seemingly, speaking: impossible 
could only be accomplished through the guidance of the Holy Spirit. For 
- the General Conference to have attempted the Centenary program in the 


midst of the greatest World War of history was a courageous adventure in 


faith. But history repeated itself, for the notable missionary advances in 
the history of Christian missions have followed in the wake of war and world - 
_ upheavals. Methodism was the first great Protestant denomination in 


America to interpret the spirit of the hour and to gird itself to meet the 


world need and to seize the opportunity for advance which must follow the 
catastrophe of a World War. 7 


Preceding the General Conference. held in Atlanta, Ga., in May, 1918, 


there was held in the city of Memphis, Tenn., on March 19-21, a meeting 
of the Committee of One Hundred. This committee was composed of 
bishops, presiding elders, pastors, and the leading laymen and women of . 
the Church. This meeting was called to discuss plans looking to a prop- 
_ er celebration of the Centennial of Methodist Missions in the United States. 


Also they scrutinized the needs of the foreign mission fields, a: well as the 
needs of America, for a program of advance and spiritual triumph. This 


body of men and women, through its Committee on Findings, made the 
recommendations: 


1. In view of the supernatural element in all this week of world-wide 


missions in which the aim is to present Jesus Christ, we would recommend 


that the greatest possible emphasis be placed upon devotional Bible study, 
the deepening of the spiritual life, and intercession which releases the pow- 
er of God, without which we cannot do the work of God. 

2. These recommendations are made with the full understanding that 
the most thorough and businesslike financial organization be created by 


the proper Church authorities and that the raising of the money is to be 
_ utilized in the development of the spiritual life of our people, so that the 


shall be prepared for greater undertakings 1 in every department of Churel 
‘With these recommendations before it the General Conference unani- 


-mously adopted the Centenary program in the following language: 


8. That the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, under the auspices of —

000,000 as a minimum and that no limit be fixed. [Of this, $25,000,000 was

sionaries have never been equipped before, and are enspirited with a faith 
and an enthusiasm that have manifested themselves in unparalleled leader- 
ship and in revival results that were beyond our fondest expectations. 


The Japan Methodist Church, under the inspiration of our Centenary 
at home, among its small but faithful membership, asked its Church to 


celebrate and provide an equipment fund that would be worth while in 
preserving Methodism in the Japanese Empire. With characteristic 


efficiency and with almost unanimous codperation, the Japanese Method- _ 
ists in their Centenary Movement pledged yen 650,000, or $325,000, as a. 


Centenary fund. We are pleased to get the réport that these piodane are 
well up to date. 

- In China the advance exchange conditions have hindered our mission- 
aries in carrying forward to the full their building program, but the spirit- 
ual phases of the Centenary have been emphasized by a thorough canvass 


and campaign among the membership of our China Mission which has 
manifested itself in a genuine and sincere revival of religion. The oppor- 


tunitjes for a great revival there are seen on every hand. 

‘In Korea unprecedented results have been manifested in the great 
Centenary revival which was inaugurated in 1920. During sixteen 
months of an intensive campaign over 22,000 names have been re- 


corded, and of this number our missionaries report that we were conserv- . 
____ ing sixty per cent. Two hundred new churches have been organized. ia 
the 240 old organizations, at least fifty have been made newagain. Atthe 
’ last: Annual Conference twenty-five new circuits were organized, making 
a total of sixty-six in all. And because of an intensive presentation of the 


casi of the native Church’s responsibility in self-support and a thor- 
ough instruction as te stewardship, sixty-two of these sixty-four circuits 


are pledged to self-support:during the coming year. Whereas the forty- 


one old circuits used $5,000 of subsidy from the Board of Foreign Missions, 
the whole number, with the exception of four in 1921 and 1922, proposed 


to carry the budget of their pastor’ s salaries and local. church expense. 


This proves that a proper and wise investment of money in an evangelistic 
campaign will bring to the national Charen a conviction as to its own Te- 
sponsibility.

om = bursed by the Centenary Commission to the Conference Boards of Mis- 
sions of the several Annual Conferences. This fund was disbursed from 

the Centenary fund because it was one of the great purposes of the Mis- 


sionary Centenary to bring to the attention of the Church the fact that 
Ee her pastors had suffered immeasurably , because of the inadequate support: 
they had been receiving during the past. years. Their heroic services in the - 
midst of many sacrifices had not been fully or adequately recognized by the 


Church. It was realized that it was high time that these disciples of Wes- 


ley, Asbury, and McKendree should in the heyday of the twentieth cen- 
tury receive a support that was adequate. So in the original survey we 
stated that one of the great. objectives was “to bring about the construc- 
tion and adoption of a financial plan which the Board of Lay Activities, 
_ presiding elders, and stewards can put into operation in bringing pastoral 
charges to a living support. ”* We further stated in the Centenary survey f 


_ that it was our aim to raise the-salaries of 1,351 men who were receiving 


only an average of from $400 to $500 to at least $600, and to raise the sal- 


aries of 1,405 preachers who were receiving from $600 to $900 to at least 
$1,000. During the Centenary period this objective of the Centenary has 
been carried to a triumphant success.

This is a remarkable show- 
ing and gives to our Church a higher average of pastoral support than 


many of the great denominations of the country. Thus it will be seen that 


the Church not only pledged -$35,000,000, but it also raised the pastor’s — 
support in a creditable way. ‘To-day we are paying an average of $1,662

Not only has there been an enlarged financial program for the Church 
and a more comprehensive study of Home Missions, but the Centenary 
Commission, through its Committee on Evangelism, planned, in codpera- 


tion with the Secretaries of the Department of Home Missions, a Church- 


; -_ wide evangelistic program. The details of this campaign are well known 


to the Church at large. During the two years of this campaign, 1920 and 
1921, there was a net increase of 174,520 in the membership of the Church.

previous six years. The actual results of the campaign in 1920 were 133,- |

idea that man was a trustee of God and that all he had belonged to him 
aroused the spirit of worship and admiration of the Church. The ‘view- 
point of the Church has been changed. One of the renewed messages, — 
Christian stewardship, has been placed at the very heart center in this 
Centenary enterprise. Christian stewardship has received a rebirth. To- 
day the Christian stewardship message is being carried by pastor and lay- 
man alike. Marked advance giving in the mission fields has followed ere 


_. We take into the new quadrennium about twenty-two million dollars 


of uncollected Centenary pledges. To successfully collect this great sum 
of money in the coming quadrennium will demand the best thought the 
leadership of our Church can put into the program and at the same time | 
the sustained and cultivated loyalty of our whole Church to the pledges 
that have been made. These twenty-two millions of dollars are virtually 
the one hope of financing the enormously enlarged program of our Church © 
_ both at home and abroad during this quadrennium. 

- We shall stress, of course, the Department of Specials, which will be 


in helping to collect this money, but thereisnohopeofany very 


considerable increase through this agency. We cannot therefore depend 
upon new specials to carry on our World Program. Neither can we de- — 
pend upon an increased assessment, even if the General Conference shall 
decide to make an increased assessment for the Boards involved in the 
Centenary program. ~The amount of money secured through a reasonable 
increase of assessment would scarcely be a factor in financing the plans al- 

ready adopted by the Boards. Therefore, our whole program asinvolved 
in foreign missions, home missions, Church extension, and whatever other 
-askings are involved in the Centenary is dependent upon the successful 

completion of this task. For instance, the standard income for the Home 
Department of the Board of Missions is about $140,000 from assessments. 
~The Centenary adds to this income something like $800, 000 a year. It 
becomes at once evident that unless the Centenary carries on its collections 


the Home Department ceases at once its enlarged program. 
The central and primary function now of the auneed Commission 
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is to.collect these millions of dollars, We enter the new quadrennium 


_ with two outstanding facts that greatly encourage us in expecting to suc- 


cessfully complete this unfinished task.

-We-shall have better financial conditions in which to work in the next four 


years than we had during the last two. Second, the interest in the Cen- 


_ tenary has in no way abated. The fact is, we now have behind this pro- 


gram the most unified Church that we have had since we commenced this 
titanic enterprise. The leadership of the Church, the local churches, the 
membership—all of these factors are more committed to this program than 
ever before. These two facts will undergird our plans for collection of this 
Centenary money as we enter this new quadrennium, From the beginning 
it has been in the thought of the Commission and of the Church that Cen- 
tenary giving should be standardized, for we can never carry on the world 
program for missions on the basis of the pre-Centenary giving, or even on 
our conception of missions in the pre-Centenary period. Again and again . 
laymen have said during this quadrennium, ‘I expect to continue the 


amount that I am now giving to the Centenary as the minimum of what I > 


shall give to missions throughout my lifetime.’”’ This Centenary giving 


which has become the standard of not a few of our membership must be 
cultivated until it becomes the thought of our entire Church. 


Perhaps no avenue of developing this ideal of enlarged giving is so im- 


mediately promising as the Sunday school. This great organization of our 


Church, codperating in this great world program through the quadren- 
nium, has developed already an actual giving power of nearly half a mil- 
lion dollars a year. It is the firm conviction of the leaders. of the great 
Sunday School Department that it will within a few years reach the stand- 


ard of a contribution of a million dollars per annum for missions, We must 


therefore so wisely and so efficiently carry on this Centenary Movement 
that at the completion of another quadrennium we shall find the Church 


giving as its normal contribution and through the regular boards that 
which we have developed and are now develo ping through the extraordi- 
nary plans of the Centenary Movement. 


Again, we realize the vital importance of the collection of these millions 
of dollars when we remember that the faith and expectation of our workers 
in all the foreign fields and in the home field have been built up to look for 
nothing less than the completion of this task. Nothing worse could happen 
than to disappoint this faith and expectation of the men on the per lines 
and to blast the hopes of the native Church, 


We must be mindful of the fact that the integrity fi our whale Church i is 


involved in the completion of this task. We have said to the whole world by 
the subscription of thirty-seven million dollars to be paid in a period of five 
years that this is our pledge, the pledge of a great Church, to carry out the 
great commission given us by our Lord. It must also be remembered that 
to fail to collect the Centenary pledges at once jeopardizes the pledges to 
the Educational Campaign or to any other program that will call for large 
pledges in the future. We cannot afford for one moment to allow 
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ginning of this.great Church-wide enterprise for world salvation we have 


outiaives even to. think of anything less than making good that which we | 
have pledged. In order, therefore, most assuredly to complete this 
unfinished task, we must maintain a morale adequate for such a gigantic — 
task. We cannot collect these millions of dollars simply by presenting 
to subscribers a statement of how much they owe. We must carry | 
on a well-defined and compelling cultural program. Of course this cul- mo 
tural program will be determined by this one fact—namely, that it looks a 
to the collection of the Centenary pledges. The function of a cultural pro- 
gram is to create and increase the morale of a great movement. For at 

last we cannot collect pledges of any sort unless we have in the Church a — 
great spirit, or morale, which will vitalize the whole Church and shall at 

the same time make the methods of collection effective and make the pay- 
ment of the money as joyous as was the pledging of this money. 

Throughout the Centenary period we have laid great emphasis upon 
Christian stewardship. We must carry on this program of stewardship un- ~ 
til the teaching of Jesus concerning money has become the practical creed 

of our entire Church. 
During the coming anadrennints, we believe that the emphasis of. the 
cultural program of our Church must be on stewardship. The spiritual 
values involved in this great movement have alwaysbeen in the foreground. ©

| The General Conference of 1918 “authorized and orde ~ i 
sabe paigns for education—one for the schools and colleges for $13,000,000; 
ee the other for the two universities for $10,000,000. The Conference directed 
; that the campaign for the schools and colleges “shall be conducted under 
the general supervision and direction of the General Conference Board of 
Bdueation in codperation with the Conference Boards of Education and’ 
: _ gollege trustees,” and that “the campaign for the two universities shall 
be conducted by the Board of Trustees of the respective universities. 
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of Education and the universities in conducting the campaign for theuni- 
 -yetsities. It was further provided that the campaign for the $13,000,000 
- for the schools and colleges “shall be a Church-wide popular campaign, 


gathering into itself the complete organization and full power of the Church 


—during the intensive period covering the second two years of the qu 


rennium. On the other hand, the General Conference gave 
the trustees of the universities to carry on the campaign for $10,000,000 
during the whole of the quadrennium, since the campaign for the univer- _ 


sities was not to be a Church-wide, organized, popular campaign. 
Early in the quadrennium negotiations began between the trustees of 
the universities and the Board of Education for the purpose of uniting the 


-. two campaigns. These negotiations were successful. As a result, in the 


- Church-wide intensive campaign, which began with the third year of the 


-quadrennium, both groups of institutions, the universities on the one hand

The duty of actually conducting the united campaign was placed by the 
Board of Education in the hands of a Commission consisting of eighteen

CHRISTIAN EDUCATION COMMISSION. 


- In February, 1919, the Education Association of our Church, at its 
annual meeting in Memphis, suggested that the organization for conduct- 
ing the campaign be broadened so as to include representatives from the 
Board of Education, and the schools and colleges as organized in the 
At its annual meeting the following spring the Board of Education 
acted favorably upon this suggestion, and elected five of its members, 
who, with five from the Educational Association, were to constitute the 
_ Campaign Commission. To this Commission was given the power to 
conduct the campaign and in doing so were authorized to add others to 
its membership. This was later done by adding three from the two univer- 
sities and Dr. W. B. Beauchamp, of the Centenary Commission, Mrs. 
J. H. McCoy, of the Woman’s Council, Dr. E. B..Chappell, of the Sunday 
School Board, and Dr. F. S. Parker, of the Epworth League Board. — 

As thus constituted, the Commission is a body of eighteen members. 
They elected Bishop James Cannon, Jr., Chairman; J. H. Reynolds, Vice 
Chairman; and H. N. Snyder, Secretary. It will thus be seen that the’ 
Commission is a creature and agent of the Board of Education in the 
latter’s efforts to carry out the orders of the General Conference.

As the first two years of the quadrennium were given to the Cente- 
nary, the educational forces kept their cause in the background during 
that time and gave whole-hearted support to the Centenary campaign. 
During the year 1919-20 preliminary organization was carried out quietly. 
One of the problems which the Commission early faced was whether the 
two universities and the superannuate endowment cause should be in-_ 
cluded in the campaign. The Commission invited both interests to con- 
sider with it the question of merging all three causes into one campaign. 
The negotiations resulted favorably in the case of the universities, but

| DISTRIBUTION OF QUOTAS. 
One of the perplexing problems that almost baffled solution was the 
distribution of quotas among several beneficiary institutions. It was 
decided early that the distribution must take place before, not after, the 
campaign. The distribution of the money to be raised among more than 
ninety institutions of all grades and classes,  egeh over theentire South, 
each with its own constituency, its pressing needs and often conflicting 
interests, presented almost insuperable difficulties and endless oppor-— 
tunities for friction and explosion. | | 
There was dynamite in the situation. That it was satisfactorily solved 
is little less than a miracle. It required patience, tact, and judgment. 
Indeed the problem was so well solved that the ninety schools, colleges, 
and universities of our Church were welded into a unit, all forgetting 
self and throwing their full power into the campaign for the common 
cause of Christian education. This is a notable achievement, is indica-

In the fall we were given a day at all Annual Con- © 
ferences. ‘To each of these gatherings we sent a team of four or fivespeak- 


ers to interpret the Movement from the different angles. | 

The Campaign Committee set apart January to emphasize prayer, 
February, life service, and March, stewardship, and manuals containin 
outlines of sermons and addresses on Christian Education were furnis 
pastors and workers for April and May. Your committee felt that every 
cause that claims the attention of the Church should be presented in such 
a manner as to deepen the spiritual life of the Church, that there was real 
need of connecting up education in the mind of our people with prayer, the 
family altar, life service, and stewardship, and that our people must 
be led to see that Christian Education should permeate all the work of 
the Church. This period of spiritual cultivation was attended with marked 
success. Some eighteen thousand altars were established, and over four 
thousand young people volunteered for life service. In these fields Drs. 
Cobb, Bennett, and Stowe did excellent service. 


From the beginning we recognized that-our task was a difficult one,

an epoch in campaign literature. We have broken new ground in the 
field of Christian education. Within the twelve months our Church has 
pushed out farther than any other Church in the domain of thought on 
Christian Education. We have clarified our thinking and have redefined 
the subject. We have wrought in the mind of the Church that Christian 
Education is an essential part of the program of the kingdom. This 
process had gone on in the mind of our college faculties as well as in the 
ministry and laity. We have emphasized over and over that this educa- 
tion of the Church in the cause of Christian Education was far more im- 


portant than the financial objectives. 


From the Publicity Department went the materials for the sermons 


every Sunday in January, February, March, April, and May. © On all 


hands we hear that the people have had better preaching these five months 
than usual. This material for sermons has presented the best thought 
of the world on prayer, life service, stewardship, and Christian education. 
Moreover, the Publicity Department has presented our message. through 
the stereopticon and the film. While perfection in these fields has not 
been attained, we have produced the best message on the subject up to 
date. Our Church is uow the best educated Church in the nation on the 


subject of Christian Education. 
One of the most perplexing questions for decision was the time for the 
Every-Member Canvass. The General Conference had prescribed the.

the question of the exact date important. Upon its determination we 
invited the best judgment of the Church, including the advice of business — 
and professional men. The date finally fixed by the Commission at Mem- 
phis, February 1, represented, therefore, the collective judgment of the 

Early in our councils it was felt that our cause would make a strong 


appeal to the people of means. Accordingly, serious thought was given 


to working out effective plans of getting our case before the people. We 
were never able to find a satisfactory man to head up this effort. Hence 


we organized the effort without a single full-time directing head. The 


fact is, there is no clearly defined principle of securing big gifts. Our 
efforts were, therefore, explorations in an uncharted field. A special body 
of literature was prepared for this class of constituency, the first of its 
kind so far as I know. 

_ Our plans were evidently faulty. They never produced the results de- 
sired. About two anda half millions in large gifts was realized, seven 0 


$100,000 each, and one of a quarter of a million. However, in assembling 
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- our efforts in this field we should bear in mind that our Southern people. 
have never given in large sums, and that people of means in some respects _ 
were more embarrassed by the financial depression than any other class. 


FINANCIAL ORGANIZATION. 
We built up a lay financial organization in the Conferences, districts, 

and charges, similar to that in the Centenary. In some places it did not 
function well because they could not get men of ability and influence to 
serve. However, this cannot be said of the Conference Directors:.. They 
are strong men. Reports from somesections indicate that boards of stew-_ 
ards were unfriendly. On the contrary, in many charges the lay organ- 
ization functioned well. 

The campaign has cost more than we estimated at the beginning. The 
books show that up to June 15 it had cost in round numbers $600,000. 
This is approximately $100,000 more than our earlier estimate. The 
reasons for this excess cost are: Ce 
1. The increase in passenger and Pullman rates. 
2. The increase in the cost of printing. | 

8. The extension of the time of the campaign. : 

We originally planned that the campaign close between the first and 
fifteenth of April. On account of the financial depression business men 


advised that. the Every-Member Canvass be postponed to the latest possi- 
ble date in the spring. This fact added almost two months to the most 


expensive part of the campaign. Expenses were kept to the minimum, ~

In.some places there existed hurtful 
competition and unseemly rivalry. This condition has been changed en- 
tirely. Our school men are all working together now in trustful comrade- 
ship, shoulder to shoulder and heart to heart, at their great common task. 
They have learned well the lesson that, in general, the interest of one in- 
stitution is the interest of all—that the conviction and interest and loyalty 


of the Chureh which support one will support all. 


2. The Church in its relation to its institutions of learning has been sak ne 


fied. From 'the beginning Methodism has had her schools. For the. most 
part in the past they have been supported by the conviction and sacrifices 
of the few. In this Movement our whole Church has seriously faced for 


_ the first time the responsibility of maintaining adequately its schools and _ 


colleges. The leaders of the Church, from the bishops down, are a unit 
in earnest support of our institutions. It would be too much to say that 
the loyalty of our people has been won for this great cause. But it is true 
that the attitude of the Church as a whole has been greatly changed for 
the better. A very great many more of our people than ever before are 
loyal to our schools and are supporting them, and will sisi to do 80, 


_with their sympathy and prayers and means. 


8. The Church has been brought to a profound conviction of the “a 
piitasich of a genuinely Christian education.

Our people are convinced that it is im- 


possible for the work of the Church to go forward with any large success 


without making strong and efficient its institutions of learning. They are 
_ giving their thought and sympathy and prayers and loyalty and means to : 


their schools more generously than ever before. Out of this new convic- 


tion, enlarged appreciation, greater devotion, finer loyalty, and larger _ 


liberality, this new attitude of the Church toward education, there is cer-

ly trained leadership. The fine response which the young life of the Church 


has made to the Christian Life-Service appeal and the vigor with which

Methodism.

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- Church could hope to achieve large and permanent success in an educa- 
tional way. With the leadership of the Church of one mind and heart, with 
our schools, colleges, and universities working together harmoniously, and 
with loyal and united and consecrated people facing the educational task 
with a growing conviction of the essential place of Christian education in 
building the nation and the kingdom of God, we face the future with faith 
and courage and the confident of achievement 
in the field of education.

ADDRESS OF DR. DAVID G. ‘DOWNEY, OF THE METHODIST 
EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 
‘Dear Fathers and Brethren: “Grace be unto you, and peace, from God 


our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. We give thanks to God always 
for you all, making mention of you in our prayers; remembering without 


ceasing your work of faith, and labor of love, and patience of hope i in our 


Lord Jesus Christ.” 


To speak these hallowed words of greeting i in the name of the Methodist | 


Episcopal Church, whose friendly messenger I am, is the crowning joy 
and honor of my life. Whatever differences exist in the minor matters 


of polity and ecclesiastical administration, it is none the less true that in 


the deeper things of Christian experience and, purpose we are one. The 
word of John Wesley still stands—‘“If thy heart be as my heart, give me 
thy hand.” And in the warmth and wealth of this assurance we, the sons 
| and daughters of Wesley, to-day j join hearts and hands and sing,

The quadrennium now closing has been for you a period of unusual 
prosperity.

God plans a Christian world, 


We need not be afraid of the term. It is biblical. “Culture thy 
heart with all culturing, for out of it are the issues of life.” Jesus was 
taught in the best Christian home the world then knew. Later he himself 
became a teacher of religion. How often it is recorded: “He opened his 
mouth and taught them.” Placing all possible emphasis upon the value 


of reelamatory evangelism, it is none the less true that the supreme op- 
- portunity of Methodism is with the children in her homes and Sunday 
schools. These millions are in the plastic, impressionable period of life, 
_and it is for parents and pastors and teachers to fire their imagination 
with visions of the kingdom and fix their purpose to realize that kingdom. 


For a generation and a half Germany filled the minds of her children 


with. the idea of world conquest and came near achieving her unrighteous 


purpose. What she did out of a wrong motive and to a wrong end Meth- 


odism must do out of a pure motive and to a right end—the establishment 


of the kingdom of God in the. earth. The wars of the world are fought 
by youth. The armies will not take grayheads like you and me. They 
want our sons and our grandsons. The armies of the King of Righteous- 


- ness must be recruited from the ranks of childhood and youth. ‘Let us 


cease describing righteousness in terms of negation and ‘begin to.set it 
forth affirmatively. In home, Sunday school, and week day schools of re- 
ligion let us set forth in glowing terms the joy. of righteous conquest as 
more than the moral equivalent for war. 

Too much we have told our young people what they must not do. The 
time has come to show them what they may do. Let them see that Chris- 
tianity means the life of God in society, literature, politics, and_ trade. 
‘Train them religiously and say to them: “Go out into society and lift it 
,out of its inanity and weakness into something of sanity and strength; 
touch literature and lift it out of decadence and sens uality: into sweetness 
and light; go into political life and let it be seen that it is not an oppor- 
tunity for selfish aggrandizement, but a chance for high and- unselfish 


service. Go into business with the purpose not merely of enriching 
yourself, but of establishing relations and contacts that shall be world- 
wade and mutually helpful and beneficial!’’ 
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This is Methodism’ S supreme ‘nieuniinsians She has the theory, she has 
the childhood and youth by millions. Let her put her theory into prac- 


tice; and these joyous, idealistic, altruistic, sacrificial, resilient hosts will 


crowd to her standards. They will girdle the globe with a song of gladness, 
will march across it with the step of conquest, will lift it in the arms of 
their faith, love, and prayer, swing it in its divinely appointed moral 
orbit, and ultimately bind it as “with chains of gold about the feet of God.” 
_: Methodism envisages the world. Its thought ranges the universe. 

Its message is to all peoples.. Here again it is simply mediating the mind 
of God who so loved the world as to come into it and die for it. It was the 
world vision that enabled Wesley to say: ‘‘The world is my parish.” It 
brought him and Whitefield to these shores as missionaries to a strange 
land. Later it brought Asbury and Coke, sent Coke on long voyagings, 
your Lambuth and our Taylor and Bashford to Africa and India and 
ous achievements of our missionary movements. It was the sense of world 
message and mission that caused your leaders to designate March 26 last 


as World Sunday—a day for the matching of your marvelous resources 


against your world obligations and opportunities. Methodism feels that 
the consciousness it has of God, the work it does in codperation wi 

God, the vision it has of God and God’s plans—all this is a sacred trust. 
It is under the compulsion of an inner urge for the discharge of this trust.

thoughtf ul person must necessarily he concerned about present- 

day religious conditions. A prominent educator recently declared that 

‘a markéd characteristic of our day is the absence of the sense of God. 
Is he right? Does the world to-day believe in God? and does it make 
that belief a controlling factor in world affairs? 

Note the situation. Recall the marvelous advance of physical science 


with the consequent and unfortunate intrusion of scientists into the realms 


_of philosophy and religion, and the equally unfortunate intrusion of would- 
be theologians into the domain of science. Note, again, the materialistic 
tendency of the last half century, the growing sense of the value of things 
and the vast accumulations of wealth, especially in connection with the 
World War. And last of all, the war itself, with its appalling wastage, 
its wanton destruction of things most valuable and sacred; while life, 
God’s most precious and priceless gift, was sacrificed on the altar of ma- 
terialism with a prodigality and recklessness unsurpassed and hitherto i in- 
conceivable.

THE UNITED BRETHREN IN CHRIST. . 


‘Brethren: My colleagues have assigned to me the duty 
of bringing to you their cordial greetings, and of expressing to you the 
_ brotherly love and hearty good will of the Church of the United Brethren 
in Christ. Grace to you and peace be esis eenert in the knowledge of God 
and of Jesus Christ our Lord. ) 

Our General Conference which convened in Indianapolis, Tha: a ‘year | 
ago was deeply complimented by your fraternal and assuring salutations 


: conveyed by two of your distingushied leaders, Bishop Warren A. Candler 


and Dr. E. B. Chappell, the former addressing us by letter and the latter 
delivering his message in person. ‘They brought to us great messages. 
We rejoiced in what they told us of your activities and your evangelistic 


victories. As they set forth these high matters—matters of deep interest 
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to us as well as of great honor to you—we felt as never before that we were 
_ one with you in the Lord, brethren and companions in the kingdoni’ and 
patience of Jesus Christ. When we remember your consecration to the 
gospel of the Son of God, your power of continued production of distin- 


guished leaders, your religious affability and courtesy, your firm hold on | 


the divine verities, your work of faith and labor of love, we are “bound 
to give thanks always for you, making mention of youin our prayers.” 
Owing to differences of languages which existed at the time of our 


origin, we differ in name. It is probable that the founders never thought 


of living and laboring in two separate connections. But doubtless the 
Holy Spirit guided them into this course, that wider and higher ends of 
the kingdom of God might be accomplished through them as separate 
organizations than could have been achieved otherwise. But, my brethren, 
there are at this time unmistakable evidences that the same Divine Spirit 
is leading your people and ours into relations more intimate and affection- 
ate than any of which we have dared to dream since the days of Asbury 
and Otterbein. It was this conviction that prompted my colleagues, the 
bishops of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, to send me to 
you to say that ties between us were strengthened by your charming 
_ fraternal.message of a year ago, and that every sentiment expressed in 

that message is most sincerely reciprocated, The good angels only know 


what may be the final outcome, but we mve. a dream that 8 some day we 


are going to be one, 


- Providence indicates the present age as the time of union. “Later I 
may take a moment to speak of why this tendency is so marked in our 
time, and to express the hope that the tendency may increase more and © 


more until at least practical unity of all who have named the name of 

Christ is included in that divine event toward which the whole creation 

moves, and which, in spite of all that may seem to the contrary, is wna tnd 
not so far off as we first believed. | 

But at this moment I wish to speak not of any i propensd union in itself, 

_ but rather of those kindred principles which flow with equal fullness from 

the historic sources of your great Church and the company of believers I 


represent and with whom I have my task and place, principles so identical — 


that they make us essentially one even though we should be forever twain. 

_ As denominations we are united in avery similar origin, Asbury and 
Otterbein, both prophets of God, both pioneers in American Christianity, 
the one the largest factor in early American Methodism, and the other 


the human founder of the Church of the United Brethren in Christ, were 
not only contemporaries: they were personal friends. Expressing this 


friendship, Asbury gave this warm testimony concerning Otterbein: 
“Forty years have I known this retiring man of God, towering above his 
fellows in learning, wisdom, and grace, and yet seeking to be known only 
to God and to the people of God.” At the special request of Asbury, 
Otterbein assisted in his ordination to the episcopal office; and at the 
special request of Otterbein before his departure, Asbury officiated .at_ | 
funeral. Surely they were brethren. Although the records may add =

bability, it is scarcely to be doubted that, in the saiiaiaile 
of personal friendship and in the sense of the oneness and greatness of 
their task in early taking America for Christ, Asbury and Otterbein more 
than once greeted each other as the former did when moved by the elo- 
quence and unction of Martin Boehm, and said: ‘“We are brethren.” A 
friendship thus existing between the fathers should be perpetuated by the 
sons... 

These prophets of God analiniens the same rhasioulenl truths. They 
preached with the same emphasis the nature and power of sin, and the 
sufficient grace of God for the complete and instant forgiveness for the 
vilest sinner, and the result was a multitude of twice-born men. They 
taught with the same emphasis the necessity of regéheration and the 


-gsanctifying power of the Holy Spirit. The powerful declaration of these 


doctrines by Asbury and Otterbein and others who had drunk from the 
game spring created an epoch. They had the same power of God, used 


‘similar methods, were both mighty men of God, and held steadfastly to 


the same great purpose. While with the progress of the years we have 
caught new concepts of duty and had new visions of service, while our 
heartbeat has quickened with the quickening tide of modern life and our 

sympathies have widened and deepened, we are still engaged in the old- | 
time mission of carrying the gospel of the crucified Christ to erring men 
and women. The passion of a race is still in our blood, and the spring- 
time of the gospel is still in our hearts. Our ministry is for mankind, Equal- 


ity in the love of God and in the sight of God and in duty to the world is our 


bewildering evangel. Westand by theancient faith. Westill believe in the 
existence of a triune God, in a personal Saviour, in the deity of Christ, 
in the redemptive power of his shed blood, and in the immortality of the 
soul. We are still convinced that the only effective way of saving a man’s 
soul is by conversion. There can be no substitute for personal religion. 
a is why a real seer has uttered the eminently wise words: “Christian- 
ity would sacrifice its divinity if it abandoned its missionary character.” 


- When the power of reclaiming the lost dies out in the Church, it ceases a 


bea Church. When that power remajns there, whatever else is wanting, 
it may still be said that the tabernacle of Godis with men. _ 
Another kindred principle which flows with equal fullness from: the 


historic sources of these two denominations, and a sacred possession to 


both, is that sacred flame which our fathers taught us to call experimental 


religion, that divine impulse kindled in the heart by the Holy Spirit and 
_ manifested in all the highways and all the byways of human life. When 
Israel was carried into captivity they were willing, if need be, to forsake 


_all the outward symbols of worship. But they guarded with anxious 
geal the sacred fire from off the altar of the holy of holies, that was kept 
forever burning, as a challenge at once to the power of iniquity and to 
the high places of idolatry. In our path of progress toward union, it 
matters little whether we carry with ls the old candlesticks of the fathers, 
but it is a matter of the most vital importance that we shall guard safely 


the light that led their hallowed footsteps. We can do without the relics 
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of the martyrs; we can do without the graves of the prophets; we 
without the wells of the prophets. But, men and brethren, we cannot 
do without the tongues of flame. The miracle of regeneration is the one 
continuous miracle by which God would save at once the man and the 


- multitude, with every caravan of aap: bee every circle of society, 


and every throne of power. | 
- In the forty-fourth chapter of Ecclesiasticus, 


- seldom read, there is a beautiful hymn to the men of old, beginning with 


the lines: “Let us praise famous men and our fathers that begat us.” No, 


we must not forget our debt to the past and to the men who made the 
achievements of the century possible, All honor to the. pioneers. They 


braved the dangers of the forest and storms of winter, fording icy rivers, — 


_ sleeping often beneath the silent stars with saddlebags for a pillow, preach- 
_ing wherever they could find a.hearing. They were the true nation build- 
ers. This country was not made by statesmen; it was made by ‘prophets 
of God. It was the circuit riders who turned mob leaders into class leaders 
and recreated the State. We applaud earthly heroes and build memorials 
in order that they shall not die. But when we have traced the moral 


~ heroes of the world as they have fought the battles of faith, all military. 


glory pales and grows dim in the comparison. God grant that we may 
face our world as the fathers faced theirs, that we may advance upon our 


work with the same fullness of high life and resolution with which they _ 
walked into the Western wilderness and claimed it for the kingdom of God! _ 
If time would permit, it would no doubt be of interest to you to hear — 


something of our history since the days of our fathers—something of the 


life we are living to-day and our plans for the future. Some one has very 


wisely said: ‘“‘We can understand human history aright only as we come 
to know that it is His history.” It is from this point of view that the work 
of a Church can be correctly interpreted and appreciated. Otterbein 
was not permitted to close his life work without the satisfying provision 
of abiding results. A short time before his death, in conversation with 


‘two of his” personal friends, he remarked: “The Lord has been pleased — 
graciously to satisfy me fully that the work will abide.” That, indeed, — 


the labors of Otterbein and his associates were not to be in vain, the ac- 


_ cumulated results of more than ab aaa testify. Would that they were 


y” 


more abundant! 


We count our forces not by- multitudes of but by 


the invisible transforming power of the lamp of gospel truth, which we 


have been endeavoring to send forth to scatter the darkness of the world. 
Permit me to call attention to the following facts that retarded our early 


progress in numerical growth. The organization and official naming of 
the Church did not occur until thirty-three years after that memorable 
Whitsuntide meeting when Otterbein threw his arms about Boehm and 
tenderly said: ‘““‘We are brethren.” During that period Otterbein and 


his colaborers gave themselves exclusively to the promotion of the great: 


religious movement that characterized the closing years of the eighteenth 
century with little or perhaps no thought of organization or of founding 
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most significant and far-reaching ever planned or achieved by our denomina- 
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a denomination. The call of the Church was originally to the German- 


speaking people. The field, therefore, to which Otterbein devoted his 


energies was limited as compared to that larger field to which the Keroic 
work. of Asbury was given. The language of the law, the government, 


the literature, and the schools being English, rapid encroachments upon 
the German tongue were inevitable. Moreover, the denomi | ation, being 
American in its origin, was at no time strengthened by reé 


the Church of the United Brethren in Christ stands second in numerical 


strength. 


But, my brethren, all these years we have been together in labor. Your 
labors have been extended very much more widely than ours, but we have 
been working at the same task, and along the same lines. All the while 
we have felt the quick contact of sympathy and unaffected friendship 
between us. We believe that the message the Church was called and com- 
missioned to proclaim a hundred and more years ago is as urgent and com- 
pelling to-day as it was in the days/of Asbury and Otterbein. It is as 
new as the sunbeams that kiss our cheeks and as fresh as the waters that 


gush from the rocks. Our Church has never sent its commission back

Mr f. ‘Bishop, Fathers, and Brethren: I feel it a very great honor, and it 


is to me a great joy to be the bearer of fraternal greetings from the Meth- | 


- odist Church of Canada to this great sister Church. | 

Fraternal delegates from our Canadian Methodism go with their mes- 
sage of affection to no country so physically unlike their own. We come 
from the land of the broad-spreading maple and the pointed fir, a land 
of summers lovely but brief, and of long and, in the greater part of our 
country, sharp, though bracing, winters, a land familiar with the ghostly 
dances of the shimmering Northern Lights. | 
We come to the land of the live oak, the magnolia, and the palm, where 
‘sings the only American song bird that dare challenge comparison with 
that bird of enchantment, the nightingale. All the more piquant is it, 
therefore, to find a people so closely kin to the majority of Canadians; 
for the majority of Canadians are of British stock, and while we would 
not claim all excellences for that stock nor deny to any other its valued 


contributions to the composite races evolving on this continent, it is 


perhaps pardonable to find oneself peculiarly at home among a people 
of.such pure British stock as the white people of the Southern States. 


The great Civil War took place-in my young childhood, but like many 


Canadians of my generation I became fascinated with the history of that 
struggle; ; and while Canadians were divided in their sympathies they were 


one in their admiration of the superb generalship and the devotion and > 


courage and almost superhuman tenacity of the Southern armies in that 
mighty and long uncertain conflict. _ 
And in that most tremendous of all wars in which the United States

Meeting, though having no constitutional place in our economy, is one 
of the most representative bodies of our Church as far as the ministry 
is concerned.

ADDRESS OF REV. , WILLIAMS BUTCHER, OF THE 
WESLEYAN METHODIST CHURCH. 


-Pathers and Brethren: It would be difficult for me to overstate my 


dongs sense of the dual honor conferred on me when I was chosen to repre- 
sent the Mother Conference of Methodism at this august assembly. It 
is no slight honor to speak to you who represent the vigorous and aggres- 
sive work of Methodism over so vast a territory; it is also no slight honor 


to be the mouthpiece of my brethren across the Atlantic. We realize 


that the world over Methodism is one at heart, and that in these troubled 
days, when certain irresponsible newspapers would strain, almost to the 


breaking point, the friendship of the two great English-speaking nations, _- 


the Methodist Church on this side of the Atlantic has done much to pre- 
serve and intensify our mutual regard and friendship. Every word that 
tells of your increased prosperity fills us with gladness, and we venture 


to believe that you rejoice when things go well with us. 
When I left England our Church was under the shadow of a great loss. 


| Our President-designate, than whom no brother seemed to possess more ~ 


robust health, was suddenly called to his eternal rest, and on the morning 
that I left England I attended his funeral service. Rev. William Goudie 
was our senior Missionary Secretary. He was gifted with extraordinary _ 
powers of organization, and it was largely owing to his advocacy that the 
Centenary Fund of our foreign missions was such a success. His gift of 
oratory was even greater than that of organization, and he might well 
have been termed the “‘silver-tqngued.’’

for granted. This temper, which has affected every phase of thought, 
has had its marked influence upon our Church life. Our young men are 
asking: ‘“‘What is the good of it all?’”’ This may be illustrated by that 
- which happens every day to those who travel forward and backward to | 


their business. Holding a season ticket, it used to be quite sufficient in 


those happy days of long ago to nod to the official at the barrier. and 
breathe the;magic word ‘‘Season.”’ Now this obtains no longer. He will 


look sternly at you and say: “Show it, please.” Apply the illustration, 


and you have the attitude of * young men and women toward the ordi- - 


nary life of the Church. 
Further, there has come a very marked pataseen in the temper of the 
proletariat toward the Christian Church. I recall during my Glasgow 


and in our parks. It was not, however, violently anti-Christian. To-day 

the communistic spirit is unhappily spreading. It is not only revolution- 

ary, but bitterly opposed toward all organized religion. Unhappily, much 

of the uneducated youth of the land listens to this penemons teaching 
and gives to the Churches a wide berth. 

Yet again, we are confronted with a changed estimate of the sanctity of 

_ the Lord’s Day. To refer again to Glasgow, where I spent some ten 


years of my ministry. When I first went there, twenty-five years ago, 
it was a Sabbath-keeping city, the churches were well attended, and a 


hush of quiet brooded over its streets. This obtains no longer, and what 


‘is true of Glasgow is even more true of our-English towns. The auto- 


mobile, Sunday golf, and a pernicious system of “week-ending” are doing — 
very much to take from Britain the treasure of the Lord’s Day. It is 
significant that in one of our saner daily papers a writer who signed him- _ 


self the ‘Headmaster of a Public School’ advocated that the boys should 
play games and organize picnics, etc., as on any other site simply attend- 


_ {ng a brief service in the early morning. 


So far the picture has seemed gloomy. If I have consid the shadows, 


I must not forget the lights, or the picture will be false. There is a very 
distinct movement that is beginning to make itself felt throughout the 


land and that has in it the promise of a revived consciousness of God and 
of spiritual realities. Materialism is failing to satisfy. God has sent 
one of those who from time to time are his great gifts to the Church. Mr. 


-° Douglas Brown, of Lowestoft, is exerting an influence that has spread _ 


throughout the whole of East Anglia westward and is touching every 


séetion of the Christian Church. Free from over-accentuated emotion- 
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alism, his message is seditsiine deep conviction and leading very ‘many: 
in penitence to seek their Saviour. Simultaneously, a great work has 
broken out in that region of revivals, the Moray Firth. . The story of 
Methodism in Scotland is very largely the story of periodical revivals 
in this particular neighborhood. Here God has called a rugged fisherman. 
to stir the hearts of his fellow toilers of the deep, and as the fisher folks 
of the Firth go to most of the eastern English fishing centers, the work 
is spreading. 

It has been suspeated t né at I should say a word concerning labios con- 
ditions. This is dangerous ground. There are many laymen present, 
and it seems to be a settled conviction with them that when the Lord 
calls a man to the ministry he deprives him of any little business gift he 
might otherwise have possessed. We know and smile, for when a layman 
— the business of the Church he generally finds his way to a 
minister for saggestion and advice. Labor has been and is somewhat 
unreasonable in its demand. It is the inevitable recoil from the temper 
agatds the workingman as a necessary part of the machinery of. 
production, to be cast on the scrap heap when of no further use. During 
the war labor made its own terms. It does not yet understand that the 


nation was living on its capital and that that is a venture that must find - 


end. But privation and starvation are hard taskmasters, and under 
their tuition saner counsels are being listened to. Labor will still guard 
its rights, but it will come to recognize that the employer also has rights 
and that it is for the best interests of both to work together hand in hand, 
rather than to fight a mutually destructive war. 

You will want to know something about the peda outlook of Method- 
io There are five points I would like to mention: 

1. Our. great missions. These are now founded in all of our big cities, 
and the hold they have upon the population is very marked. They vary - 
in kind. For instance, Mr. Dinsdale Young, who has probably the largest 


gather audiences not to be greatly distinguished from the ordinary con- 
gregation of the Church. On the other hand, at Bradford Mr. Gilbert 
Muir, at Liverpool Mr. T. Turney, and at Nottingham Mr. Ira Gold- - 
hawk fill their buildings with a congregation that would,.as a rule, fail to . 


be attracted by the ordinary services of the Church. I have mentioned . 


a few of our missions. There are many such, and ete fF they may be 
described as “Institutional Churches.”

5. There is a new consciousness concerning industrial and economic 


_ conditions. The Church is realizing that it is not sufficient to make good - 


use of your money when you. have secured it; it is also necessary to let 
the teaching of Jesus control the methods by which the money is gained. 
At present thirty per cent of the population are below the sai line. 
This is a disgrace toa Christian community. 

Something must be said about Methodist union, for this is our - burning 
question. In Canada I was told that union was urged by the people and 


- retarded by the leaders of the Church. In our land the very opposite 
conditions obtain. Some of our leaders are using all the powers they - 
- possess to hasten union. Sir Robert Perks and Mr. E. A. French are 


‘leading this movement, and they are leading it with marked ability, 
courtesy, and devotion. Undoubtedly union will come, but I venture 
to question if it will come as quickly as its advocates desire. The people 


~ are not ready for it. Some time must be spent in an educative process. 
A false marriage rarely turns out a success. A colleague of mine told me : 7 
~ that once he was marrying a couple and the bridegroom evidently knew = = | 


very little of the Church ceremony, for when he asked him the formal

and abundant blessing. It will be, indeed, a great inspiration to our 
Japan Methodist Church, and to myself personally, to be a witness of 

the wonderful results of your work in different parts of the word, as Te- 
ported during the session of this Conference. 

‘Before I speak of the general state of the work of the J apan Methodist 
Church, as a son in the gospel of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
I must first of all express my hearty thanks,for the good will and deep 
interest which you have manifested toward us for the past. thirty-six 
years, since you sent the late Bishop W. R. Lambuth, who began, as 
your first missionary to us, our work in such important places as Osaka, —

| “aint following upon your Centenary Campaign. It was a great oppor- 
tunity, just after the World War closed, when the Methodist Church in 


the United States began the Centenary Campaign for the propagation 3 
of the gospel of peace and spiritual freedom through our Lord Jesus Christ. 


You rendered a most noble service for the whole of humanity and aserv- 
ice well pleasing to the Heavenly Father. Did such a great and influen- 
tial campaign stop within the bounds - the American continent without 


reaching across the wide seas? 


The Japan Methodist Church took up the battle cry. It gives me. 


great pleasure to state to you that the watchword was taken up first in 
Japan in our West Annual Conference. It is in this Conference that our 
Southern Methodist work is carried on. In March, 1919, the West.Annual 
Conference met at Hiroshima. A resolution was passed calling for prep- 
aration for a campaign. It is a privilege for me to be able to say that I 


was the Chairman of that committee. As for the steps taken by the other — 


two missions, the Mission of the Methodist Episcopal Church and of the 
Methodist Church, Canada, though later in starting, these bodies entered 
heartily into the movement. A preliminary campaign was conducted 


within the territory occupied by the Southern Methodist work, until 


subscriptions. We set the goal at 600,000 yen. This was indeed the very 


the General Conference of the Japan Methodist Church met in October, 
when united action was taken and a plan was adopted forthe entire field. 


_ At that General Conference a committee was appointed composed of all 
the presiding elders of the West and East Conferences and of represent- 


ative laymen of the. whole Church. The committee met at Kamakura, 
famous and historie place, in December ofthesame year, = 

- Three main objects of the Campaign were decided upon and were as 
follows: First, a big drive for subscription of funds; secondly, the doubling 
of our Church membership; and, thirdly, scriptural living among all our 
preachers and people. In order to set a good example and to show our 


_ thanks ‘the preachers and laymen present at Kamakura‘subscribed a 


pretty large sum, on the principle of tithing, before the meeting adjourned. 


- The year 1919 was a year of preparation for our Centenary campaign 


in Japan. During the next year, in 1920, we put on a big drive to get 
first trial of the Japan Methodist Church since it was established. No 
other body in Japan had ever undertaken such a campaign. Hence other 
Churches looked upon our enterprise with rather critical eyes. But we 


all stood up to the task and stood together and entered upon that holy | 
service with the strong conviction that there is nothing whichfaithin God _ oe 


Cannot accomplish. And behold the result was wonderful! A miracle, so 
_we thought, had been wrought for us. The prayer of the whole Church 


had fulfilled: We actually raised 610,000 Our hopes 
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became greater and - brighter édiaie ever before. The Church received 
much more than she gave. She received a spiritual uplift from on high. 


- In 1921 the double membership campaign, which we call the Baika 


Undo, was undertaken as we had planned. We all thought that this 
movement would be much more difficult than the big financial drive. 


-The money would be contributed, even in large amounts, by those who — 


had a surplus, according to their own wills. But in dealing with souls, 


-it is different. We cannot do as we like with the souls of others. There 
likewise had never been any such task asthis undertaken by other Church- 
-es. Again we were looked upon by others with great curiosity. However, 
‘we are now boldly pressing forward our campaign for the doubling of our 
‘membership. .The statistics of the past year ‘ee show what results have 


followed. 
The net increase shes membership was 2, 094. The net increase the year 


before was only 667. Hence the gain of the double-membership move- 


ment was a little over three times the gain during the year when the 
financial drive was being conducted. -Our membership in 1918, when 


the plans were. first made, was 15,852. It was this membership we set 


out to see doubled. The first year, as we have said, was given to prepa- 


‘ration. The second year was devoted to the financial campaign. Only 


last year were we able to take up the membership campaign. The results 


the first year have been very encouraging. 


I have said that this movement was the first trial or test to which the ; 
Jenan Methodist. Church had been subjected. The trial of our faith has 
brought to life a devotion to Christ and a faithfulness to the Church, 
on the part of our people, which has been a surprise to us all, We scarcely 
had the courage to believe that our people would respond with such hearti- 
ness, self-denial, and unity of spirit. We now look forward to the future 


with confidence, and we face our task with enthusiasm and hopefulness. 


And what is that future? And what is the nature of the task before us? | 

_I stand before you not only as a representative of the Japan Methodist 
Church, but also as an example of the saving power, of Christ. If others 
of our ministry and membership could be here, they would bear witness 
to you likewise of the blessings we desire others of our ou lpmen to 


_ share with us in the Gospel. 


Near Oita, where I was born and converted, there stands by a tree 
a rough stone in which it is belived a sacred god abides.

_ In the good mercy of God, I have found the light after which my grand- 


mother groped her way in darkness, I know of the true healing fountain. — 
I have been engaged in the ministry for more than thirty years. My | 


father was a stern Samurai and often put his foot on the cross of Christ — 

and spoke against the Christian religion. I had the pleasure of seeing 
him come into the Church with my mother, who is still living, and of 
_ seeing him lie down to rest cheered as he did so by the hope of Christian 


immortality. My brother has long been with me in the Methodist minis- 
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try. My son is preparing for the ministry in Emory University. There 
is great contrast between what my grandmother sought after —_ — 
we now enjoy. 

This personal reference will . give you an uriderstaniditig of our bind, 
Japan has made great progress in education and material civilization.

to Hawaii. He saw the Japanese farmers were making good money, but = === ss 
hard-earned money. It was mostly spent in drinking and otherwise. On 


the other hand, those few who were under the influence of missionaries were | 
behaving quite differently. So out of well-meant policy he offered him-— 
self and his wife to join the Mission Church carried by the Methodist 
Episcopal brethren. Toward the end of that year he got a present of two 


barrels of Japanese wine from a friend who occupied a higher office than _ 
his, Mr, Ando, partly from the thirst for the good wine and partly from — 


the courtesy to his friend in Japan, wanted to keep the barrels and enjoy 
the contents. One day when he came back home, however, he found that | 


the barrels were gone, and on inquiry he learned that they were emptied 
by Mrs. Ando and the contents thrown into the drainage. Presently — 


Mrs. Ando came out and threw herself at his feet, ready to receive what- 


ever. chastisement. he might inflict. After a few moments of struggle, | 


Mr. Ando not only forgave her impolite action, but thanked her for her 
courage in doing’so. This incident led him to be a true Christian instead | 
of a policy Christian. .\He came back some thirty odd years ago, and until - 
this day he is the head of the temperance movement in Japan. A few 
years ago Mrs. Ando died without any children, and Mr, Ando acini all - 
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he had to the Japan Methodist Church, using a part of his house as a 
place of worship, calling it ‘Ando Memorial Church.” , 

Then we have a man named Hon. Sho Nemoto. He was converted in 
America and joined the M. E. Church a long time ago. From the very - 
first session of the Imperial Diet he has kept his seat in the House of Com- 
mons. He started a crusade against tobacco and wine. He proposed a 

pill prohibiting minors from smoking and drinking. After several years 
of persistent efforts he got the tobacco bill passed by both houses. -Many 
shouted ‘‘Amen”’ in way of derision. Some years’ ago he succeeded in 
passing the bill in the House of Commons, but a similar coldness was 

- shown in-#he Upper House, until a few months ago both houses passed 
the bill, and the minors cannot drink wine since the first of Aprillast. Our 
goal is total prohibition, and we know that such goal is very far, but we 
know that we have made a good start. Am I wrong in assuming that 
Japan is the second country in the world looking for the entire prohibi- _ 
tion of the intoxicating drink? And mind you that the initiative was — 
taken by a Methodist and by his friends: May God ~~ _ time of 
total prohibition of wine in Japan! ©

of its youth, and who lived to see it a flourishing and influential member = oe 


of the fraternity of Churches. Possessed of great spiritual deeps, a wide 


_~ range of information, a unique and compelling oratory, a peculiar attrac- 
tion and inspiration for the young, and a consuming desire for service, he 


was the joy and glory of his Church. Upon the occasion of his funeral 
exercises no word more eloquent nor eulogy more impassioned was spoken 


than the brilliant tribute pronounced by the representative of Southern 


Methodism. 

2 Despite losses which pale deeply grieved us, the Church has made 
progress in every direction. Our membership has made a net increase 
or fourteen per cent, an achievement. made possible by a connectional- 
wide effort to follow up those members migrating from the South and by 


‘vigorous evangelistic campaigns. Four years ago we were almost wholly 
confined to the South; now we are a national organization, with aspiration 


for foreign service, hoping that four years hence will witness our firm 
establishment for.service among our people in benighted Africa. “3 

_. The financial response of the membership has been encouraging. We 
have conducted no great codrdinated financial-campaign. Special inde- 
pendent efforts in episcopal districts have had gratifying results. The 
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. general financial situation of the past two years has affected us adversely, 
- go that we are without an adequate income to meet the demands imposed 


by our membership growth. 
Our official organ, the Christian Index, grows in circulation and. is 
rendering the Church a service vital to its democratic management and 


spiritual growth. Progress has been made in the preparation for the | 


building of a publishing house commensurate to the requirements of the 
Church. In the General Conference now sitting we expect measures to 
be adopted and changes effected which will give us a young people’s organ- 
ization functioning in all departments of the Church, developing and 
emphasizing the spirit of service. Our schools and colleges, far too few 
in number and sadly inadequate in equipment to meet the demands upon | 
them, are struggling valiantly to meet the educational need of our youth. 
Over three thousand students are crowded within their walls, more than 


one hundred of them are preparing for the ministry, and in one of our 
colleges 111 ex-service men are pursuing various courses in vocational 


training. The physical collapse of the editor of our Sunday school liter- 


ature deprived the Church of a much-needed service. We solicit your 
continued codperation in the development of this department. Larger 
provision is being attempted for the care of our superannuated preachers, 
widows, and orphans of preachers, and to increase the facilities and serv- 
ice of the Departments of Missions and Church Extension. 

In 1882 Bishop L. H. Holsey, as fraternal messenger from the C. M. 


_E. Church to your General Conference meeting that year, presented an 


urgent plea for assistance in the educational work of his Church. In 
response to his plea, the M. E. Church, South, authorized the appoint- 
ment of a Commissioner of Education to solicit financial aid for the establish- 


- ment of an education fund for the C. M. E. Church. From that action | a 


resulted the founding of Paine Institute, in Augusta, Ga., for the training 
of teachers, preachers, and leaders for the C. M. E. Church. The insti- — 
tution subsequently became Paine College. In that undertaking of help- 
ful codperation, so wisely begun, your great Church entered upon, accord- 
ing to our thinking, the most sublime service ever attempted in the whole 


_ course of its history. 


From the beginning, representatives of your highest achievement in - 
training, character, and spiritual power, possessing a wide range of adapta- 
bility and the spirit of brotherhood, entered that new and difficult field. — 


And through the succeeding years you have contributed of your treasury __ 
and talent to the making of the leadership of the C. M. E. Church, a 


Church unequal to the accomplishments it has wrought but for your 
splendid vision and liberality. From Paine College have gone hundreds 
of teachers, preachers, and other leaders to a life of worthy service among 


their people, taking with them the training, the inspiration, and the ideals 


secured from the great men who have served in that institution, thu 
endlessly multiplying in fields nation-wide the spirit of good will and 
50 and exhibited by 
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work in that unique institution. | 
The location of Paine College, at first deemed advantageous because 


of its distance from the center of urban life, has, of late years, presented © 


disadvantage. The institution is to-day compietely enveloped by a com- 


munity of white citizens, and consequently suffers in its detachment from 


immediate touch with the negro community life of the city and is adverse- 
ly affected by the disabilities and embarrassments which inhere in such 


a situation. It is natural, under the circumstances, that you hesitate 


to enter upon any very extended program of enlargement of the college be- 


_ cause of the neutralizing and antagonistic influences which must receive 
definite consideration. For several years your attitude of seeming uncer- 


tainty of method and extent of procedure has influenced the policy and 
program of our Church in its relations to the institution, therefore for 
some time the school has not prospered and profited 2 dt should. This 
work, so nobly begun and which has yielded such t fruition, must 


not longer suffer. The higher interests of the bieedo require its con- - 
tinuation and development. 


At present you are engaged upon the development of a world program 


‘of service. Your missionaries and benevolences are going out in increas- 


ing numbers to strange lands and unknown peoples with whom you have 


You are rich in men and money, rich in the vision of service and respon- 


far-flung intensified missionary efforts, when you are building and pro- 
moting great institutions of learning for alien races, you will fail in generous 


the great souls who have heen patiently, sitcalbailiniatiy and hopefully. at 


siveness to world needs; and we cannot believe that in the midst of your 


provision for Paine College, the institution which stands as the most _ 


brilliant opportunity in the homeland for effective missionary helpful- 
ness to a people bound to you by ties too numerous to mention. In view 
of existing conditions, we would suggest the removal of Paine College 


and its reéstablishment in one of the largest of our Southern cities. This 


done, we are confident you would coéperate with us in building a great 


institution competent to fulfill the original mission and perpetuate 
the fine spirit and tradition of Paine College. We hope for and need an 
institution equipped for the best educational service in training teachers, 
social workers, preachers, and leaders for our Church, an institution possess- 
ing facilities and accommodations equal to the needs of the present and 


with such definite systematic support as will insure continuous growth 
_ to meet the increasing demands of the future. The institution should 


include on its faculty men and women from among the best-prepared 


members of Southern Methodism. Such an opportunity and responsi- 


bility would command your best, and none would be too big for a work 
so grand in the infinitude of its possibilities. A Paine College of this — 
character would instantly command our connection-wide support and 
soon attain the eminence in our educational system which it would richly 

deserve.

: befall our efforts at interchurch codperation. 

- We have not fully the consciousness of war. But yesterday the cntbeit- 
tle nations engaged in deathly conflict for the realization and preserva- 
tion of definite social and national ideals. Victory of arms failed to bring 
. victory: of ideals. The realization is now upon us that the issues fought 
for from 1914 through 1918 are still being fiercely contested for. Not . 
yet have the nations of earth, singly or in combination, arrived at and ~ 
adopted a working plan of righteous government presenting a universal — 
hope of a fair, a just, and a permanent solution of the social confusion, 
_the class struggles, the racial antagonisms, and the civic injustices which 
to-day menace all government and threaten revolution in all the great 

centers of the world. Whether from one point of the compass or another, 
whether from one type of people or races of sharp dissent, wherever we 
turn, there confronts us the cry of the people for social transformation 

and reconstruction. The power and pathos of their appeal uniformly 
bulk in the world-wide passionate demand for rap brotherhood, liber- 

ty, the chance for a human way of life. - 

It is significant that, despite the edtrnetive ravages of the war, the deep 
i, longings of the nations and races turn to the things of the spirit. -It is 
generally agreed that America, of all countries, is preéminent in her 

‘opportunity and ability to help the cause of the world most through moral 
‘and spiritual leadership. But America will never lead any further in 
this direction than the Church of God points the way; yea, the Church 

must blaze the way. In this aftermath of war, faced with the problems of 

reconstruction and the adjustment of war’s dislocations, the Church faces 

- - its highest test, the supreme crisis of its task of world redemption. When 
. battles raged and the passions of men were inflamed, their imaginations 
were exaggerated, and their thought was laborious, the Church was accused 
of weakness and failure. We know that the Church of Christ did not fail. 

. But now with the roar of that beastly conflict hushed and the world wait- 

‘ing for the word to bespoken that shall revitalize its faith and make effective, 
upon a universal basis, its sacred and essential ideals of life and govern- 

- ment upon a platform of service vaster than ever proposed before, vast 
enough to include all the divergent races of men; now when is presented © 

‘the opportunity of bringing into one mighty unit the Christian sentiment — 

of the world and organizing it for generous unselfish service to. a- world 

‘brotherhood; if now the-Church seriously hesitates or hedges or falters 
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or temporizes or compromises in the full application of the great funda- 
‘mentals of Christianity, then indeed the Church will have failed... But 


the Church of God cannot fail. Into the constitution of the universe in ~~ 


creation’s dawn was written the edict of God’s ultimate rulership in the 
affairs of men, and the Almighty’s promises shall finally and completely 
prevail. In this supreme hour of world need and world opportunity we 


have faith that Southern Methodism will show the nations how under 


- God’s leadership a mighty, world-conquering Church meets the mightiest 
task the world imposes. a 

In this presence and with this exalted and : ar-reaching opportunity 
I am convinced that I should be unfaithful in my duty to my Church and 
_ people if no word should be aponen in interest of the wine freedom of 
the race of which I am a member. 

When our national security was threatened re a f oreign foe and no 
honorable choice was left the government but to entér-the late world war, 
men spoke much of national destiny, of world security for democracy, 
and of the right of self-determination for all peoples. Here in our own 
country, in the glorious republic of the West, in America, where the mil- 
lions of her citizens possess no common lineage and language and tradition, 
where the streets are a babel of tongues and the homes a medley of memo- 
ries running back through the centuries to alien pasts and into strange 


_ Jands, we heard on every hand and from the lips of our white neighbors - ' 


the prophecy that out of the terrific cataclysm of war our country-would — 
achieve a national oneness and a national brotherhood founded upon 


liberty and truth and in which love and justice would hold undisputed — 


reign. .Those prophecies sprang from a temporary spiritual feeling of 
unity evolved by impending national peril and the patriotic exaltation 
of the times. With the cessation of war came the inevitable bitter reac- 


“tions of ‘war, and so.the hope of my people for liberty-and-brotherhood 


received a backset impossible for you to realize. That hope has, however, 
been strengthened by the work of the Commission on Interracial Co- 
operation, a movement which seeks to bring together the intelligent 


Christian sentiment of ‘the two races. through conferences for mutual 


understanding and the working out of a program of social improvement 
and community uplift. The movement, as we understand ‘it, aims to 


develop a condition and an attitude which will permit us the largest de- 


veropmeny of our selfhood in kinship with our fellow man. A big soul 
from your! own Church is directing the Commission, and we hope that 
your great Church will contribute to this movement your utmost support. 
It is our ray of hope, the rising star of promise i in an otherwise darkened 
outlook. 

We know the attempt to build in this country a bicadal citizenship 
of distinct races each possessing equal rights is the first of its kind in his- 


tory. Weare not unmindful of the difficulties to be mastered. We believe, — 


_ however, that if God is given a fair chance he will shape our human affairs 
in equity and truth and love for all. We know we deserve justice and 


liberty. We have met every test of duty applied by the government, 
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‘Southland, more than to any others for human sympathy, good will,

The Third Episcopal District at the beginning of the Gaidiidinia con- 
sisted of the Memphis, Tennessee, and North Alabama Conferences and 
of our Mission in Europe. At the end of two years the North Alabama 
Conference was taken off, and the Cuba Mission Conference attached. 

The European Mission was opened after the last session of the General 
Conference. There is, theref ore, not mu ch to submit in the way of the 

usual statistics. 

In conference with Bishops Anderson and Henderson and Dr. F. M. 
North as representatives of the M. E. Church it was agreed that the M. E. 
Church, South, should have, as its fields of work in Europe, Belgium, 
Poland, and Czecho-Slovakia, with other territory to be agreed upon later.

No details are here offered, because a full statement will — 
be found in the report of the Foreign Secretary in charge of that field.

With the Western Virginia Conference I have had the privilege to be 
associated during the year just closing. 

During the quadrennium there has been an increase of 2 members, a 
decrease of 28 local preachers. There has been an increase of 6 church 
‘buildings, an increase of 92 Sunday school officers and teachers, and an 
fncrease of scholars enrolled of 1,728. The scholars enrolled (48, 142) exceed 


_ the membership by 10, 465. Herein lies the hope of our advance in that — 
Conference. 


- The largest salary in the Conference is $5,000, and each of two pastoral 
charges pays this amount. The smallest salary paid to its pastor by any 
charge is $19. Each of fifteen charges pays its pastor less than $500. : 

It is but just to say that no small part of the work in this Conference is 
in coal fields, in which great agitation has prevailed, yet our work has not 
declined. The preachers and members have been both faithful and liberal, 


and the spiritual outlook is encouraging. 
Of the five districts in this Conference, I have visited but three.

MeMurry 
‘very kindly took charge of the district, and he has administered its affairs _ 
during the last two years of the quadrennium. I wish.to record to you my 
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great gratitude to him for his many kindnesses to me during this period of - 


my unspeakable suffering. 
I have given myself wholly in an effort to recover my strength, believing 


this was the desire of my brethren. I shall not undertake to recount to . 


you the painful experiences through which I have passed. I have been the 
constant object of God’s grace and the loving attention of my brethren. 
- For these things I can never duly render thanks. While-my recovery has 
_ been slow, yet I have every evidence that I have steadily regained my 
strength, and I entertain the faith that I shall again be delivered out of 
these ailments. My chief difficulty at this time is pain and lameness in 
one of my limbs; otherwise the general condition of my health is as good as 
it has been for years. 
I desire to state frankly to you, my bebthren: the facts concerning me. 
I was called into this office by you, and I have held it as an appointment 


from thé Church, as I have held every appointment during my niinistry: _ 


I must leave myself in your hands for direction. On the 27th day of this 
month, forty years ago, I was licensed to preach the gospel under the orders 
of our Church. In all humility and yet sincerity I may say that I have 
diligently labored. to fulfill the conditions of my ministry. There is but 
little I can claim for myself, and there is very little I am disposed to claim. 
I have been the object of ceaseless grace. Our Lord and Master, who called 
‘me and sent me forth, has truly been with me; and if I have been the agent 
of any good in his Church it has been through the ministry and guidance 
of the Holy Ghost. I have been a happy man in the Methodist ministry. 
I have been devoted to our Church, her doctrines, experiences, saintly 
history, and all that God has done in us and through us as a people. I 


have loved to preach. I have labored among our poorest as well as among 
our wealthiest and have been happy among them all. In all my ministry I. 
-.... have had but one desire, and that has been the salvation of poor sinners, _. 
being: myself among the chiefest of them. I have labored to keepthefaith, 
and so far as I know I have not varied from it as it was handed down to 


me from generations. I now bear witness to you that it is sure and re- 
deeming. You will permit me, please, to say that in this last field of labor 
to which you appointed me I have had no selfish motive nor unbrotherly 
feeling, being solely concerned that in these grave responsibilities I might 


glorify God, It is not an easy task to perform, and those who are called to 


fill it need the love and prayers of their brethren, and I can testify that in 
the overwhelming majority of their brethren they have confidence and 
support. I have had companionship with a great body of saints and am 
debtor to them as I am debtor to you and now pray that upon you may 
come the spirit of wisdom and revelation that in all things you may know 
the will of God and come finally into the triumphs of his grace and behold 
our King, seated in the heights as King of kings and Lord of lords. —

Widespread revival influences have prevailed in our Churches through- 


out the district during the quadrennium; and while we have had large

‘membership. 


This incongruity is accounted for in part, at least, by inaccuracies in — 
reports and by a very general pruning and revising of Church registers. 
The total number of members for the district in 1918 was 128,982; for 
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1921, 130,617—increases, 1,635. Recent revivals, very extraordinary in 
their scope, will largely augment this increase, but the results of these 
revivals have not yet been accurately tabulated. 

A general survey of conditions reveals a stimulating and encouraging

of our history in Oklahoma comparatively few men came into our ministry 
from: our Churches in Oklahoma. But in the year 1921 in the East Okla- 
homa Conference 19 were admitted on trial and 1 in the West Oklahoma 
Conference 13 were admitted. — 


INDIAN MISSION, 


Prior to the last General Conference the Indian Mission was included 
in the East Oklahoma Conference, with one charge among the Kiowas in 
the West Oklahoma Conference. By order of the General Conference, 
meeting in Atlanta in 1918, all the Indian work in Oklahoma was organized 
as the Indian Mission. The membership of the Indian Mission has re- 
mained stationary throughout the quadrennium, being atthe present 
time 2,702. All the Indian Churches arein the country. The Indians who 
live in towns and cities belong to white congregations. This is as we 
_ would have it, for the future of the Indian is bound up with the future of 
the white man. 


There are eight. Indian preachers in full connection in the East Okla- 2 
homa Conference, and two on trial. A large number of local preachers © 


render such service as they are able to give. 
: Three new houses of worship have been erected, at a cost of $8,090. 


- Without any quota having been allotted to the Indian Mission by.the 


Centenary Commission, our Indian brethren ‘gladly subscribed $15,000; 
and without any quota having been allotted for the ergs me Education 


Movement, they subscribed $80,000. 


As having to do with the work of the whole Church in Oklahoma several 
enterprises deserve special mention. | 


1. There has been built at Hartshorne, in the McAlester District, in the 
_ East Oklahoma Conference, a‘Community House and Hospital for special - 


work among miners and foreigners. The total cost of this plant was 
$100;000. 

2. In the Hugo District, in the East Oklahoma Cintereiics: at Smith- 
ville, Fulsome Training School has been established. Here we have one 


hundred acres of land, eighty acres in farm and twenty in campus. The 


whole plant cost $75,000. This Training School is intended to serve the 
Indians and mountain whites. It is now in its first year, and there are 
sixty-two students enrolled. These two enterprises were made possible 
_ by the Missionary Centenary. 


3. In the State University, at Norman, Okla., these are more than six 
hundred students from Southern Methodist homes. A member of our

5. Oklahoma has needed nothing more than she needs a great Christian 
college. In the city of Tulsa a campus of eighty acres has been secured, our 
Boston Avenue Church has pledged itself to subscribe liberally toward the 
college, and the Chamber of Commerce has pledged its fullest codperation. 
During the campaign in the interest of the Christian Education Movement 
the Methodists of Oklahoma made a sufficiently large subscription to pay 

- one hundred per cent on the claims of the Church at large and leave a 
balance of more than $500,000 to go directly to the college. 

In conclusion you will permit a word personal. I have as far as possible

Dear Brethren: By the request of the last General Geahidsiind I wore you 7 
this report of my labors during the quadrennium and of the conditions 
of the field to which I was assigned. My assignment to Brazil, announced 
to the General Conference without any previous suggestion to me as to 
what it.would be, greatly surprised and nonplused me. Health conditions 
in my family would not permit foreign travel nor warrant the long absence 
from home which such a service would necessarily-require of me. However, © 
a kindly providence has kept those at home and given me protection upon 
the high seas and in the far-away land. The four years of episcopal service | 
given entirely to the Conferences in Brazil have been f ull of joy marked by 
_. the conscious favor of the gracious Father Almighty. . | 
The last General Conference recommended. thatéthe- hishons elected 
“then and thereafter, as far as possible, fix their residences in the important. 
cities of their territory.. I interpreted that to mean that it was the desire 
of that body that I reside within the territory to which. I was assigned for 
service. I may be allowed to.say that I scarcely met the letter of that re- 
quest, but that I cannot bring myself to believe that its spirit was disre- . 
garded. But of that I must leave you to judge... My wife never accom- 
panied me to Brazil, because her physician adyined against her going. 
| 
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During the quadrennium I made four visits to Brazil and was gone on these 
visits two years, lacking a few days. On my first visit I spent: exactly 
seven months, on my second five months plus some days, on my third 


_ exactly six months, on my fourth five and a half months, I announced and 


maintained my official residence in Rio de Janeiro, but on none of these 
visits did I spend very much time in that city, perhaps thirty to forty days 
on any one visit.’ I spent my time in the field visiting the churches, hold- 


ing Conferences, inspecting and buying property, holding interviews on 
various matters that demanded attention, and preaching everywhere. I 
visited all the pastoral charges in the South Brazil Conference, all but one 


in the Central Brazil, and all but two in the Brazil Conference. I visited 
the leading stations every year, and some of them more than once in the 
year. I came to know well all our preachers, itinerant and local, and the 
leading laymen in many of the charges. Brazil to me now is a very f amiliar 


and greatly beloved field. 


In making this report, you may allow me to say that it is very difficult to. 


determine just how much residing of a bishop on the foreign field is best for 
the great interest which the Church is seeking to promote. The foreign 
bishop with his foreign family, speaking always and only his foreign tongue, 
always requiring an interpreter to communicate his thought and receive 


- that of the native, may create the impression of foreign ecclesiastical domi- 


nation. His occasional absence may be more advantageous to the work 
than his continuous presence.’ His absence does allow an opportunity for 


a development of the initiative and resourcefulness in the missionary and - 


in the native worker which his continuous presence suppresses. On the 
other hand, a prolonged absence and a very limited presence creates the 
feeling, if not the conviction, that his presence is not by any means a 
necessity, and that it could be lightly dispensed with altogether. In my 


- Opinion there is a middle ground which must be found and occupied if. 


episcopal supervision is to be efficient and adequate without at the same 


time being burdensome and detrimental. If the field of his operations is 
large enough, he may be easily saved from such an unhappy condition as 


the latter, but. the Church must keep in mind the adverse possibilities in- 


_ volved in missionary supervision. Real episcopal supervision and admin- 
istration the foreign field needs and should have; but should that supervi- © 


sion become virtually episcopal dictation in everything, it might easily 
prove to be a calamity. This will be avoided in a great measure if the field 
is territorially large enough to-require considerable travel and the yearly 
visit to the home Church is faithfully made. : 


I have spent half of my time during the quadrennium in the United — 
States. This is more time than the bishop in charge of Brazil should ordi- 
narily spend outside that country. However, my judgment approves my 


actions of.the first three years, but not of the last. My first period at home 


- was spent in the Centenary campaign. I rendered greater service for 
Brazil at home than I could have rendered in Brazil. My second period. 


was employed for six weeks in inaugurating the campaign for the million- 


dollar: endowment fund for Southern Methodist University, and two pss 
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months. more in writing. the booklet, ‘‘Brazil, An Introductory Study.’ 
_ [think that in this work I did more for Brazil at home than I could have 
done onthe field, My third period was employed in writing and ‘delivering 
the Fondren Lectures in Southern Methodist University, now published | 
under the title, ‘‘Making the World Christian: Essential Objectives in 
Mission Endeavor,” and speaking in the Education Campaign.

_ ghould bespent. To be sure, the language is the serious obstacle in the way 
- of the bishop’s service. He is compelled to use an interpreter. He has not 


time, whatever his ability, to learn to speak the language with that 
ARB oe correctness and fluency with which a bishop should speak if he speaks at __ 7 
i ° : all. The sermon or the address through an interpreter will require more 


than double time for delivering. That means that the principal sermon or 

address can seldom occupy more than twenty or twenty-five minutes. Not- 

withstanding the embarrassment and delay in an interpretation or trans- 
lation, such public speech is frequently quite effective. The bishop has 
splendid opportunity for forceful public pronouncements, for the people

| Brazil now has three Conferences. The original Brazil Conference was 
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organized by Bishop John C. Granbery September 16, 1886, in Rio de 
Janeiro. It was organized with three members, H. C. Tucker, J. L. Kenne- 
dy, and J. W. Tarboux,.who still live and labor to the glory of God and the 
honor of his Church. The South Brazil Conference was organized August 
25, 1910, by Bishop W. R. Lambuth. The Central Brazil was organized by 
myself upon the division of the Brazil Conference effected at the session 
in Juiz de Fora in 1918 in accordance with the instruction of the last Gen- 
eral Conference. The total membership of the three Conferences reported 
in 1921 is 10,451;.the Sunday school enrollment is 8,275; the Epworth 
League membership is 2,965; the number of pupils in’all our schools is 
2,456. Brazil has 105 organized churches, with many more preaching 


places, 181 Sunday schools, 76 Epworth Leagues, 53 native preachers, 27 


missionaries of the General Board (48 counting the wives, who are indeed 
missionaries), 24 missionaries of the Woman’s Missionary Council, 55 na- 
tive teachers in the schools of the General Board, and 52 native teachers in 
the Council schools. Of the 29 schools of the Church in Brazil, 21 are 
parochial schools, conducted in connection with the Churches, 3 are sec- 
ondary or higher schools under the General Board, and 5 are of the same 
kind under the Council. There are 1,161 pupils in the parochial schools, 
562 in the secondary or higher schools of the General Board, and 731 in 


those of the Council. In the schools there are employed 143 teachers, of 


whom 107 are national, 11 are missionaries of the General Board, and 24 
are missionaries of the Council. Four years ago the statistics were as 
follows: Organized churches, 81; members, 8,191; Epworth Leagues, 57; 
Epworth League members, 2,048; Sunday schools, 119; Sunday school en- 
rollment, 5,706.! Educational statistics are not at hand. — 

The Centenary has transformed the work in Brazil and given it a new 


birth in every feature. The evangelistic movement is in its incipiency, but 
it is being well planned, and there is no doubt as to its going forward with . 


vigor and success. Our ministry there is an evangelistic ministry, thor- = —__- 


oughly committed to Methodist ways and anxious for a gospel:-awakening. 


Brazil is in the midst of a very heavy church-building program and cannot 


stop until the work is finished. Methodism in Brazil was lacking churches 


the Centenary era came. Services were then held in “one room 
rented residences, and the preacher or some member resided in the re- 


mainder of the house, except in a very few instances. Our Church and its 
people were held in contempt because of these discreditable conditions. 
The priests of the dominant faith made light of us, and persons of some 
social and intellectual standing avoided us. To be sure, we gained many 
very fine people through our schools and through the few Churches that 
we did ave, but the current was strongly against us. Our missionaries 
‘were openly discouraged and our national leaders ‘were disheartened. For 
some years very few new missionaries had gone to Brazil. Conditions 
‘were indeed discouraging, but those who had toiled through the long, hard 
‘years clung to the hope that help would eventually come. When the 
-Sectetaries sent out word that the Brazilian Church might ask*‘for what it 
~ needed and these wants would be met by the Centenary offerings, the.toilers 
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were skeptical, but joyfully went about the delightful task of actually 
_ listing just what they were compelled to have if the work went forward. 
When the campaign came on every congregation was aroused to do its 


full part and raise its full quota. The announcement that all the askings 


and a very large surplus had been subscribed brought such rejoicing as 


Brazilian Methodism had never known before, and a new spirit from that 
hour took possession of our entire Brazilian Church. Practically every 


congregation had some oustanding need, and the good news went every- 


where that every church, every parsonage, every school building asked for 
would be built within five years. Gratitude of the deepest sort to the 


-mother Church for this pledge of these buildings was expressed on every 


hand. It never occurred to any one in Brazil that any subscription made 


_by any member of the mother Church would not be paid, down to the last 


cent, and that promptly, and that has not occurred‘to any one yet. The 
Brazilians consider the announcement of the subscription as a solemn 


pledge made by their American brothers and sisters that these Centenary 


requests will be faithfully granted and that every needed house will be 
built. To fail to meet these pledges would be to break a confidence that i is 
absolutely essential to the continuance of our Church in Brazil. 

Brazilian Methodists for the most part are poor. Social bonds hold the © 


well-to-do to the old Church. The only way for Brazilian Methodists to 
raise their quotas was by the close application of the tithe. Tithing is now 


largely the rule with them. They are far ahead in the collection of their 
Centenary pledge. They needed badly their churches and parsonages and 
were not allowed to begin building them until their-quotas were in. This 
stirred them to great sacrifices and quick action. The tithe awoke them 
to the possibilities in the matter of self-support. The Centenary has 
brought nine Churches to self-support and many others are pledged to be- 


. gin the full support of their pastors at the end of the Centenary period. The 
- Annual Conferences have taken practically unanimous action pledging © 


the existing Churches to self-support. This will be a very great achieve- 
ment. The appropriation for bulk sum—the amount of missionary money 
asedt in supplementing the salaries paid to the national pastors by’ their 
Churches—has already decreased. The Brazilian Church is increasing 
year by year its contributions to the various causes of the Church. They 


raised last year for everything $95, 914, which is a per capita of a little over 


BuILpING OPERATIONS. 


The Centenary building program was begun in 1920. Up to the present 
time 53 churches have been completed and paid for, and 24 parsonages 
have been completed, paid for, and are now occupied. There are 18 
churches and 7 parsonages more that are in course of erection and will 
probably be completed and occupied by January 1, 1923.

EDUCATIONAL Poticy. 


An dtrasttional policy in Brazil has been definitely worked out. es 1918 
the General Board had two schools in Brazil, Granbery College, at Juiz 
de Fora, in the Brazil Conference, and Union College, at Uruguayana, in 


the South Brazil Conference, located on the extreme western border of. 


the State of Rio Grande do Sul and about eighteen hundred miles from 
Juiz de Fora. The two buildings of Union College were unfinished and 


~~ unsightly. Granbery College occupied less than half a block and was great- — 
ly in need of space and adequate buildings. Its course of study was that 
 of-a high school, running down to the primary department, and Union 
College did not.go beyond the grammar school grades. With the division 


of the Brazil Conference the Central Brazil Conference was without a 
school belonging to the General Board, and Granbery was four hundred 
miles away and had from the Central Conference only sixteen students. 
The South Brazil Conference had only two pupils in our Granbery, where 


we were trying to train our young preachers. After due study of the situa- 


tion and much.conference and discussion with the missionaries and the 
national leaders, it was decided to put in the South Brazil Conference at 
Porto Alegre, the capital of the State and a thrifty, growing city-of almost 
200,000 people, a college for boys and young men of the same grade as. 
Granbery, but Granbery as it should be and not as it was and had been, 
a college of the junior grade. A campus of twelve acres in the most eligible 
location possible, with an outlook from an elevation over the city and the 
lake upon which it is located, and with’ the finest view of any school in 


Methodism, was bought at a cost of $35,000. The administration building, 
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to Coat $80,000, is in course of erection. A dormitory mer a building for 
the ministerial students will be built as soon as the administration building 
is finished. Union College has been finished at a cost of $11,000 and now 
has a plant worth $50,000. At Passo Fundo, in the northern portion of. 
Rio Grande do Sul, the city council gave a block of land, a public square; 
we bought another block at a cost of $12,000; and the administration build- 


.. ing is about finished, costing $30,000. The boys’ dormitory will be built 


at once and the girls’ dormitory very soon, at a cost of $18,750 each. This 
new Centenary school is already in operation, with 150 to 200 pupils in 


attendance. Union College is doing well, and the attendance is growing 


rapidly. The Porto Alegre College will be opened in February, 1923. The 
South Brazil Conference now has three good school centers owned and 
controlled by the General Board. The Woman’s Missionary Council for 


twenty years has conducted a girls’ school in Porto Alegre in a rented build- 
Ing. A site with a very large residence has been bought, located on the 


leading avenue near the heart of the city at a cost of $53,000. A new 
building to cost $50,000 will be built this year. The Council has bought a 
very fine plot of ground in Santa Maria, a city of 20,000 in the geographical 
and railroad center of the State of Rio Grande do Sul. Here will be er 
at once an adequate building. This school will train women teachers and- _ 
religious workers for the South Brazil Conference. The cost of this Cen-. 
tenary College at Santa Maria will be $60,000. South Brazil Conference — 
now has school centers and facilities adequate for many years. __ | 
Granbery College is the school of the General Board for the Brazil Cen- 


‘ference, Twenty acres adjoining the old site have been bought; a new ad- 


ministration building to cost $80,000 will be built at once, and also a dormi- 
tory and a small building for ministerial students, of which there are now 
twenty-six. Granbery College has been made a junior college. The Wom-- 


ain’s: Missionary Council has bought additional ground for its Isabella Hen-- 


drix College, at Bello Horizonte, and will remodel the building now on it 


Z and erect a new building a little later. The Council has bought in Rio | 


de Janeiro a site for the new Bennett College with buildings, at a cost of 
$200,000. Negotiations are on for additional grounds. A new building 
will be erected this year to cost $100,000. The school at Petropolis has 
been closed, or rather transferred to Bennett College. The outlook for 
Bennett College is very bright indeed. This school for girls and women will 
train teachers and religious workers for the Brazil Conference. For the 
Central Brazil Conference a new institution has been established. Thirty- 
one acres have been bought at a cost of $15,000 in Campinas, in the State of 
Sao Paulo and within fifteen minutes’ walk of the center of this city of 


50,000 people. The administration building, to cost $80,000, will be put 


up at once and the dormitory and the small building for ministerial stu- 
dents will soon follow. The Council has a splendid grammar school for — 
girls at Ribeirao Preto, which needs a new building for the three elementary 
classes and for domestic science. This will be erected very shortly. The 
Council’s splendid school at Piracicaba, its oldest and its largest in Brazil, 
has acquired the old church at a cost of $20,000 and will convert it atonce _ 
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into a school building. This school for girls for years has been training 
teachers and religious workers. 

The educational policy is now worked ‘uxt with the Conference as a unit. 
Any one of the three Conferences in Brazil covers more territory than any 


_ other mission of the Church. The Conference system has been a necessity. 
In the Central Brazil the General Board established a small regional school | 
at Biriguy. The national women of that and the Brazil Conference have 


taken the school over and will support it entirely. The General Board 
will now establish a regional school at Bauru, a railroad center in the north- 
west portion of the State of Sao Paulo. Parochial schools have been en- 
couraged, and as soon as the missionary force will allow a superintendent of 
parochial schools will be appointed. The school system has been worked 


3 out so as to cover all grades of work from the most elementary up through 


two years of regular college work, and for ministers additional courses of 
three years in Bible, Church history, and Christian doctrine will be offered 
in the junior college of each of the three Conferences. With the school 
buildings constructed and the educational system carried out as planned 


our educational work i in Brazil within the next ten years should be the joy

The circulation of Christian literature is a primary essential i in rittaitont 


work, especially so in Roman Catholic countries. The Centenary asking 


price of machinery and building material rose very greatly between the 


time of the asking and the time of purchase. It was expected that the cus- _ 


-tomhouse duties on the machinery would be very small, but they reached 


____ the enormous sum of $19,000. The machinery cost $60,000, The ground 


and the four-story house, about 40 feet wide by 100 feet deep, cost $30,000. 
The total cost was $109,000. The plant is completed and in full operation. | 


_ The house is publishing the Sunday school literature for all the Protestant _ 


Churches in Brazil except the Baptist.. It issues also ‘Notes on the Les- 
sons,” a volume for teachers. It publishes the Christian Expositor, our 
Methodist organ, and a splendid Quarterly Review for all Protestantism. 
It prints the organ for the Independent Presbyterian Church. Twenty-five 
books have béen translated from the English, and the following have been 
issued from the new press: Fitchett’s “Wesley and His Country,” 
Stalker’s “Life of Paul,” Burt’s “ Homiletics,” Van Dyke’s “The Other 
Wise Man,” and a very large edition of hymn books. It has issued the

gentine and in Chile. On her return she went up the Amazon River one

He was in Brazil just two months. No man ever saw more in two months 
than did hein Brazil.

It is now four years since my election and consecration to the office of 
bishop in the Methodist Episcopal Church, South—four years of 865 days 


each, making 1,460 days in this office. I have been at home with my family 


and at my desk 317 days, and absent from home in the discharge of the 


duties of my office 1,143 days. So far as time <A upon the field 1 is con- 
-cerned, I have a conscience void of offense.. | 


— the General Conference of 1918, on the frst day of J uno, I 
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turned over to my successor, under the direction of a certified accountant, 
the office of the Board of Church Extension and began active preparation 
for my trip to the Orient, having been assigned by the College of Bishops 
to that field. I proposed to take my family with me to the Orient, but was 
advised by the Missionary Secretary in charge of that field that no provi- 
sion had been made for the travel of the families of the bishops, nor for the 


residence of bishops in the foreign fields; I-was further advised by the 


same Secretary that it was not the desire of the Board of Missions that I 
move my family to the Orient at that time, as it was regarded as very im- 
portant that I go to the field at once and give special attention to the study 
of the needs as represented in the Centenary askings and return home at 
as early a date as possible so as to be available for service in the Centenary 
Campaign. I encountered difficulty on account of the crowded conditions 
of Louisville, occasioned by the proximity of large army camps, in finding 
accommodations for my family, and moved into temporary quarters in St. 
Louis as the best arrangement it seemed possible to make for them during 
my absence, and hastened to take up my duties in the field assigned to me. 
- While in the Orient I visited Japan twice, Korea twice, and China once, 
and went pretty thoroughly over our work, visiting most of the 


gtations in each of these fields. The cordial welcome, the hearty e 


codperation, the manifest devotion to their task on the part of the mission- 
aries, men and women, I found to beof high order. I came away from the 
field with a very high appreciation of the noble men and women who con-

served by the removal of the residence of Bishop McMurry to Louisville, 
the headquarters of the Board, where he will be more accessible to the 
members of the Board, and especially the Secretary and other members 
of the Executive Committee.” I did not feel that I could treat 
lightly this expressed judgment of the Board, and especially as Louisville 
is one of “the important cities of our territory,” and consequently moved 
my residence to Louisville on September 19, 1920, and have rendered such 
service as has been possible without miter tering with my duties and respon- 
sibilities as a bishop. 

The following spring (1921) I was assigned to the same district and ‘lio 
associated with Bishop E. R. Hendrix in charge of the Virginia Conference. 
Bishop Hendrix was not able to attend the session of the Virginia Confer- 


ence, and I have had the responsibility of that Conference since my assign- 


ment as associate with Bishop Hendrix. Bishop J. C. Kilgo at the same 
meeting was associated with mein thesuperintending of the Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, and North Mississippi Conferences; but his continued ill health 
has made it impossible for him to do more than advise with me. 

At the October meeting of the bishops in the fall of 1921, Bishop Lam- 
buth having fallen at his post in Japan, I was again placed in charge of the 
Oriental fields, which I have done my best to serve up to thistime. __ 

It will appear from the above that I have had charge of the- following 
Conferences during the quadrennium and for the length of time named in 


- connection with each: China Mission Conference, 1 year, 7 months; Korea.

BISHOP H.M.DUBOSE. 


Dear Brethren: That the divine favor has attended the Leliors of ¢ our 
brethren in the Eleventh Episcopal District during the past meow years is 
testified to in abundant and multiplying tokens. : 


_ This district, as now constituted, consists mainly of the territory of the 
~~ great States of New Mexico, Arizona; California, Oregon, Washington, = 
Montana, and Idaho. Comparatively speaking, and except for great. urban 


and industrial centers, these States are but sparsely settled. Buta mighty 


- tide of immigration is steadily setting in toward their unoccupied reaches 


and their newly opened industrial and agricultural sections, and it is in- 
evitable that within the next twenty-five years this movement will have 


shifted the centers of population in the republic far toward its western — 


border. Within recent years our people in increasing numbers have been 
going into these States. At the present rate of migration twenty-five years 
in the future will find one-third of our membership beyond the western 
mountains. This vast contingent must be largely lost to our communion, 
if not to religion itself, unless we diligently prepare beforehand for its 


ms _ spiritual housing in those new lands into which it is going. Add to this 


the fact that these regions, with rare exceptions, are still home missionary 
territory to all the Churches, and the claims of the field upon our zeal and 
service find abundant argument. ae ae 
Systematic and carefully directed efforts have been made to promote a 
revival in every station, circuit; and mission in the district. Few charges 


have not felt, in greater or less degree, the effects of this evangelistic move- 
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tated and put in the way of steadfastness and hope. _ 
_ Forty church buildings have been erected, bought, or remodeled during 

the quadrennium. Twenty are being rebuilt or remodeled. I have per- 
-gonally raised funds to build or repair twenty-five churches and parsonages. 


I have presided at forty District Conference sessions, — but two 


_ District Conferences during the quadrennium. ~~ 


I have visited one hundred and forty-one congregations, eighty of these - 


twice and oftener, making, in all, two hundred and sixty separate visits 
during the quadrennium. I have preached three hundred and sixty times 


onthe field, an average of nearly twice for each Sabbath of the quadrennium. 


I have traveled, approximately, one hundred and fifty thousand miles, 
_ including thirty-odd journeys across the continent.

West Texas, and Texas. At the beginning of the quadrennium the South- 
west Texas (German) was included, but at the session of 1918 this Con- 
ference availed itself of an option granted by the last General Conference 
and became a part of the West Texas Conference, except three or four 
_ charges which were located within the bounds of other Conferences and be- 
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came an integral part of these. This action of the Southwest Conference 


was nearly unanimous and Seems to be giving general satisfaction. 


These’ Conferences are all included in the State of Texas, covering about 
two-thirds of the territory and embracing four of the five millions of the 
within their bounds. 


| ADMINISTRATION. 
During the summer of 1918 I took u my vealiuniet in Texas and have 


resided there continuously until this spring, with the exception of eighteen 


months, when my family was detained in Georgia by the fatal illness of our 

only daughter. During this period I was myself in Texas nearly all this — 
time. I have held each of these Annual Conferences throughout the quad- 
rennium and have also held a number of efficiency conferences with the pre- 
siding elders of the whole district, with the presiding elders of each Con- 
ference separately, and with groups of pastors and laymen. My-time and > 
strength have been invested without reserve in the several campaigns of 
the Church, and I have constantly visited and preached in every part of - 


- this widely extended field.. This has been done at an Office expense of 


$1,518.67, or an average of $31.53 per month, and travel cost of $1,- - 
289.41, or an average of $26.86 per month. | 
The arrangement of episcopal districts with contiguous Cadfererices and 
the same supervision for a period of two to four ears has fully convinced 
me of its superior value. | 
In addition to the above, the Cuba Mi Conference fell to my care 
one year during the illness of our lamented Bishop McCoy, and I have . 


STATISTICS. 


In buch a report as this only the ‘most limited amount of statistical i in- 
formation can be given. The records show additions on profession of 
faith of 13,364 for 1918, 12,730 for 1919, 18,859 for 1920, and 25,658 for 


1921, with a present total mernbership of 289,700, which is a net increase 


for the quadrennium of 15,114. The increase on profession during the last — 


year was the greatest in thé history of these Conferences and exceeded by 


several thousand the increase of any other Church in the same territory. 
The value of Church,and parsonage property in the district is $13,850,- 
131, which is an increase of $4,490,913 during the four years. Contribu- 


‘tions for the support of the ministry have increased from $948,094. to $1,- 


407,692, and for all purposes from $2,835,109 to $5,281,887 from the first 
to the last year of the quadrennium. The Epworth Leagues have increased 
from 512 to 789, with a membership of 27,950. The Sunday school en- 


rollment is 217,301. These figures are sufficient to indicate the present 


status and reveal a healthy growth i in the Methodism of this territory. 


CENTENARY. 
This movement, coming at the close of the great world struggle at arms, _ 


has made this quadrennium unforgettable. Thoughtful men knew that the 
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great conflict was not over when the armistice was signed. It is not over 
yet.. Rather the peril of the world demands of Christian patriotism as 
great sacrifice of men and money as during the clash of arms. The goal 
of history is the mastery of the world by Jesus Christ. The logic of the 
situation leads to Christ or chaos and before very long. The Centenary 
was Methodism’s providential movement to meet this crisis. The Texas 
Conferences gave themselves—preachers and people—to the campaign 
with a fine degree of enthusiasm. They deserve the highest praise for their 


faithful support of the work. The district pledged a total of $4,556,248, the 


Central and West Texas Conferences exceeding their quotas, while the 
North Texas and Texas Conferences fell a little short. Unfortunately the 
payments are far in arrears, but I cannot doubt the spirit and purpose of 


preachers and people. Texas will redeem her pledge. The Centenary was 


a means of grace and enlargement i in 1 every sphere of the Church’s work, 


_ EDUCATION. 


| The Educational Campaign was of equal importance in our reconstruc-_ 
tive plans; and most of our leaders knew it, but they were unequal to the

The city of Dallas believes in it and deserves praise for its strong support, 
having given it more than a million dollars in the last four years.

individuals deserve the grateful appreciation of the whole Church for their 


worthy gifts—Mr. and Mrs. S. I. Munger, $100,000; J. J. Perkins, $50,- : 


000; W. B. Hamilton, $50,000; R. H. Shuttles, $25,000; and S. B. Perkins, 
$25,000. The attendance upon the University is now the largest in our 
Church, and it requires no strain of faith to see there four to five thousand 


students in the next ten years. 
It is also worthy of note that the Texas Gondeberiens are. aniaiiades a 


Bible chair in the University of Texas and the Woman’s Missionary So- 


ciety is erecting a $100,000 dormitory in an effort to minister to the fifteen 
hundred Methodist students there. Similar work is deeply needed at sev- 
eral other Texas institutions, where Methodist students go.in hundreds. :

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It is worthy of note that three hospital enterprises are well under way:

In conformity with the first resolution, I hereby present the report of my 
‘work as one of the bishops of the Church for the quadrennium 1918-1922. 


QUADRENNIAL EPISCOPAL SUPERVISION. 


It is probably better to make a statement concerning the second and 


third resolutions at the very beginning of the report. In 1918 the Confer- 
énces placed in my episcopal district were Mexico, New Mexico, Northwest 
Texas, Texas Mexican Mission, and Western Mexican Mission. I moved 
my family to San Antonio in September, 1918. In May, 1919, the Mexico 


Conference, the Texas Mexican Mission, and the Western Mexican Mis- 


sion were assigned to my episcopal district, and I continued my residence 
in San Antonio. In August, 1919, the Education Commission elected me 
to the position of chairman of the Commission) and requested that I make 
my headquarters at Nashville during the Campaign. After consultation 
with many of the leaders of the Church and after careful consideration, I 


accepted the position as chairman of the Education Commission and moved | 


my family from San Antonio to Nashville in October, 1919. In May, 1920, 
owing to the death of Bishop McCoy and the necessary release from active 


_.... work of Bishop Kilgo, some readjustment of the Conferences was required, == = 


and the Alabama Conference, the North Alabama Conference, the Mex- 
- jeo Conference, the Texas Mexican Mission, and the Western Mexican 

_ Mission were assigned to my episcopal district. The appeal was made by 
Alabama leaders that I make Birmingham my headquarters. In view of 
the proximity to the headquarters of the Education Commission at Nash- 
ville and the size of the Alabama Conferences, I decided to comply with 
this request, and in October, 1920, I moved my family to Birmingham, 
which city has continued to be my headquarters up to the present time. It 
would have been very much less trouble, much less expensive, and much 
more satisfactory to y my family, especially to my children in school, to 
have located in one’place and remained there during the quadrennium, 


but, in order to do the work assigned me more efficiently, I moved my 


family three times in four years, 
_ Continuous EPiscopaL RESIDENCE ON MISSION FIELDS. 


_ Based upon my experience of this quadrennium, Lamoftheopinionthat _ 
_ @ bishop should ordinarily .continue in charge of a mission field for at 


least four years, but I now realize more fully than before that there may 

be circumstances which will not only justify, but require, that there be a 

change of administration before the expiration of the quadrennium, and 
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any plan should be suffi ciently elastic to permit change when necessary for 
the best interests of the work of the Church as a whole. Furthermore, 
from my own experience, I am of the opinion that there is no mission field 
of our Church sufficiently large at the present time for a bishop to reside 
continuously on the field through the period of his administration. He 
should stay on the field a sufficient length of time each year to know all 
the missionaries, the native workers, the general conditions existing in the 
country, and the special needs of the field. He should equip himself to 
render any service to the mission which cannot be performed as efficiently, 
or as satisfactorily, by other workers of the mission. He should become 
thoroughly identified in the thought of the mission and the Church at 
large with that particular field, and there should be no ground for even a 
feeling that he is administering the work from a distance with inadequate 
information. But my experience has convinced me that it not only is not 
necessary, but that it may not be wise, for a bishop to be continuously on 
the field. His constant presence in the midst of a comparatively small 


- company of workers, with his responsibility and.power in relation to the 


work, may very easily weaken the sense of responsibility of other workers, 
paralyze initiative, and check that development of leadership which is so 
essential if the mission is to become strong and finally to stand upon its 
feet. It is practically certain that numerous questions upon which there is 


difference of judgment, and which should be handled by the presiding 
elders, the pastors, and the lay officials, would continually be referred to < 


the bishop for settlement were he continually on the field. A bishop may 


~ now too little about the field; he may also know.too much. He may do _ 


too little work; he may also do too much. Moreover it is vital to the suc- 
cess of our missionary operations that the bishop should be the living bond | 


between the field and the home Church. St. Paul went out on his great 


missionary journeys, extending over longer or shorter. periods; but he r 
turned to Antioch or Jerusalem declaring what things God had wrought 
among the Gentiles. The bishop should know at first hand, by personal — 


observation and by frequent conferences, the conditions on the field as- 


signed him, and he should then carry to Antioch and Jerusalem not only 
the message of need, but the shout of victory. He must have frequent con- 


ferences with the office of the Mission Board, and must seek and find men, 


women, and money for the field. He will oftentimes serve the work far 
more efficiently by his activities at home than by remaining on the field. 
These conclusions are based upon my own experience. As indicated 


above, my superintendence of the Mexican work has been coupled each 


year with the superintendence of other important work of the Church; but 


by full, regular reports from every section of the field, frequent visits and 
conferences with leaders, and by constant communication with the Mis- — 


sionary Secretaries, it has been possible to keep thoroughly posted and to 


administer intelligently through efficient, experienced presiding elders. 


Speaking for myself alone, I doubt whether it would have been possible for 


me to have rendered more effective service by ‘a continuous residence on 
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the Mexican field than by the methods which have been adopted of neces- : 
sity because of work assigned me in other parts of the Church. 
THE MEXICAN WORK. | 

In view of the fact that the work in Mexico is so largely made up of 
“new enterprises,” the report on this field is of necessity of considerable 
length in order to give the information called for by the General Conference 
resolution, 

Shortly after the General Conference of 1918 I made a very deretal study 
of the condition of our work in Mexico, consulting the Secretaries of the 
Mission Board and such records as I could find. Mexico was still in a very 
disturbed state. The Carranza government was in power, but various 
bandit chiefs were operating in various sections of the country, and Villa 
was still making frequent raids in Northern Mexico, especially in the 
State of Chihuahua. In company with Dr. Pinson and Miss Case, I went 
to Chihuahua the latter part of July to investigate conditions in person to 
determine whether it was wise to reopen our work throughout the ||| 
of our territory. ‘It was decided to open up the school work at once in - aa 

Chihuahua, and a conference of all the Mexican workers, both in Mexico and te 
the United States, was called to meet in El Paso theearly partof October. _ A 
This conference was attended by all of our active missionaries and by a ah 
number of Mexican preachers, and, after very full discussion, our policy for | 

Mexico was formulated...

Division OF TERRITORY. 


The Gendral aE of 1918 had very wisely approved the plan rs 
the division into zones of Protestant mission work in Mexico, so that the 
waste and friction caused by overlapping would be eliminated. The 
Protestant denominations had joined in this agreement except the South- 
ern Baptists. There are many splendid examples of highly developed 
Christian character in that denomination, with some of whom I have had ot ee 
uninterrupted brotherly relations for many years; but the policy of the == |)  tuau 
Southern Baptist Mission Board in Mexico is more like that of the Roman hae 
Catholics than that of a Protestant denomination.

But, notwithstanding the 
Baptists’ refusal, the other denominations are carrying out the agreement 
in good faith and are reaping the fruits of the new policy. 
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CLEAN-CuT PoLicy. 


The EI Paso Conference made a careful, thorough study of the compact, 
contiguous, but limited territory, which had been assigned to our Church, 
which comprises the States of Nuevo Leon, Coahuila, Durango, Chihua- 

..hua, Nerthern Sonora, and Northern Tamaulipas, and which lies immedi- 
ately south of our work in the States of Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, and 
California, on both sides of our national boundary line, extending from the 
Gulf of Mexico to the Gulf of California. The agreement permitted all the 
denominations to retain work in Mexico City, the capital of the Republic, © Lo 
and that of our Church in Mexico City was as flourishing as that of any other 
‘denomination, but at the El Paso conference it was decided to withdraw 
all workers at once from all the territory in Mexico not included in that 
assigned to our Church, as indicated above. We had been carrying on work 

in Chihuahua, Coahuila, Durango, Nuevo Leon, Northern Sonora, and 
_Northern Tamaulipas, the States assigned us by the plan of separation; 
but, owing to the enforced absence of the missionaries from Mexico during 
the revolution, congregations became scattered, the Mexican workers dis- 
couraged, in many places the buildings had been badly damaged or de- 
stroyed, and it was necessary to reorganize all the branches of our work in 
every section of our territory. The El Paso conference\settled upon the 
policy of establishing our work firmly in the great centers of Mexico, and 
from these strong, central stations to 5 iuscaias the contiguous towns, 


Providentially, the same Conference which provided for 
rganization of our Mexican work also provided for the Centenary 
lovement. Of course we could have reorganized our Mexican’ work 
wi but it would have taken twenty years to do what 
do in four years. Following out the plan of the Centenary Com- | 
| pet stan our workers among the Mexicans, both in Mexico and in the > 
— United_ States, sent in their askings for schools, for hospitals, for social 
settlements, for church buildings, for doctors, teachers, and preachers. The — 
total sum asked for was one million dollars in round numbers—$750,000 © 
from the home Churches and $225,000 from the field itself. ‘The under- — 
lying thought in the askings was that indicated above—namely, the — 
securing of sufficient men and money to establish our work firmly in the 
_ great centers, and from these strong central stations to evangelize the con- 
tiguous outlying towns and villages. Remarkable success has attended ‘our 


CHURCH BUILDING. 


The churches in Chihuahua, Durango, Monterrey, and Saltillo, the 

- capital cities in our territory, and those also in Allende and Teran, are all 
‘now entirely self-supporting, not only meeting all the expenses of pastors’ 
salaries and local Church expenses, but paying assessments for the various 

~ Boards of the Church. The Churches of Torreon and Piedras Negras are 
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sande one-half of the ae salary, and at aw other pointe a good 
beginning has been made in\the matter of self-support. New church 
_buildings have been erected, or a building purchased and remodeled, at 


’ Teran, Las Herreras, Villedama, Ramos Arizpe, and other smaller places.

In Torreon there has been a great advance. We already had a well- 


located, well-built church, with a fair parsonage for the American pastor 
adjoining, and a three-room, two-story school building adjoining the par- 


sonage. A neat, comfortable parsonage for the Mexican pastor has heen 
built on the rear of thelot. Atwo-story building withfour good classrooms 


and a porch has been added to the rear of the present school building. Two =

quire. The citizens of the town seem interested in our plans and have © 


promised to contribute the $10,000 necessary to purchase our hospital lot.

-» open a Centro Cristiano similar to the one at Chihuahua during the coming 
if possible. ‘The number of workers at Torreon and in the Laguna 


country has increased from two to nine in three years. 


In the city of Durango all our work was suspended during the revolu- | 


tionary period except that our Mexican pastor stayed on the field and held 


thé Church together as best he could. In 1920 the school was reopened, the - 


Annual Conference was held in Durango, and now within less than eighteen 
months the school has over one hundred and fifty students, the Church 
has taken. the entire support of the pastor, a large hall has been rented 
near the Roman Cathedral, in which very well attended meetings are held 


two or three times weekly. The Woman’s Council already owns a valuable 
property about midway between church and school, and will open a 


Centro Cristiano there, similar to the one in Chihuahua. Three circuits 
have been formed in the outlying district from Durango, but all of them 
have not yet been supplied with pastors. 


District. 
A new district has been cut off the Monterrey District, with Piedras 


Negras as the center of operations: We secured by exchange from the Dis- 


ciples a building prominently located near the public buildings and rail- 


road station, but not well adapted for the work we wish to carry on. Still 


we have gone right ahead, and have utilized it as best we could for day and 


night school and for dispensary. The dispensary has been a great success _ 
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from the beginning and has treated hundreds of cases. We must, how- 
ever, have a large school building in a different location before we can meet 
the needs of the hundreds of children who are ready for our ministry. 
Evangelistic work is being carried on with great success in the country be- 
_ tween Piedras Negras and Del Rio on the west and Allende on the south, 
- and a number of preaching appointments and three day schools have been 
-- opened. Similar work is, being done on the Allende Circuit, there being 
eight preaching appointments regularly filled and a day school at Rosales. 
‘Perhaps the most notable example of the effect of the Centenary Move- 
ment upon our Mexican people is seen in the town of Allende, One of the 
oldest members of the Church, Sefior Figueroa, eighty years old, led in the 
movement to build a worthy house of God in Allende. He gave a valuable 
lot in the heart of the town, and other property on the main street of the 
value of $9,000. Other members of the Church followed his example, one 
widow washerwoman giving fifty cents monthly. The last session of the

| It is not euizavenans to say that nowhere in the Church has there been a 

greater proportionate increase in the number of native workers, exclusive 
of missionaries, in the number of pastoral appointments, in the number of 
Sunday school scholars, of scholars in day schools, of scholars in boarding 
schools, and of Church members, than in our Mexican work. And it is 
probable that nowhere has money been spent to better advantage in the 
erection of churches, hospitals, schools, and social centers than in the 
Mexican field. Our presiding elders and superintendents are men of. faith 


and vision, and know what is needed to develop the work. Some statistics — 
are given here which are wonderfully. inspiring, but mere figures cannot 


the story. 
_ At the El Paso conference, in 1918, the missionaries and active native 


pastors appointed to districts and pastoral charges numbered only 12, 


with a scattered membership of less than 1,000, There are today & 


_ presiding elders’ districts in the Mexican Conference, 35 missionaries, 43 — 


native pastors, 2,560 members, 3,213 Sunday school scholars, 19 schools, 
14 American teachers, 24 Mexican teachers, 2,352 scholars, 813 Epworth 
League members, 63 congregations, 29 church buildings, 22 erected or in

service volunteers.

HoME CONFERENCES. 


New Northwest Texas were included in my pon dis- 
trict for one year (1918-1919). I dedicated several churches and preached 


‘at a number of places and was impressed with the character of our leader- 
_ ghip and the possibility of growth. After giving such study as I could to 
.gonditions, I held‘ the Conferences and made the appointments with ap- 


parently satisfactory results; but as both Conferences were transferred out 
of my district in May, 1919, I cdn present no official statement concerning 


the develo opment of ne promising territory. 


- Since May, 1920; the Alabama and the North Alabama Conferences 


_ have been in my episcopal district. I frankly stated to the College of Bish- 
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ops at the sie “of the assignment in 1920 that I could not give to this 
great field the amount of attention and active superintendence it should 


have and continue to do the general field work which I had planned to do 
as Chairman of the Education Campaign Commission. But the Ala- 


bama Conferences were assigned me, and while at the request of the Com- | 


mission I continued as Chairman and did as much committee and field 
work as possible, it was necessary to give the bulk of my time and labor 


to Alabama. The population of Alabama is 2,350,000. The membership — 


of our Church in the State is, not counting the Florida territory, about 
190,000, which, plus adherents, brings about one-fourth of the population 
under Methodist influence. The city of Birmingham has probably the 
largest Methodist membership of any city in our connection. The possibili- 


‘ties for development in all that section are recognized by the whole na- 
_ tion, and, if our Church meets its responsibility in that territory, it must. 
plan well in advance. There are many able, well-equipped leaders, and 


_ many strong Churches in the State, but the educational equipment has not 
been adequate for the training of our young Methodist life. Moreover, 
the missionary spirit and gifts of our people as a whole have not -been 
worthy of the ability and general standing of our people. A few persons 


have made large contributions, but the rank and file have not realized in | 
their own souls the duty, the joy—aye, the glory—of sending the news of 


salvation to those who sit in darkness and in the shadow of death. The 
Centenary and the Education Campaigns were both greatly needed in 
Alabama, and while the results have not been commensurate with either 


the financial ability or with the all-round worthiness of our people (if I 


-may use such a phrase), a great advance has been registered, and hope has 
- been inspired for steady progress in the future. My observation has con- 


vinced me that one of the greatest gains from these two movements has 


been the definite public committal of thousands of preachers and laymen 
to a progressive program and the equipment of these thousand? by our

_ While the entire quota was not subscribed, both Conferences stand well up 
at the front. Two of the largest subscriptions of the Campaign were made - 
by citizens of Birmingham, whose example inspired the whole Church, 
and the amount subscribed for Birmingham-Southern, the Woman’s 
College of Alabama, and Athens College positively insures the permanence 
of these institutions as great training schools and recruiting stations of the 
Church for years to come.

In the ete of 1921 Bishop Lambuth, the beloved founder of our 


_ African work, requested me to visit the Congo Mission during the year, in 


view of his inability to do so. I promised to do so if I could arrange to give 


the time from my own work. Upon the death of Bishop Lambuth in the 
Orient, I gave up the plan for the trip, as I had agreed to go for him at his 


request. At the fall meeting of the College of Bishops the matter was dis- 


cussed and a resolution was adopted requesting me to visit the Congo Mis- 


sion, provided it was found practicable to do so‘and- return by the date of 


the meeting of the General Conference in May, 1922. 


In accordance with this request, I sailed on December 10 from New 


York for Europe, on December 20 from Antwerp for the Congo, arrived at 
-Matadi, the port of the Lower Congo, on January 8, at Kinshasha (Stanley 
Pool), January 11, where, after waiting till January 19 for a steamer, I 
sailed at the rate of four miles per hour, for Lusambo, twelve hundred miles _ 


in the interior, via the Congo, the Kasi, and the Sankaru Rivers, and ar- 
rived there on February 9. On the morning of the 10th I started from Lu- 


sambo to the seat of the Conference at Wembo Nyama, via Lubefu, our 
_ other mission station. We traveled for six hours up the Sankaru on our 
mission steamer, the Texas, and, landing at Batempa, started overland by 


caravan to Wembo Nyama. From this point until I took the trainat 


-Kibombo I was continuously within the bounds of our mission territory 
and traversed the entire length, between two hundred and fifty and three 
hundred miles, by hammock or on foot, except when ferrying over wide, 


deep streams. 


Our work is in the very heart of the Belgian Congo itself, the heart of - 


_ Central Africa. The territory of our mission covers between sixty and 


seventy thousand square miles and is almost a quadrilateral, about the 
size of Maryland, Delaware, District of Columbia, and Virginia combined. 


The country in inhabited by the Batetala tribe, numbering seven hundred 


and fifty ‘thousand to one million, under the government of Belgium, 


_ which exercises control through Belgian district officials, who operate in 


turn through the medium of the native system of village chiefs, of which 


_ there are very many, some having only one village of afew hundred under __ 
their control and some several with avers 
Inhabitants. 
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The common-sense principle of d ivision of territory has been sauce’ ae 


the Congo, even the Southern Baptists appearing to acquiesce, so that 


our Church has the entire responsibility for Protestant work within the 


Batetala tribe. The Roman Catholics have several mission stations fidings 
the Batetalas and are spending much money in substantial brick buildi 


and in the support ofthe priests, monks, sisters, and nuns. Formerly the __ 


Romanists tried to hamper the Protestant work through the Belgian 
government, which was Romanist, but since the Socialists have been such 


a strong factor in Belgium’s governmental affairs, the Romanists have not 


been so influential with Belgian Congo officials. The Romianists still try 
to hamper our operations by appealing to the superstitious fears of the 


- natives, by threatening dire calamities which they declare will befall them 


if they attend Protestant services or gue Protestant workers to come 


into their homes. 
S wench of Wembo N yama, 


On Conference Sunday monring, February 19, after the sermon, Chief 


Wembo Nyama made a short speech in which he said: “When Owanji 


Kabengele (Bishop Lambuth) came here there were no buildings; there 


was nothing; the place was a wilderness. The Roman Catholics came to 


me and begged me not to allow Kabengele to build a mission here, and not 
to be friendly with him, and offered me gifts if I would not be friendly 


~~ with the new mission. I told them Bula Matadi (general name for Belgian - 
officials) was my only chief, and that I wanted to be friendly with Kaben- | 


gele. Now Kabengeleisdead. Owanji Ongenongeno (Bishop Cannon) has 
succeeded to his position. We are glad to have him with us, and he has 


- gladdened our hearts. We are not here to think about ‘things.’ We are — 
here to listen to the palaver of God. Aren’t you all happy?” ; To this 
speech the natives freer “Yes, we are happy,” and there was general : 


applause. 
This speech indicates the attitude of the Romanist priests toward Protes- 


- tant missionary effort, but so far the Batetalas seem to be little affected by 


their efforts to slander and undermine. 
The speech also indicates what a deep impression our beloved Bishop | 


Lambuth made upon the native chief and his people, who sincerely mourn 


with us his departure from us in the midst of fruitful labor. I thought of 


him often as I traveled through our mission, and rejoiced in the fruit. al- 


from the seed he had planted. 


Belgian Government Friendly. 


The officials of the Belgian government have ap parently bedoine in-. 
creasingly friendly with our workers. _I was brought in contact with vice . 
governors, commissioners, and administrators, in various places and found 
them to be very courteous and‘helpful. Our applications for land upon 
which to locate our mission buildings and our native villages have all 
been granted. The only complaint that I have heard has been that the 
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Belgian laws will not allow our single missionary men and women to get — 


married — they have resided at least a year in the country. 


U nprecedented Growth. 


The success of our mission has been remarkable. It was started in 1914, 
only eight years ago. The shock of the great war which rocked the founda- 


tions of the rest of the world was felt in the Belgian Congo also. Com- © 


munication with our workers was difficult; recruiting the field force was 
slow; duties elsewhere prevented the presiding bishop from visiting the 


field. But, in spite of all difficulties and hindrances, the work grew. Two _ 


| 


stations were opened: First, the one at Wembo Nyama, where we have 
church and school building, workshop, hospital, girls’ home, homes of 
missionaries, a native mission village with several hundred residents, and 
a Church membership of four hundred and fifty; second, the one at Lubefu,. 
opened later, where there is also a native mission village, a girls’ home, a 
dispensary, a workshop, a school, and a Church with one hundred and 
eighty-seven members. Both these stations are well located, and perma- 
nent brick buildings should be erected this present year for the homes of 
missionaries. There are also twenty-six schools located in Mr other 
than the two at these central stations, which schools are taught’by native 
teachers trained at Wembo Nyeta or Lubef u, in which schools si are 
1,465 scholars. | 
The Conference Sessions, 


The session opened Tuesday, February 14, and continnad 


= three sessions daily till Saturday, February 18, three services on Sun- = —t—=CS 


day, and a final session of the Conference on Monday. There were nine- 
teen missionaries, including wives, in attendance upon the Conference. The 
reports showed a membership of six hundred and thirty-seven: ; native 
evangelists, forty-two; preaching stations, forty-eight. The six-o’clock 


morning prayer meetings at the two mission stations have an average at- — 


tendance of about three hundred. At the Conference Sunday morning 
service there were about four hundred and fifty present and about an equal 
number at Sunday school. 

It was decided at the Conference to open two new stations—one at 
Samanguwa, on the Lubefu River; and the other at Tunda, across the 
Lomami. For the proper manning of all four of the stations, including the 
hospital and dispensary work, twenty men and twelve women—thirty-two 
in all—are necessary, for health conditions require a furlough every three 
years. In addition to these four stations, two other stations are necessary 
at as early a date as possible to properly cultivate our tribal field. We 
have barely one-half the force necessary, We must find the rest at an 


early date. 


The natives are very receptive, and many fine characters have already 
been developed. Translations of the Scriptures, of hymns, and of a general 
_ Christian literature are being pushed as rapidly as possible by our small 
_ force, and require a multigraph and printing press and other printing 
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equipment. Who will give it? Native teachers and evangelists are being | 
trained. The practice of tithing and of support of all native workers is 
stressed with unusual success. Indeed, the evangelistic work by the native | 
preachers is almost self-supporting now. The condition of women by 
native custom, even law, is one of the most difficult problems, involving, 
eae and moral fabric of native life. ict 


Dr. Mumpower’s Retirement. 


~ Qur missionaries all seem to be devoted to the work they have under- 
taken and to be much encouraged. The decision of Dr. Mumpower that he 
must retire from the field on account of the shattered health of Mrs. Mum- 
power has created a gap in the ranks which it will be difficult to fill, but the 
entire mission agreed that the decision was wise and fully justified by the © 
facts. Dr. Mumpower has been superintendent of the mission from the 
beginning and has done a great work, ay God’s blessing be with him and 
his family! 
After the close of the Conference session I traveled by caravan from 
Wembo Nyama, across the Lomami to Tunda, the site of our new station, 
where I was entertained by Chief Tunda and his sixty wives. From Tunda 
I continued for four days farther, to Kibombo, the limit of the territory of 
our tribe on the east, where I took the train for Elizabethville. From 
there on March 11 I departed for Cape Town, having been in the Congo 
 gixty-three days, having visited six mission stations besides our own; with | 
helpfull conferences with-experienced workers, having spent eighteen days § 
-- {ni our Own mission field, visiting both the present stations, holding the i 
Conference, traveling entirely across our territory, and inspecting the site 
eae of the Tunda Station en route. I arrived at Cape Town March 17 and- 
: sailed for London that afternoon, arriving there April 3; sailed for New 
York April 5, arriving April 18, having been gone four months and three 
days and having traveled approximately thirty thousand miles by steamer, 
train, dugout, donkey, hammock, and on foot, without the loss of a single 
hour from sickness under the good hand of God, and having been the recip- 
ient of unnumbered courtesies and of genuine brotherly kindness, from 
missionaries of other Churches, and especially from that company of choice 
. spirits, that little band of consecrated men and women loyal to their Lord, 
‘holding forth the torch, the word of life, in the heart of darkest Africa, 
surrounded by hundreds of thousands of black men and women to whom 
they minister in the spirit of the Master, saying in their hearts and with 
their lives, as did that same Master: “I am among you as one that serv-. ~ <9 
eth.”” I have them all in loving memory and shall be glad, vite it be God’s 


wml, to visit them again. 
‘QUADRENNIAL Woe. 


As indicated above, during the past quadrennium I hots presided over 
nineteen sessions of Annual Conferences, as follows: New Mexico, North- 
west Texas, and Congo Mission, one year each; Alabama and North 
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Alabama, two years each; Mexico, Texas Mexican, and Western Mexican, 


four _— each; total, nineteen. 


Work. 
In addition to the supervision of Conferences, I have served on the 
Boards, Commissions, and committees to which I have been appointed by 


the authority of the Church, including the Chairmanship of the Education © 
Campaign Commission and of the Commission on Temperance and Social _ 
Service. To the work of the last-named Commission, owing to the fact 
that the General Conference provided no money for any form of secre- | 


tarial work, I have given a quite considerable amount of time, labor, and 
travel. I have also served as the representative of our Church on the 
Executive and Administrative Committees, and on the Commissions on 
France and Belgium, on Relations with Religious Bodies in Europe, on 
Interracial Relations, and on Temperance of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America. In view ofthe importance of the work, I 


have continued to render such service as possible as chairman of the Vir- 
ginia and of the National Anti-Saloon League Legislative Committees, and — 


also to act as the Chairman of the Executive Committee of the World 
League against alcoholism. 

It may be of interest to some to know that in the performance of my 

_ work from January 1, 1921, to May 1, 1922 (sixteen months), my note- 

book shows that I have traveled one >» hundred,and nineteen thousand miles,

travel in towns and cities, which is considerable. During the other thirty-._ 
~--two' months of the quadrennium, in which time I have not carefully checked © 
the amount of travel, the average is practically the same, so that for the 
four years the record is over three hundred thousand miles. This indi- 
cates what wondrous opportunities for extended service have come to us 
in these days as compared with the days of our fathers; who were compelled 
to suffer much privation and hardship in the performance of the work of 
itinerant Methodist preachers, whether as pastors, ae elders, or 
bishops. 
With therikegiving and praise to Him who has told us, ee ‘Go into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every creature,” and has given us his pre- 
cious promise, ‘Lo, I am with you alway,” this report is respectfully sub-

BISHOPJOSEPHSTANTONKEY. 


BY BISHOP W. “AINSWORTH. 


Jo OSEPH ‘STANTON KEY was born ‘Lagrange; Ga.,-July 18, 1829, 
and finished his earthly career at Sherman, Tex., April 6, 1920. Within 
the compass of these dates was lived a life of unusual length, coupled with 


- nearly three quarters of a century of Christian service. He lived through | 
three generations of the world’s life and watched the United Srates grow 
from a population of twelve millions of people confined almost entirely to 


the Eastern side of the Mississippi River, into a mighty nation of a hun- 
dred and ten millions of people, stretching from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
During this period the most notable contributions have been made to the 
progress and civilization of the race. ._His connection with the Methodist 


Church spans the entire period from the death of William McKendree to 


the present hour and witnessed its growth from a few feeble and despised 
folk into a great ecclesiastical organization, counting its members in mil- 
lions and prosecuting its redemptive work in the ends of the earth. 

The subject of this sketch, like so many others who have rendered dis- 


~ tinguished service to the world, was a product of the parsonage, being the - 


eldest son of Rev. and Mrs. Caleb W. Key, of blessed memory in the - oe 


chronicles of Georgia Methodism. Nurtured in a Christian home, where 
the Christian preparation of its sons for life received an emphasis supreme, | 


it is not surprising that he was sent to Emory College to pursue the stud- 
ies of a higher education. There the impressions of his Christian home 
ripened into the deeper convictions of a maturing mind and he surren- 
dered to the eall of the Christian. maneery shortly before his graduation 


in 1849. 


He was received on sitehid ra the Gecuvia Conference at Augusta the 
next fall after his graduation. While he could never be ranked as a pul- 
piteer of:superior eloquence, he early took high rank as an efficient minister 
and faithful shepherd of the flock of God, holding the leading pastorates 
in the most important cities of his State. Heserved churches in Athens, 
Augusta, Atlanta, Savannah, Macon, and Columbus and was presiding elder 
on the Columbus and Macon districts. When his Conference was divided 
in 1866, he adhered to the South Georgia Conference, in whose bounds he 


then was, and served its leading stations and districts with great accepta- | 


bility until he was elected a bishop at the General Conference held at 
Richmond in 1886, along with W. W. Duncan, C. B. Galloway, and E. R. 


Hendrix. 
Three years after his election to the episcopacy, he heeded an appealing 


call from our work in the West and moved his residence from Georgia to 
(530) 
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Texas, where he made his home until the day of his death. He held the 
superannuate relation during the last ten years of his life, residing in the 
city of Sherman, where his body was assigned its last resting place. 


Bishop Key was a man of the finest texture of Christian character. In 
personal religious experience he had the witness of the Spirit bearing wit- 


ness with his own spirit that he was a child of God. This same spirit 


_ dwelt within his surrendered personality, enriched his experience, and 


enlarged his life with the blessed fruits of His sanctifying power. He be- | 
lieved the Methodist doctrine of holiness and exemplified it with all of its 


beauty and charm. \ He always spoke of his own attainments with un- 
affected diffidence, but none who knew him doubted the high evidence 
that he had-experienced the great blessing. The fruit of the spirit was 
full and ripe on every limb of his life. This made him a model Christian 
gentleman, a model of neatness and propriety, with a natural but refined 
bearing that made him welcome everywhere, 
-. He was a man of excellent judgment and the finest poise, He was not 
often deceived in his judgment of men and his counsal concerning high 


ecclesiastical matters was highly esteemed throughout the Church for its 


sanity and widsom. He has been credited with a large share of respon- 
sibility for the District Conference, which became an official institution 
~ of the Church in 1866. In his episcopal administration he was practical, 

conservative, and safe. All preachers and churches under his care received 


a minimum of mistakes. He united in himself a happy blending of the 
instincts of progress and conservatism. He held tenaciously to the old 
_ paths of doctrine once for all delivered to the saints and recorded in the 


word of God, but urged a new progressiveness of endeavor everywhere to 


apply the gospel to every individual and social need of his times. 
Bishop Key was not a great preacher in profound philosophy or in over- 
mastering eloquence, but in scriptural exegesis and practical application 


was always sound and wholesome and never failed to minister grace to 


his hearers. Much of his ministry was given to an exposition of the doc- 


trines of grace and experience and he made a notable contribution to the 


‘deepening sense of responsiblity for the right use of property by ‘his strong 

and scriptural discussions of Christ His preaching was 
spiritual and everywhere fed the sou men, 

Blessed with a constitution of the strongest ihiold: which he never 
abused by excesses of any sort, he survived all of his family and far outlived 
all the friends of his youth. His first wife, Miss Susie Snider, of Savannah, 
Ga., passed away in the early nineties and their three children, Revs. 
Benjamin and Howard W. Key and Mrs. Cosby W. Smith, preceded him 
to the better land. His second wife, Mrs. Lucy Kidd, of Sherman, Tex., 
went to her reward six years before the time of hig departure. When at 
last his own time came, he died of no disease, but slowly and quietly

_ gisters. His grandfather, Josiah Morrison, was married to Nancy Wells, 


the daughter of Andrew Wells, who was.one of the settlers of French Lick, 
where the city of Nashville now stands. Her sister Elizabeth was mar- 
ried to Judge William Fitzgerald, of Paris, Tenn., who was at one time a 
member of Congress. The maternal grandfather was Captain Colmore 
Duvall, a native of Virginia, who settled in Clarksville in 1800 and built 
the first courthouse of the county. Robert Morrison and Mary Duvall 
were married in 1834. They followed farming near Clarksville until 1857, 


when they moved ‘to Graves County, Ky., near Mayfield, Later they 


to'give their children educational and other advantages, but they main- 
tained the family altar and daily gave spiritual direction to the young lives 


His mother.came of a literary family and was a constant reader of the best 
books., She inspired: her son at an early age with the desire for knowledge 
and.an education. She was his first teacher, and at six years of age he was 
able to read simple books. At the age of twelve he received eight months’ 
instruction in a country school taught by John Kime, who afterwards. mar- 
ried.his eldest sister. He was greatly influenced by the unquestioned in- 
tegrity and strong Christian character of this man. How well he applied 
himself at home and at school, between the demands of the farm, may be 
indicated by the fact that at nineteen years of age he was granted license to 
teach a common English school, It was.the regret of his life. that he never 


had the opportunities of high school.and collegiate study. In after years, 


under the private instruction of Rev. N. H. Lee, D.D., his presiding. elder 
in Louisville, he acquired a fair knowledge of Latin and Greek and some 
acquaintance with Hebrew. But by discriminating and studious reading 


he became familiar with important books and the fields.of the intellectual _ 


life. In 1883 the Agricultural State College of. Alabama recognized his at- 
tainments by conferring upon him the degree of Doctor of Divinity, When 


_ went to'Paducah, where Robert Morrison died at the age of seventy-seven. =» 
The parents were always in moderate circumstances and therefore unable — 
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a. lad of fourteen at Baker’s Camp Ground, about fourteen miles from 
Clarksville, on August 6, 1856, he was gloriously converted. He joined 
the Methodist Church and for sixty-five years was faithful to his vows and 
loyal to ‘the interests of the Church. It was the next year that he moved 
with. his parents to Graves County, Ky. Up to that time he had known 
nothing but buoyant health. He was soon stricken with a malignant fever 


_ which. brought. him near the end of life by which he was confined to his — 


- yoom for five months and from which he did not fully recover for many 
years, if ever. He was never able thereafter to do more than very light 
work on the farm. This probably accounts for his taking up the work of 
a teacher. 

One afternoon in the adaaekoasiis le received the i impression that it was 
his duty to preach the gospel. He once said that immediately he thought | 
of his.poor health, his inadequate preparation, and his lack of experience 
before. audiences, Two physicians assured him that he could not live 
twelve months in.the ministry, but he was never the man to evade what 
he believed to be his duty. On April 4, 1863, at Pleasant Hill Church, in 
Ballard County, Ky., he was licensed to preach and began at once to ex-_ 
ercise his gifts. He taught'one session after being licensed ee eee 
of his older pupils converted in the schoolroom. _—sj 

His first service as a minister was as junior preacher -with Rew. di M. 
Flatt, on the Clinton Circuit, a circuit of twenty-seven appointments and 
covering a territory one hundred and fifty miles across. The Civil War 


-at- the time.. He was physically unfit for service and both 


armies allowed him to go about his appointments unmolested. Before he 
_ had finished a round of the cireuit he was suddenly and strangely impressed 
to go to the Confederate Army for whatever service he could render. He 
rode horseback to Tupelo, Miss., where he found Forrest’s Brigade, with 


_.-€ol. A. R. Shacklett in charge of the Eighth Kentucky Regiment. Without 


formality, commission, or salary he was at once made Chaplain of the 
Regiment, in which place he served on to the end of the war. There he 
‘ was ever the evangelist, the bearer of the message of salvation, the minis- 


trant of holy comfort in the last hour of fading life, and the stimulator of 


essential courage for the ordeal of every battle. He went from the army, 


when peace was, declared in the spring of 1865, to Logan Circuit, in the — 


Louisville Conference, to be the assistant preacher to the Rev. H. C. Set- 
tle, well known in later years as one of the most successful and distinguished_ 
pastors of the denomination. In September of that year the Conference 
was held at Russellville, Bishop Kananaugh presiding, and Henry Clay 
Morrison was admitted into the Conference on trial. He:was. appointed 


to Millerstown Circuit, which embraced Hart, Grayson, and Hardin Coun- 


__ ties, where the people were poor but kind-hearted and devoted to their pas- 
tor. While his health was far from robust—in fact, it was generally be- 


lieved by the people that he had consumption—he met.all his many appoint- 


ments with a cheerful spirit, held numerous protracted meetings, and saw 
_ hundreds converted: Frequently that year, he witnessed the demonstra- 


_ tions that: were common in the great revival of 1800. Penitents at the altar 
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would become unconscious and remain as if dead for an hour and even hours, 
but invariably with the return of consciousness they would arise with a 
shout of praise to a pardoning God. The young preacher was dramatic in 
speech and manner and his reputation soon extended throughout his broad —

nium. These twelve years in the threé leading pastorates in Louisville 
developed his remarkable gifts as a pastor. He was faithful in every fea- 


ture of his ministry. No elements of his people ever complained of being 


neglected. He was popular not only as a devoted pastor, but he was highly 


regarded as a preacher. His evangelistic fervor never abated. He was 


pleased to call his sermons of that period, which were later published, 


_**Gospel Talks,”’ and others he entitled ‘‘The Simple Gospel.” ” Histwelve _ 


consecutive years in Louisville gave him high standing in the community 
and in its general ministry, and contributed no little to the influence of | 
Methodism in the city. His name was then occasionally mentioned in 


eonnection with the episcopacy. 


From Louisville in 1884 he was sent to Russellville ata salary Le than 
half what he received in Louisville. Here he remained two years and 


three months, when he was transferred to the North Georgia Confer- 


ence and stationed at First Church, Atlanta, where he found a membership 
of one thousand. Great congregations attended upon his ministry, ' A con- 


_ tinuous revival marked his pastorate there for its full three and a half years. 


Eight hundred persons were converted to God. He once declared that 
First Church, Atlanta, was the greatest spiritual force he ever knew. This 
was his last pastorate, and here he showed the same superb pastoral quali- 


ties which characterized his monumental work in Louisville. He went asa 


delegate to the General Conference in St. Louis in 1890, and was elected a 
missionary secretary along with Drs. I. G. John and A. Coke Smith. Dr. 


- John as the Senior Secretary became the office or administrative secretary 


and Drs. Smith and Morrison were made Field Secretaries.. Dr. Smith re- 
signed before entering upon his work and was succeeded by Dr. W. H.Potter, 


_ of Georgia, who died at the end of one year, and he was succeeded by Dr. | 


Walter R. Lambuth. In 1894 Dr. Morrison was elected Senior Secretary, | 


with Dr. Lambuth as Field Secretary. As a missionary secretary he ‘was 


marvelously industrious. Hg traveled incessantly throughout the Church. 
He visited the sessions of twenty-one. Annual Conferences every year and — 
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always made abiding impressions by his addresses, He was stirred to these 
labors by what was then considered an enormous debt on the Board of 
Missions, which had accumulated during the financial panic of the early 
nineties. It reached its maximum at $172,000, and of this he raised $40,- 


000 during his first quadrennium. As a pastor he had learned,.how to 
raise money. The remaining $132,000 by herculean effort he cleared away mei) 
__ during this second quadrennium, That was considered a great financial = = 


feat, as it was generally believed that payment at that time was an im- 


possibility. The credit given Dr. Morrison was truly merited. He stirred — 


the Church to high missionary enthusiasm. During his term as Secretary 
he visited the Missions in Mexico and Brazil and impressed most favorably 
the native churches.. He came to the General Conference in 1898 in a glow 
of missionary success and at the height of his usefulness and popularity. 
He represented the Louisville Conference in the General Conference in 


1882 and 1886, the North Georgia in 1890 and 1894, and the Louisville in _ 


1898. In each he received votes for the episcopacy. In 1898 he was elect- 
ed bishop, second on the second ballot. He was then a man.of striking 
and handsome personal appearance. In the pulpit and on the platform 


he had impressed the Church most favorably. He stood high as a man of 


affairs as an administrator. He entered upon the work of the episcopacy 
with fine promise. From the beginning and to the end of his twenty years 
in the office of bishop he was in demand for occasions where money was 


— _to be-raised by public subscriptions. ~Many hundreds of thousands of dol- — 


lars were subscribed for.various causes and enterprises through his instru- 


--mentality. In this he served the Church well. During his twenty years — 


as.a bishop he presided over forty-one of the Annual Conferences, including 
those.in. Mexico and Brazil,.and held many District Conferences. For the 
last eight years of his service he was in poor health and limited strength 
and was not able to do much more than preside over the Conferences to 
which he was assigned. In 1918 he asked to be relieved of the active du- 
ties of the episcopacy. He retired to his home in Leesburg Fla., and never 
again attended a meeting of the College of Bishops. In feebleness and de- 
clining health he spent his last days, and on December 21, 1921, he went 


his. heavenly reward, 


While pastor on the ‘Bardstown ( Circuit i in the Louisville Couferainas he | 


met the only daughter of J. P. Stover, who was the leading member of 
Stover’s Chapel, nine miles from Bardstown. This daughter was a widow, 
Mrs. Mary Enola Ray, with two children, now Eugene B. Ray and M 

‘Lillie McClaskey, of Kentucky. Mrs. Ray and Henry Clay Morrison 
were married in 1868. To them were born seven children, of whom only two 
remain, Horace T. Morrison, a business-man, and Henry K. Morrison, 
a physician, - They reside in Leesburg, Fla. They gave their beloved fa- 
ther the most tender care during his last days, months, and even years. Their 
mother still lives, in feebleness extreme, and upon her they bestow the 
most beautiful attention and filial affection. Their father they. tenderly 
_ put away among those he loved and who loved him in the West View Cem- 
etery, Atlanta. They live in the saving faith of the simple gospel which 
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het so faithfully and devotedly preached, and look forward in hope to the 
eventful day when the family shall be one in the fullness of the everlasting

Bishop Morrison was a man of very decisive character, tenacious bur- 


_ pose, and fearless action. ‘Have the courage of your convictions,” ‘‘Do 


not deviate from the path of duty,”’ were two his exhortations to others _ 
and two of the determinative principles with himself. He was not always 
amenable to counsel. He came quickly to his conclusions and with con- 
fidence he maintained them. In making the appointments of the preachers 
he was painstaking, but he relied largely upon his own judgment, and fre- 


quently showed little openness to the advice of his cabinet. His judgment 


was sometimes questioned, but never the sanctity of his counsel nor the 


. purity of his motives. His mental processes exhibited to a very marked 


degree his lack of early intellectual training. He had knowledge gained 
from wide reading, but the circumstances of his youth and young manhood 
denied him academic and collegiate advantages, and that was very largely 
responsible for many of the peculiarities of his mental processes. He was 
dogmatic in his views, whether religious, theological, political, social, or 
scientific. He never had any intellectual doubts. He determined for him- 
self early in life what were the fundamentals of the faith and he never al- 


_ Jowed any serious modifications or qualifications. His estimates of what 


was right and what was wrong bore a decided aspéct of fitiality. Hefound 
for himself the mind of God on the common issues of life. He was a mys- 
tic in his religious beliefs and never hesitated in his interpretation and eval- 
uation of his own religious experience. The doctrines of Methodism as 
stated by the fathers and none other were the doctrines of his Christianity. 

To these he was absolutely true, and for their defense he was resolutely 
set. He approached life’s sunset with an unfaltering, triumphant faith in 
Jesus Christ as a personal Saviour. In the evening time he had light. He 
contemplated the end of his days with serene confidence. He went away 
in the fine hope of the glory of God. He has finished his course, and we 
bear witness that he fought a good fight and that he kept the faith. “ Bless- 
ed are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth; yea, saith the Spir-_ 
it, that they may rest from their labors; and their works do follow them.” 


BISHOP ELIJAH EMBREE HOSS.

WHEN, on April 14, 1849, Elijah Embree Hoss was born into the world 
the augurs spoke with according confidence; and the horageope was cast 


along bright and particular lines in the heaveng.. And when, on April 23, 


1919, he passed from earth, a reeord of enduring worthgas committed i 


the memory of his brethren, White follows We in Heht was 


refreshed and enriched. 
The testimony of the life measuned by this stretch of seventy years is 
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come and go. And while we go about to record with sorrow the fact. that 
his earthly days are over, we enter with joy into the thought of his triumph 
above. He can never be less to us, but only more, until we reap the far-off 
interest of our loss, in joining him in the Master’s presence. 
Between the parallels of thirty and thirty-six degrees, north latitude, 
have been staged most of the great events of the ages; and within these 


i limits have flourished, wholly or in part, all the great civilizations of man- _ 


kind. Jerusalem and Mecca, Babylon, Alexandria, Rome, and Constanti- 
nople are either within, or impinge upon, these borders. Cadmus and Aris- 
totle, Socrates and Seneca, John Chrysostom, Augustine, and the Hebrew 
' prophets, as also the Apostle to the Gentiles, were the products of this 
zone. The Appalachian Highlands of East Tennessee, the native soil of 
Bishop Hoss, lie snugly within these favored limits; showing that the 
pledges of destiny and the provinces of Heaven are still in the processes of 
their fulfilling. Both nature and grace obey the propulsives of their be- 

When nature makes a man of unusual mold and allots to him the gift of 
unusual powers, she sets her token upon his physical frame; and when 
grace takes over the asset of nature, this token becomes the channel of its 


highest expression. The personality of Bishop Hoss was marked by most 
of life. While heredity and tradition were exhibited strongly in his men- 


tality and in the manner of his thought, he was yet shaped throughout to 
an individuality rarely met in these days of borrowed convictions and syn- 
dical ethics.

Not only was his mind illuminated by a rare and brilliant apprehension; 


but he was consciously and intensively alive throughout his being. His 


sub-conscious movements became quickly and confidently the overt ut- 


terances of his lips, showing candor and the frankness of self-expression to 


the uttermost syllable. There was never doubt as to his meanings; no 
_ @ryptic sentence ever fell from his lips or flowed from the point of his pen. 


No ethical gloss was needed to reconcile his statements: the sun shone ~ 


through his words as through a non-prismatic glass. 
He knew the speech of courage and the vernacular of manliness. His 


public discourses, as also his private conversation, rose, as Occasion urged, — 


_ to the salience of scorn, or held to the levels of a just appraisement of vir- 
tue and worth. He had words of generous commendation for acts and at- 
titudes of right; but he had only repudiation for the opportunist and resent- 
ment for those who took refuge in any policy other than that of open- 
mindedness and justice. He had the temper, as he also shared the con- 
Science, of the men of an older dispensation who expressed the verities of 


eternity in their words and deeds. The thoughts of eternity were the — 


springs of his daily emotions and meditations. He could have been a He- 
brew prophet, a Samuel or an Elijah, as naturally as he became a modern 
Christian bishop. He was a solitary soul set: in a world of likenesses and 
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He accepted life and took it completely over to the mastery 
of his own conscience, and to the guidance of at inner:voice which came 
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moral fluidity. He was not a type, except as he typed that brother of 
men and servant of God who is only like the self which God has made of him. 
’ Bishop Hoss was a specialist in no line, unless it were in the line of de- 
votion to the commands of his own inner self and to the ideal of upright- 
ness which mastered his whole moral and spiritual sense. From these he 
never swerved. The rhythm of his intellectual life was asymphony, not an 
overture. Helived and acted in no halfway manner. The ultimate of his soul 
went out.with every committal of his mind, and the measure of himself was _ 
put into every protest of hisfaith. He believed with unfeigned complete- 
ness, and made confession with mouth and heart. 
.’ He walked the paths of might. and the paths of lowliness with an equal 
tread. He was fellow with the great; he was brother to the humble. Be- 
fore the great assemblies of the Church in his own and other lands he was 
approved as a messenger and ambassador of high degree. In the social 
circle and in the_privacy and sanctity. of his closest friendship he was the ~ 
unchanging master of himself, the unafiected gentleman and Christian, 
and the spirit wondered atandloved. “ae 
_ His literary and thought sympathies were-large. The walks of history | 
and the classics were familiar pleasure paths to him. He had transferred 
the annals of mankind to his own brain; the faces and the forms of history, 
- as to life returned, moved i in the drama of his thoughts. He was too busily 
engaged in the acquisition and daily use of knowledge to. give serious — 
effort to authorship on his own account. Yet he was a master of style and _ 
a forger of phrases almost beyond the scale of his times. He could have 
achieved distinction in the world of letters. Admittedly, he was one of 
the three or four great religious editors of his generation. But he was es- 
sentially the man of action and of the spoken word. Nature and Provi- 
dence had shaped him to this service. He could have excelled also in any 
- one of half a dozen lines of special effort and research; but the fascination of 
_ the wider fields discounted the charm of a set and restricted task. He rode 
no hobbies, nor gave allegiance to any theory of party or school. His 
thought was as unfettered as it wasindividual. 3 
_ In theology it was with him as in history and iniarobae his aceihiiiie 
was catholic, incisive, and discriminating. He was neither traditional nor 
radical in the methods of his thinking. Unswervingly orthodox, yet liberal — 
and generous, the whole question of theology and belief became to him 
not a matter of confessions and statements so much as a matter of present 
fact and experience. When before the ecumenical bodies of Methodism — 
he discoursed on problems of theology and Biblical criticism, his deliver- 
ances attracted wide attention and were credited with large authority. In 
these, as in all other like judgments, he spoke with loyalty to truth and 
tolerance toward learning and penciedinth, He was as free from pragma- | 
tism as he was from bigotry. 
Bishop Hoss richly earned: in his service to the 
the title of Foreign Minister of Methodism. To anextent which has fallen 


to no other man of our Church, he was made the official spokesman of our 
Methodism to the great Methodist bodies of the world. In England, in 
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Ireland, in the Dominion of Canada; in the Contnonwealtiis of Australasia, 
as also to sister bodies on this continent, he bore to the people called Meth- 


_ odists the official greetings of our household. To few men in — or 


state has there come so distinguished a preference. _ 
_ As preacher and educator Bishop Hoss rounded out a full life of activity, 


and brought to each of these offices the ideal of unfailing service. | 
- His career and message as a preacher were determined by his own re- 


_ ligious experience. He was first of all a man; and into the consciousness 


of that manhood the Spirit brought a lifelong testimony of unction and 
power, He was genuinely and unfailingly religious and his preaching as 
genuinely and unfailingly spiritual. His themes were Christ, his works, 
his power in salvation, and the life in the Spirit which expresses the king- 
dom of Christ amongst men. | 

_As a preacher Bishop Hoss was not less individualistic than in other. 
insithntis In the pulpit he ranked with the foremost men of his age; and — 
while he knew the literature and the science of preaching, he followed | 
rather the native and inspired impulses of his own mind. Perhapsit may 


be said that so many sound rules of preaching were observed by him that 


he was tied up to no single one. Exposition, forensic action, illustration, 
literary and historical citations, exhortation, judgment and correction en- 


- quence and power; but whatever the altitude of utterance there was al- 


ways the ground level of exact teaching, Scripture relationship, and the con- 
sciousness of a personally received and a personally delivered gospel. . 
- The Bible to him was real and true because it brought God to his own 
life and answered every voice of the living present. He knew the lists of 
criticism, but he had little taste for its niceties and less tolerance for its 
pretensions. His faith was like his mental selfhood; it was his own, and — 
was confirmed to him by the testimony of the Spirit Divine. | 
Bishop Hoss was a most assiduous and constant student of the Scrip- 
tures. He all but lived in a face-to -face communion with the Word of God. 
‘The Greek New Testament was his constant companion; and he studied 
it with devotion and enthusiasm. Certain great and Spirit striated words 
and passages of the Greek text were treasured up in his mind and-emitted 
lightnings in his thoughts as do the quickened hearts of summer clouds. 
Almost at the beginning of his ministry, Bishop Hoss was called to the 
work of Christian education.. His own academic and theological training 
was received in the schools of Methodism: in the Wesleyan University at 
Delaware, Ohio, and in Emory and Henry College in Virginia. That his 
education was grounded in thoroughness is testified to by the amazing 
exactness of his knowledge and the wealth of his after attainments. : 
He was licensed to preach in 1866, and in 1869 was received on trial into

1870 he was appointed to Knoxville and remained in that city two years, 
In 1872 he was trarisferred to San Francisco and served the Church in .

BISHOP WALTER RUSSELL LAMBUTH.

THAT Walter Russell Lambuth should have fallen on the outpost in the 
crucial hour of the greatest battle of modern times, a battle in which he 
wasa distinguished leader, is an unspeakable tragedy. Just as our little arm 
of missionaries were heartened with newborn hopes and reénforcements 
were added to make safe the salient driven into heathen darkness, just as 
the forces were deployed for an advance upon new regions of darkness, just 
as the faith and liberality of the Church at home, after long waiting, had 
supplied in more adequate measures the sinews of war, the captain general 
of our forces in the East falls in action. What an unspeakable loss! The 
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stricken, stunned. Chretians on every continent: mourned:'the less! 


noble friend and trusted leader. 


Of as a promoter of move- 


ments for human betterment of continental scope, as a friend and helper 
of the suffering ones of earth, and as a missionary leader of vision and pas- 
sion, he was one of the greatest men of his time. ‘The greatness of Bishop 
Lambuth, however, was not found in those spectacular gifts which chal- 
-jJenge the admiration and stir the emotions of the passing throng nor in 
those flashes of genius which dazzle men. 


_ those deeper, rarer, moresubtle qualities of human personality, the source 
of which is the soul purified and energized by the Spirit of God. These al- 
most indefinable qualities were so developed in him that unconsciously 
and without apparent effort he gripped men and drew them close to him- 


self and hence close to God, for he seemed to live always in closest fellow- 


ship with the Eternal. He lifted and held men on the higher levels by the 
power of his own purity of character and motive. Everywhere he went, he 
influenced irresistibly the aims and aspirations of human souls. He lived 
so constantly in the altitudes with Christ that he seemed to see humanity 
and the world from the Master’s point of view alone; hence he reached out 


_earth’s sufferers, and at the same time drove with the relentless energy of 


a great warrior to upturn the principalities and powers of darkness and to 


upbuild the glorious kingdom of light. 
eg Lambuth was a sincere, modest, unassuming, and self-effacing 


’ He disliked controversy and avoided a fight, yet he was clearly of . 


peril, unafraid of foes, daring in adven- 


ture, and uncomplaining in suffering or defeat. Never seeking place or 
preferment, and shrinking from prominence, he did not climb to eminence, 


but was literally lifted to:positions of power and world-wide influence by the 
force of his own goodness and a consuming passion for service. The char- 
acteristics which most distinguished Bishop Lambuth were a marvelous 
eapacity for God, an unmeasured love of folks, an unusual quality of hu- 


toil and an abandon in sacrifice which was almost unbelievable in this day 
of softness and self-indulgence. So unique was his personality and his place 
in modern Church history that we can safely say of him as was said of Hen- 
ry Watterson, “‘ He will have no successor; ‘only Ulysses can draw Ulysses’ 
bow.’ Not again will his like be found.” \ 


The reality to him of spiritual things, the constancy of his realization | 


of God and the quality of his praying, explain in large measure the charac- 
ter. and service of Walter Lambuth. When but fourteen years of age,

Upon the evening of December 31 four of us assembled in our brother’s sit- 
ting room as one man for prayer and rededication of ourselves. We then 
and there received such a revelation of the presence of the Almighty as we 
had never before experienced. For two hours we four wrestled with God. 


- Tt was our Peniel. We saw God face to face, and were preserved. I say 
_ this with awe and humility. Such a humbling of ourselves we never had 
before. The awful presence of a pure and holy God threw us upon our 


faces prostrate before him. After two hours we arose, and gazed into each 
other’s forces with mute astonishment; whether in the body or not in the 
body,wescarcelyknew. Unableto eat supper,.with one accord we assembled 
in the adjoining chapel. Oneof our native brethren—Brother Yoshioko— | 
preached‘as though inspired. I have never before heard such a sermon from 


the tongregation as if by the sweep of atornado. Conviction was followe 

by conversion, and the shouts of the redeemed ascended to heaven.” _ 
This pentecostal experience, of which Bishop Lambuth spoke but seldom, 

was an inaugural event in his life. Its poeedi seemed never to have mnally 


departed. 


‘When Dr. Lambuth was sent by Bishop McTyeire from China to Japan’ 
another hour of testing and of blessing came. Leave the people he echo l

association with him are studded with jeweled experiences of prayer. To-

that all who knew him intimately recall innumerable incidents that illus- 
trate the dominance in his soul of this holy passion. As we walked one day 
through a park in a little city of the Barbados with a group of outbound 
missionaries, we came upon a little negro less than two years old who was 
crying in bitter distress. His companion, but a few years older, could not 
comfort him. Few in the party noticed so common a sight in that negro 
populated island; but when Bishop Lambuth came abreast of the child he 
stooped, picked him up, comforted him, and left him smiling as a group of 
eager children gathered round to look at the stranger with wonder and de- 
light. Does your imagination associate easily such a scene with many of 
the world’s great leaders of to-day? 


tressed, Acoach, crudeand uncomfortable and crowded almost to suffocation 
with emigrants, was attached to the train just in the rear of ourcoach. Ata 
little station out on the plains there was a commotion among the emigrants. 
A young woman with her excited husband was seeking a place of retire- 
ment and refuge.

With, quick 
intuition the good Bishop took in the situation, requested the conductor

her and ministered to her in that supreme hour of her life with such tender- 
ness and skill as only a man of his soul and training could do; and when all 
was over she cried with emotion, in a tongue of Central Europe, in an ef- | 
fort to express the appreciation of her soul, ‘My brother! My brother!’’ 


_ This great man was so unselfish, so considerate of others, so self-effacing 
that to travel with him, while a great privilege and delight, was often an 
embarrassment. Think if you can of a man to whom the Church has ac- 
corded a place of preéminent leadership, getting up to give an ordinary 
Methodist preacher a chair when he enters a room or stepping aside that 


until all in the party are seated, and who always passed the food to you at 
the table to be first helped. The politeness which was as natural to him as 
breathing was an occasion of almost daily embarrassment to me during 
the years of our comradeship. He so easily commanded my confidence 


or even as we walked by the highway, I have heard his voice and found the 


ae As we traveled through Uraguay by train ‘or one bleak stinther day, I wit- 
nessed a most.,wonderful illustration of his_genius-for ministry to the. dis-

“Inteliectually considered, Bishop Lambuth was a most interesting 
character. He was a man of quick discernment, rare powers of observa- 
tion, a retentive memory, and good powers of generalization. Wherein 
_ his logical faculty seemed in a measure to be at fault it was due to a certain 
intuitive power which often found the conelusion without regarding the 
usual processes. His mode of thinking was clearly tinged with the Oriental 
habit. ‘There was a sphynxlike element in his thinking. He did not al- 
ae ways reveal even to his most intimate coworkers his final thought on.a 
|) ia subject till time came for putting his thought into policies for edvancing 
withal an power. of. men to ‘views without. allowing 
them to feel that any force had been used to land them.” 
His social qualities made him a charming visitor in any home. His 
ready stories of adventure alike drew young and old te him, and the-ab- — 
sence ofall the usual demand upon host and hostess made him one of the 
easiest men in the world to entertain. He always appreciated the slightest 
kindness and never forgot to: express appreciation, Whether visiting in 
parsonage or ina palace, before taking his departure he would find the way | 
to the kitchen or garage to thank the servants of the household for atten- 
tions. To the-servant he-was as gracious.as to the queenly hostess, All 
people ‘were to him the children of God, his brothers and sisters, and there 
was not the slightest trace of condescension when his thanks were expressed 
to the scullery maid nor hauteur when he bade farewell to his hostess. I 
was often impressed ‘in travel with him in foreign lands by ‘his freedom 
from any desire to hobnob with the great; at the same time, I-never knew | 
-any man who could more easily find access to premiers and ministers than 
at an end.

. this time I must leave the dear wife.” What Bishop and Mrs. Lambuth 


suffered from that separation only those who knew them intimately in the 
tender love of their beautiful home life can imagine. Yet, later, far from 


~-~~the loved ones at home, when he calmly faced the probabilities of the worst 


aa tesult of the impending operation, he wrote to Dr. Pinson in these 3 


words: 
“T do not regret coming, save ae the absence of my wife and daughter at 


this juncture, and I long for their presence and ministry. But Mrs. Lam- 


buth and I ¢ommitted ourselves to God years ago, when we first entered 
the mission field in 1877, and we and all of our ues have been abso- 


oy, Jutely in his hands from that time to the present day.”. 
| In these words he unconsciously sounds the keynote of their beautif ul 


life. I would that I might speak of her who, next to the Master, was the 
daily inspiration and crowning glory of his life and mney, but I am for- 
bidden. 

It is difficult to think of Bishop )Retnbutth as a single Dbbsbtiialtty, When 
one undertakes to list the institutions and enterprises which were born of — 
his vision or with which he was associated in their inception and develop- 
ment, it is almost unbelievable that one man could have accomplished so > 
much. Not unaided, of course, but as the young missionary, the sagacious 
secretary, and the wise, strong bishop, he was the inspiration and the guid- 
ing genius in most of the ee missionary undertakings of our Church in 
his generation. 

- Lambuth inevitably comes to your mind when you think of Soochow _ 
Hospital, Soochow University, the compact and well-coérdinated educa- 
tion program of the China Mission, Kwansei Gakuin, the Hiroshima Girls’ 
School, Palmore Instituté, the organization of the Methodist Church of 
J apan, the Anglo-Korean College, Ivey Hospital in Songdo, Granbery Col- -- 
lege in Brazil, the South Brazil Conference, the Congo Mission, the Si- 
beria-Manchuria Mission, the reorganization of the Cuba Mission, and 
the establishment of medical work in Mexico. From the home side his 
presence and influence are as surely evident in the organization of a Home 
Department of the Board of Missions, the projection of several of its more 
permanent and useful departments of work, the union of the missiona ay 
agencies of the Church and the Hospital Movement in Southern Meth 
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” ism, These achievements would have done credit to a dozen noble men of 
large gifts and persevering spirit. 

Bishop Lambuth was a servant of the aeatt. His powers were never 
more appreciated nor more constantly drawn upon than in the interdenom- 
inational and international movements of recent years. He was a prom- 
inent and useful figure in the Edinburgh Conference, in the Foreign Mis- 
sions Conference of North America, in the Federal Council of the Church, 
in the denominational and interdenominational work with the soldiers in 
Europe, and in the great movement in behalf of relief for China’s starving 
millions. So identified was he with all world-wide movements of the king- 

dom in his day that practically every great Mission Board of the United 
_ States and Europe recorded resolutions of sorrow at his untimely going. 

Bishop Lambuth first saw the light in China. In his not long but event- 
ful life, how often he passed as an evangel of light from East to West and — 
from West to East, loving all people and all lands, but no peop'e more than 

_ the Chinese and no land more than the land of his nativity. How fitting 
that he should sleep in China’s soil among the people he first sontned to 
love and beside the great missionary mother who bore him. 

In Walter Russell Lambuth was personified the conception of life wihesd 
by Bishop Westcott when he said, “Life is a great mission in which the aim 


BISHOP. JAMES HENRY MoCOY. 
BY REV. L. C. BRANSCOMB, — 


J awes Henry McCoy was born in Blount County, Ala. , August 6, 1868. 
His father, Dr. William Clark McCoy, was a native of Missouri: as.a Con- 
federate soldier he served as courier under Stonewall J ackson, and after 

the Civil War came to Alabama, where’ he was united in marriage with Miss 
Annie Vaughn, entered the Methodist ministry, and became a great preach- 


1891, but his wife still lives, worthy in every way of having been the com- 
panion of a noble itinerant preacher and the mother of a distinguished 
bishop in the Church of Christ.  _—_. 
Dr. McCoy moved to Greensboro, Ala., in 1884, having accepted the 
~ agency of Southern University. It was in this institution that his son, 
James Henry, was educated. It was there that this son heard God’s call, 
and there surrendered his life to the ministry. No student in Southern 
University was ever more popular than he was; but be it remembered, 
there was no surrender of principle or efficiency for popularity. As a 
youth he stood for high ideals. As a student he won the medals and honors 
given by his college. He graduated in 1889, received the A.M. diploma, | 
and was loved and honored by the whole college community. 
His first work was in Bessemer, Ala., where he came immediately after 
his graduation, as assistant to the writer, who was then pastor at that 
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place. This association ripened the friendship of college days into a de- 
votion that was never interrupted, nor will be, for love is eternal. 

_ J. H. McCoy was admitted on trial into the North Alabama Conference 
in 1889, at Huntsville, Ala. His first appointment was Oakland Circuit. 


During his meeting at Oakland in 1890, the interest being not what he 
desired, he made a vow that he would fast and pray until some:soul was — 


happily converted to God. When God’s servants become earnest like that, 
something is sure to happen. It was possibly forty-eight hours before. he 
broke his fast; but the revival came and souls were converted. In 1891 he 
- was pastor of South Decatur Church, in 1892-93 he served Dadeville and 


Alexander City; in 1894-95 he was stationed at Wesley Chapel, Birming- 


ham; in 1896 he was: with the Tuscaloosa Church, where he remained three 
years. 

~ On December 31, 1895, he was tarred to Miss Annie Bradley, of Bir- 
mingham, a granddaughter of one of the famous pioneer preachers of this 


section, Rev. J. G. Gurley. She was'a woman of culture and Piety, de- 


voted to her husband, her children, her Church, and her God. 

~ In December, 1898, he was made pastor of the Huntsville congregation, 
and remained there four years. In connection with this pastorate, in 1901 
he was the editor of the Alabama Christian Advocate; and with all respect 
to those, living or dead, who ever tried to do this work, in our opinion he 
made the best editor the Advocate ever had. While serving as‘editor, Dr. 


---MeCoy began to preach at Five Points on the South Highlands, Birming- 


ham, and in connection with Dr. J. D. Simpson, the presiding elder, he 
organized the Highlands. Methodist Church, ‘was appointed pastor, and 
served it until in 1906 he accepted the presidency of Birmingham College. 

He did good work everywhere, but the hardest work he ever did was as 
president of his Conference school. His inspiring utterances, his brotherly 


kindness, his high ideals, and his resplendent life set a standard for his stu- _ 


dents that was truly great, and scores upon scores of them are making 
their lives tell out most gloriously for good. 


At the General Conference which met in Birmingham, Ala. in May, 


1906, he delivered an address of welcome that sparkled with wit, radiated 


with love, shone with beauty, and was surcharged with power. Men said, — 


“Who is this young man? Where has he been all this time? A man who 
can talk like that must not be monopolized by a single Conference, He 
must belong to the whole Church.” * 4 


The Bishops appointed him as Fraternal Messenger to the ‘eusnisa tek 


Methodist Church, whose General Conference met in 1906. At this Con- 
ference his address still further pleased the Church, so, when the General 
_ Conference met in Asheville, N. C., in 1910, he was chosen as one of the 
Chief Superintendents of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. No 
man has ever been elevated to that high position who has been more uni- 


versally beloved. Absolutely free from the spirit of the autocrat, with a 


heart in him that loved all humanity, and with a spirit as unselfish as the 
sunshine, he sought to use his office, not to promote favorites’ or to win 
praise for himself, but to bless the Church and to honor Teens Christ.
